The elimination of Hes- 
son fro:n the election leaves 
just two candidates for 
state’s attorney, Dabney 
and incumbent Lisa Thayer 
Welch. They are both Re- 
publicans, so the race will 
be decided in the primary 
election.

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Md. Faults Power 
Company In 2001 
DCL Electrocution 


A state investigation has 
concluded that Allegheny 
Energy Company was at 
fault in the electrocution of 
e New York man who died 
on Deep Creek Leke lest 
summer when the mast of a 
seilboat touched one of the 
compeny’s power lines. The 
finding comes es the family 
of the victim pursues a 
lawsuit against the Hegers- 
town-based utility. 

The Metyland Public 
Service Commission's report 
seid that e 7,200-volt line 
wes hanging just 26 feet, 3 
inches above the water 
surface at the time of the 
July 2001 incident, in 
violation of a regulation 
requiring such lines to be at 
least 40 feet, 6 inches above 
the lake. The commission 
faulted the company for 
failing to identify and 
correct the problem during 
its own inspection in July 
1999. 

Brian K. Hatfield, 43, 
Jamestown, was killed when 
he jumped into electrically 
charged water last July 7 to 
save his 9-year-old son after 
the mast of the sailboat 
they were aboard on 
touched the power line. The 
seil ignited and, fearing the 
fire, Hatfield’s son jumped 
into the water first and was 
rendered unconscious. 
Hatfield was rendered 
unconscious when he 
jumped into the water. 

The electricel connection 
broke when the mast 
snapped, and citizen 
rescuers were able to pull 
the pair from the water and 
resuscitate the boy, but 
were unable to revive the 
father. 

The state’s report indi- 
ceted that Allegheny Ener- 
gy told investigators that

MLP Resident Named 2002 
W.Va. Teacher Of The Year

Cathy Alexander, RN, 
Mountain Lake Park, has 
been named the 2002 
Health Occupation Educa- 
tion Teacher of the Year by 
the West Virginia Depart- 
ment of Education. She re- 
ceived the honor during a 
technical and adult educa- 
tion conference in Charles- 
ton, W.Va., late last month. 
As stated on her commem- 
orative plaque, Alexander 
was lauded “for her out- 
standing leadership and 
contributions to health oc- 
cupations education.” 

A teacher at Preston 
High School in Kingwood, 
Alexander was nominated 
for the award by two of her 
peers. Six other individuals 
also wrote letters of support 
to the selection committee, 
touting Alexander’s dedica- 
tion, leadership and teach- 
ing abilities, and profession- 
alism. 

"She is certainly deserv- 
ing of such an honor, as she 
is the perfect example of 
what we in the health care 
field agree a “Florence 
Nightingale” should be,” 
said Bonnie Johnson, direc- 
tor of nursing at Heartland 
Preston County, in her let- 
‘ter. "As a teacher, she is 
kind and encouraging to her 
students, while also showing 
guidance and responsibility.” 

Alexander's students also 
benefit from her strong will, 
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positive attitude, and "real- 
world" nursing experience. 
After the death of her first 
husband, she told herself 
that she needed a career. 
Despite having been out of 
school for several years, 
Alexander decided to be- 
come a nurse, attended col- 
lege. and graduated from 
Allegany College of Mary- 
land. 

She worked for about six 
years aS a registered nurse 
at Garrett Memorial Hospi- 
tal, where she came to love 
the nursing profession. “I 
still think of Garrett Memo- 
rial as ‘home,” she said. 

Alexander then had an 
opportunity to teach allied 
health for a year at South- 
ern and Northern high 
schools, whenever Flsie 
Slagle needed a substitute 
for her classes. When an 
opening aame up for a 
health teacher at Preston 
High, Slagle encouraged her 
to apply for the full-time 
position. Alexander has 
taught the Health Occupa- 
tions Program courses at 
Preston High for 11 years. 

The goal of the two-year 
program is to prepare stu- 
dents for health care occu- 
pations. The courses are a 
blending of classroom, lab- 
oratory, and clinical learn- 
ing. By the time students 
graduate, they will have 
completed at least 100 
hours of comprehensive 


clinical experience in acute, 
mental, and long-term care 
environments by job shad- 
owing and working at Gar- 
rett Memorial Hospital, 
Hopemont State Hospital, 
and Heartland of Preston 
County. 

After successfully com- 
pleting the program, the 
students are certified nurse 
assistants (CNAs) and can 
earn as much as $10 an 
hour, Alexander said. 

"Mrs. Alexander has not 
only helped prepare me for 
a health occupation as a 
health and physical educa- 
tion teacher, but she has 
helped shape me as an in- 
dividual,” said former stu- 
dent Lana Jo Groves in her 
recommendation letter. 
"She made me believe that 
I could do anything, be any- 
body, and succeed when 
success was out of reach. 
Everyday she went out of 
her way to open our eyes to 
the many horizons that the 
world of health occupations 
has in store.” 

As a teacher, Alexander 
cites two particular accom- 
plishments of which she is 
particularly proud. Her stu- 
dents are also members of a 
service organization called 
Health Occupation Students 
of America and compete in 
its national competition 
each year. During the last 
five years, 99 percent of 
Alexander’s students who 
competed have placed ei- 
ther first, second, or third 
in. the event, she said. 

Additionally, 93 percent 
of the students who com- 
plete Alexander's course 
either go directly into entry 
level health care professions 
or go on to college. Most of 
her students who further 
their education become 
nurses, but others have pur- 
sued or are pursuing ca- 
reers in physical therapy, 
pharmacy, dentistry, or vet- 
erinary science. 


"We see the Health Oc- 
cupations Program as a 
stepping stone for students 
to enter health care fields,” 
explained Alexander. 

Though she has lost 
track of some of her former 
students, Alexander often 
sees them working in jobs 
for which she helped them 
prepare. For example, four 
years ago when her husband 
Ernest "Mole" Alexander 
was a patient at GCMH, 
she was pleased to see that 
one of the RNs who was 
taking care of him was a 
former student. 

"It's always gratifying to 
see former students working

Officials Remind 
Residents About 
Road Sign Policy 


An addressing ordinance 
was adopted by the Garrett 
County commissioners in 
conjunction with the 911 
addressing program in 1994. 
"Since this policy was adop- 
ted,” said Debbie Carpen- 
ter, Planning and Zoning 
specialist, "many private 
road signs have been stolen 
or damaged, and many in- 
quiries have been directed 
to the county as to their re- 
placement.” 

She and the commis- 
sioners, therefore, would 
like to remind residents 
about the countv’s private 
road signage policy. 

The ordinance states that 
the county would direct the 
initial placement of road 
signs for private roads at all 
intersections within the 
county. But in the event 
that a private road sign is 
stolen or vandalized, the 
maintenance or replace- 
ment along that road would 
be the responsibility of the 
property owners association, 
if one exists, or the proper- 
ty owners who reside along 
the road. 

New private roads are ac- 
knowledged if three or 
more buildable lots are 
serviced. In such cases the 
subdivider, the person(s) re- 
questing the road name, or 
the residents currently living 
along the road are responsi- 
ble for the purchasing, erec: 
ting, and maintenance of a 
sign. 

Carpenter said printing 
establishments in the county 
are familiar with the stan- 
dards required for road 
signage.

Virus-Positive 
Birds Found In 
Western Md. 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) Labora- 
tories Administration has 
confirmed that a blue jay 
found in the 6500 block of 
Carroll Highlands Road in 
Sykesville, Carroll County, 
has tested positive for West 
Nile virus (WNV). The sec- 
ond West Nile virus test- 
positive bird, a crow, was 
found in the 21,000 block of 
National Pike in Boonsbo- 
ro, Washington County. 

Of 129 birds tested posi- 
tive in Maryland, 59 have 
been from Montgomery 
County, 29 from Prince 
George’s County, six from 
Anne Arundel County, four 
each from Charles and Har- 
ford counties, three from 
Howard County, and one 
each from Baltimore City 
and Baltimore and Freder- 
ick counties. Of the 129 
birds, 113 have been crows, 
three were grackles, eight 
were blue jays, one was a 
house finch, one was a spar- 
row, and one a robin. 

In addition, 13 mosquito 
pools, or samples of mos- 
quitoes, have tested posi- 
tive. There have been four 
each from Baltimore City 
and Baltimore County, two 
each from Howard and 
Montgomery counties, and 
Oue sor Prince George's 
County. 

Since May 8, the Mary- 
land Public Health Hot 
Topics Line has recorded 
over 10,000 reports of dead 
birds either via the Internet 
or from telephone calls. 
The Laboratories Adminis- 
tration has tested nearly 900 
birds from Maryland. 

"State, local, and federal 
agencies are continuing 
their collaborative efforts to 
carefully monitor for West 
Nile virus to ensure the 
public’s health and safety,” 
said DHMH Secretary Dr. 
Georges C. Benjamin. "The 
public can help by educat- 
ing themselves on preven- 
tion and by reporting any 
receatly dead or dying crow, 
blue jay, grackle, or raptor 
on the Hot Topics Line at 
1-866-866-CROW (2769).” 

Citizens are urged to 
monitor their yards and gar- 
dens for standing water that 
serves as breeding grounds 
for mosquitoes. 

Residents are encour- 
aged to take the following 
steps to help minimize the 
mosquito population: 

@Clean rain gutters to al- 
low water to flow freely. 

@Remove old tires or 
drill holes in the tires used 
as playground equipment. 

@eTurn over wading 
pools, wheelbarrows, wag- 
ons, and carts when not in 
use. 

@Replace water in bird- 
baths at least twice a week. 

@Turn garbage can lids 
upside down and make sure 
trash receptacles don’t con- 
tain water. 

@Fix dripping faucets. 

@Aerate ornamental 
pools and water gardens or 
stock with fish and use a 
circulating filter system. 

@ Avoid unnecessary out- 
door activities at dawn and 
dusk when mosquitoes are 
most active. 

@Wear light clothing, 
long pants, long-sleeved 
shirts, and hat when out- 
doors. 


eUse mosquito repel- 
lents according to instruc- 
tions.

Landfill Now

For Recycling 


Ihe Garrett County Of- 
fice of Solid Waste and Re- 
cycling has announced that, 
because of the success of a 


corrugated cardboard recy- 
cling project at the Grants- 
ville collection site, another 
cardboard drop-off location 
has been added at the land- 
fill, located along Oakland 
Sang Run Road. 

The cardboard pilot was 
initiated in July at Grants- 
ville, where persons were 
encouraged to bring corru- 
gated cardboard for recy- 
cling. 

"We are only six weeks 
into this program, but be- 


ordinator. She said a pre- 
liminary study is showing 
evidence that eliminating 
cardboard from the com- 
pactor allows it to hold 
more household trash ton- 
nage. 

Currently, only corrugat- 
ed cardboard is beiag ac- 
cepted at the two sites. This 
corrugated type has a ruf- 
fled layer between two 
smooth sheets, which can 
be seen when viewed at the 
edge. Cereal and shoe or 






shirt boxes are not made of 
corrugated, Reall noted, but 
are actually "paperboard," 
which is not acceptable at 
this time. Another restric- 
tion to note is that the 
cardboard brought to the 
sites should not have a wax 
coating, nor should it be 
heavily contaminated with 
food spills, paint, or oil. 

To recycle cardboard, 
persons need to remove any 
packaging or debris, and 
then break down the box 
until it is flat. It can then be 
stacked in the receptacle. 
Staples or tape are accept- 
able, Reall said, ut it is 
imperative that persons 
flatten the boxes. 

All residents and busi 
nesses are encouraged to 
utilize the cardboard recy- 
cling containers, as well as 
those for newspaper, glass, 
aluminum bevezage cans, 
and #2 plastics at the vari- 
ous area collection sites. 
Recycling is free. Permits 
are not needed for secycla- 
bles.

An approved family 
soon adopted him, Robison 
said. 

Another notable rescue 
this year involved a 1-year- 
old American Eskimo spitz 
dog that had been chained 
all her life. She became 
aggressive with other dogs 
and children, so her family 
brought her to the shelter. 

"When we discovered 
that she was pregnant, we 
understood why she had 
suddenly become agitated 
when others approached,” 
Robison said. "With foster 
care from a PAWS volun- 
teer and a lot of one-on- 
one attention, she became a 
wonderfully affectionate 
dog. After a long struggle 
to find a rescue for her, a 
husky rescue group took 
her and she was quickly 
adopted.” 

Robison noted that the 
veterinary bills and the 


transportation of these dogs 
is costly, and that donations 
are always appreciated. All 
proceeds from Saturday's 


State Park Programs 
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dog wash will go toward the 
rescue efforts.

There Is no en- 
trance fee for the show, but donations will be accepted. All 
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proceeds will benefit various local aid organizations. 
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The WMTS got its start 
when McFarland end Car- 
son Yoder, both with a pas- 
sion for trucks end the 
trucker lifestyle, came up 
with the idea to give truck- 
ers from across the United 
States a chance to gather 
and display their trucks in 
the local area. They had 
talked about it for years but 
weren't sure where to hold 
such a show because of 
space limitations. The two 
men approached the 
Grantsville Lions about the 
idea of holding the show in 
the Granisville park, and 
they were permitted to do 


McFarland said people at 
that time "certainly doubted 
that it could happen.” But 
eventually, talk of the truck 
show spread. McFarland 
and Yoder discussed ways 
of involving the public and 
making the event a fund- 
raiser, so that the money 
made would go to # good 
cause. Because they wanted 
chiefly to help children, 
they decided to make the 
Dove Center the primary 
recipient of the money.

The Garrett Computer 
Adoption Project (GCAP) 
wes launched in April, and 
has received more than 25 
donsied computers from 
businesses and individuals. 
The computers are refur- 
bished, es required, by both 
high school and Garrett 
College students, using do- 
neted and some purchased 
parts. 

Once complete, the sys- 
tems are tested, and the 
family attends s two-hour 
orientation program, after 
which the "adopted" com- 
puter goes home with them 
Follow-up support is pro- 
vided through a "Hot Line" 
help desk staffed by Garrett 
College students with facul- 
ty support. 

The GCAP program is a 
multi-agency effort, with 
cooperation from Garrett 
County organizations in- 
cluding the Department of 
Economic Development, 
the Board of Education, 
Garrett College, Communi- 
ty Action Inc., the Ruth 
Enlow Library, and local 
Internet service providers. 

Computer donations 
have come from several 
sources, including a number 
of systems from First Unit- 
ed Bank. 

GCAP program manager, 
Frank Shap of the Depart- 
ment of Economic Develop- 
ment, said he was enthusi- 
astic about the program's 
success. 

"With a strong volunteer 
team, and great community 
cooperation,” he said. “I am 
very positive about accom- 
plishing the program’s mis- 
sion — to help provide eco- 
nomic and social advantage 
to Garrett County families.” 

The families who re- 
ceived computers this week 
came from all parts of the 
county, including Oakland, 
Mountain Lake Park, Acci- 
dent, Grantsville, and Kitz- 
miller. 

"This is a wonderful cx- 
ample of community ccop- 
eration, with a real benefit 
for our families and chil- 
dren,” said Garrett County 
commissioner Fred Holliday 
during the families’ orienta- 

tion session this week at 
Garrett College. “It is so 
important for our future 
workers to be knowledge- 
able about computers ard 
the Internet. The GCAP 
program is a great way to 
help these families prepare 
for the future.” 

Future plans for the 
GCAP program include so- 
liciting additional computer 
donations, as well as secur- 
ing grant funding to buy 
necessary hardware and 
software. 

The goal of the program 
is to of help 100 families 
adopt computers during the 
next year. Shap said 39 fam- 
ilies have already applied to 
adopt computers since the 
April program launch.

The Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministration’s Motorcycle 
Safety Program is hosting 
its annual self-guided mo- 
torcycle tour of Maryland 
again this year. The aim of 
the tour is to raise public 
awareness about the need 
for motorists and motorcy- 
clists to share the road and 
ride and drive responsibly. 
Motorcycle riders partici- 
pating in this program visit 
five designated spots in the 
state to earn patches and 
prizes. 

"Motorcyclists take to the 
road in greater numbers 
when the weather is warm. 
Unfortunately, many drivers 
neglect to look for riders 
out on the roads. But a 
conscious effort needs to be 
made to keep an eye out 
for motorcycles as they are 
sometimes harder to see 
due to their smaller size. In 
fact, two times out of three, 
car and motorcycle colli- 
sions are caused by drivers, 
not motorcyclists,” stated an 
MVA spokesperson. 

Tour Maryland takes 
place each year to help re- 
mind drivers to look out for 
motorcyclists.

but it’s still not a complete 
crap-shoot; the good guys 
still dominate.

Class Slated In 
Pleasant Valley 


A three-session hunter 
safety class will be offered 
by Natural Resources Police 
personnel early next month 
at the Pleasant Valley Com- 
munity Center.

Tuesday and Thursday, 
Sept. 3 and 5, and again 
from 9 a.m. to noon on Sat- 
urday, Sept. 7. Participants 
must attend all three classes 
in order to graduate, and 
successful completion will 
help lead to the awarding of 
a Maryland Hunter Safety 
Certificate,

Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Wildlife 
and Heritage Division di- 
rector Paul Peditto an- 
nounced thie week the pro- 
posed 2002-2003 late water- 
fowl hunting seasons for 
Maryland. A public hearing 
on the proposed regulations 
will be held Monday, Aug. 
19, at 7 p.m. at Annapoiis 
Senior High School. 

New this season is a 45- 
day hunting season for AP 
(Atlantic population) Cana- 
da geese. DNR estimates 
the 2002 spring breeding 
pair survey of AP geese in 
northern Quebec yielded an 
estimate of 164,800 pairs, 
the highest pair estimate 
since 1988 and 12 percent 
greater than the 2001 esti- 
mate of 147,000. 

Nesting effort and gos- 
ling production by AP geese 
was hampered bv a late 
spring with prolonged snow 
and ise conditions across 
key breeding areas of the 
Ungave Peninsula. Al- 
though the 45-day season is 
slightly longer than last 
year, the breeding popula- 
tion is high and the predict- 
ed harvest rate from a 45- 
day season is expected to 
allow continued growth of 

the breeding population. 
The proposed AP season 
is timed to maximize recre- 
ational opportunity and to 
assist farmers in addressing 
agricultural damage caused 
by AP Canada geese. The 
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»xroposed season datos are 
Nov, 19 to Nov, 29, and 
Dec. 17 to Jan, 25, ‘Ihe 
daily bag limit will be one 
goose. 

Although the principal 
duck breeding populations 
declined slightly in the mid- 
continent region of the 
U.S., breeding populations 
of ducks in eastern breeding 


areas were unchanged this 
year. Thus, a 60-day duck 
season is offered to Atlantic 
flyway states again in 2002. 

The proposed regular 
duck season dates are Oct. 
5-12, Nov. 9-29, and Dec. 
17 to Jan. 25. In addition to 
the proposed five-duck daily 
bag limit, hunters may take 
one additional teal (blue- 
winged or green-winged 
teal) during any of the 
three split seasons. Black 
ducks may be taken only 
during the last two split 
seasons. 

The canvasback season 
will be closed in 2002 
throughout the U.S. The 
canvasback breeding popu- 
lation declined to 487,000 in 
2002 because of record low 
pond numbers in Prairie 
Canada. The spring breed- 
ing population estimate fell 
below the established sea- 
son closure threshold of 
$00,000 prescribed in the 
1994 Canvasback Harvest 
Strateay. The dry habitat 
conditions in the north- 
central U.S. and Prairie 
Canada will result in little 
canvasback production this 
year. 

Another duck apecies 
that has declined as short- 
arass prairie habitat in 
North America has become 
degraded during the recent 
drought is the pintail. In

population of pintails 
dropped to a new record 
low of 1.8 million, down 46

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Despite Concerns, Officials Seern 
Pleased With New Voting Machines

COLLEGE PARK — 
State election officials say 
they are satisfied that thou- 

. sands of new touch-screen 
voting machines will func- 
tion properly in four coun- 
ties this fall, althcugh ex- 
perts have raised concerns 
about the accuracy and us- 
ability of the machines. 

' Similar touch-screen sys- 
tems have aheady been the 
subject of lawsuits in Flori- 
da, said one college profes- 
sor, and two University of 
Maryland researchers issued 
a report in May that de- 
tailed probiems with the 
machine’s ease of use. 

: But state and county of- 
ficials said that in 11 elec- 
tions in the state where the 

* machines had been used, 
they had encountered only 

* one problem, which was 
corrected, and that voters 

. have been pleased at dem- 
onstrations of the machines. 

"We find that there are 
no concerns that we have,” 
said Joe Torre, a voting sys- 
tem certification coordina- 
tor with the state board of 

¢ elections. 

Torre said the new ma- 
chines record the voter’s 
‘choices directly to the com- 
‘puter’s memory, replacing 
‘elder systems such as opti- 
‘cal scan, punch cards, or 
'‘lever-based machines. He 
‘said the AccuVote TS ma- 
chines, produced by Die- 
‘Bold, will be used this fall 
‘in Allegany, Dorchester, 
Montgomeiy, and Prince 
'George’s counties, home to 
‘about 42 percent of the 
state’s registered voters. 

The counties are the first 
in what is a state-mandated 
effort to have a unified vot- 
Ing system statewide by 
2006. The state and coun- 
ties split the $17 million to 
buy the first 5,000 ma- 
chines, but Torre could not 
kay how'much it will cost to 
deploy the machines 
through the entire state. 

+ “These machines are fan- 
\astic,” said Sherman Ber- 
Natt, an election techaician 
in Prince George’s County. 
YT can’t say enough good” 
things about them.” 

: But Bryn Mawr college 
professor Rebecca Mercuri 
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has raised plenty of con- 
cerns about the touch- 
screen machines. 

She said the machines 
are essentially black boxes 
that give voters no way of 
verifying that their choices 
were accurately recorded. 
She said the fact that votes 
were backed up in several 
places on the computer 
simply meant that bad votes 
could be recordec incor- 
rectly multiple times, lead- 
ing to an "Enron-style” in- 
ternal audit by the machine. 

"The reason I’m calling it 
an Enron-style of audit is 
because it’s an internal 
self-audit. It’s not an inde- 
pendent audit,” she said. 

"No amount of examina- 
tion can prove that this 
thing is correct,” Mercuri 
said of the software that 
runs the machines. "It’s the 
nature of software; you 
can’t assure it for correct- 
ness." 

But Mark Radke, direc- 
tor of voting industries for 
DieBold Election Systems, 
said the machines’ failure 
rate was "minuscule.” 


Paul Valette, operations 
manager for the Montgom- 
ery County Board of Elec- 
tions, said that during an 
April election for the stu- 
dent member of the board 
of education, some voters 
had problems with smart- 
cards they use to activate 
the voting machine. 

"We had to replace a siz- 
able number of (smartcard) 
encoders. There were 
schools where, until we 
were able to get out there 
with encoders, they were 
unable to continue the elec- 
tion,” he said. He said vot- 
ing at those sites was de- 
layed for less than an hour 
before new encoders and 
smartcards were brought 
out from the warehouse. 

Torre said the smartcards 
had been produced to in- 
correct specifications, and 
after the cards and encod- 
ers had all been replaced, 
testing confirmed that they 
worked properly. 

Two researchers at the 
University of Maryland Col- 
lege Park, meanwhile, 
found problems with the 
machines’ smartcard slot, as 
well as inconsistent use of 
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terms and a confusing and 
difficult-to-navigate audio 
ballot. 

Benjamin B. Bederaon, 
director of the Human- 
Computer Interaction Lab, 
and Paul S. Herrnson, di- 
rector of the Center for 
American Politics and Citi- 
zenship, reported in May 
that one of the two ma- 
chines they used for their 
tests suffered a "catastroph- 
ic failure” when the smart- 
card jammed in the ma- 
chine’s slot. It was unusable 
for the rest of the test. 


Besides taking a macbine 
out of service for the day, 
Herrnson said euch a failure 
could worry voters waiting 
to use it as well as the peo- 
ple who had used that ma- 
chine previously. 

Torre said that the state 
was working to address 
some of the problems cited 
by Bederson and Herrnson. 
The audio ballot for the vis- 
ually impaired voters, for 
example, was a sample re- 
corded on a laptop at the 
State Elections Board of- 
fice. The official ballot will 
be recorded in the studios 
of the National Federation 
of the Blind and would 
have to meet that group’s 
standards. 

Torre also said the NFB 
was working with DieBold 
to produce a more user- 
friendly interface for the 
audio ballot by 2004. 

in the meantime, eiec- 
tions officials are offering 
95 demonstrations of the 
machines in the four coun- 
ties between now and Sept. 
26 as well as an on-line 
demonstration. Information 
on the demonstrations can 
be found at http:/Avww.md- 
votes.org. 


Bernett said Prince 
George’s County elections 
officials were receiving re- 
quests every day for dem- 
onstrations. Valette said 
demonstrations in Mont- 
gomery County had been 
very successful.

Blood Work is the latest of Clint Eastwood's soulless 
crime dramas; in many annoying ways, it’s True Crime 
revisited. Written by Brian Helgeland, based on the 
novel by Michael Connelly, it features a reasonably 
interesting story converted into a dumbed-down script 
and populated by established, talented actors who, under 
Eastwood's direction, can’t seem to say a line convinc- 
ingly. He himself is at the top of that list. 

Eastwood plays California ex-F BI investigator Terry 
McCaleb, who retired after a foot race witha serial killer 
gave him a heart attack and subsequent heart trans- 
park. Although his unreasonably nasty doctor (Anjelica 

luston) has warned him to take it easy, he returns to 
unofficial dutv when a beautiful woman named Graciella 
Rivers (Wanda De Jesus) comes to his houseboat and 
asks him to help her solve the murder of her sister. At 
first he refuses, but two things convince him to take the 
case: one, the murder victim was the previous owner of 
his current heart, and two, Graciella has huge bazorigas. 
So after two years of retirement, he returns to his old 
office to aak wbout the case (while performing an excel: 
lent commercial for puaey Kreme doughnuts), but his 
former partner (Paul Rodrigues) tries to brush him off, 
stating that he’s alrendy exhaustad all the leads in the 
case. Unfased, he begins his own informal investigation 
taking aleng his goofy neighber at the marina (Je! 
Daniela), whe seeria to be there mainly to provide comic 
linen and cheesy harmonica muale, 

He goes to the scene of the crime. He investigates 
another nemicide that was committed by the same laller. 
He eontaets an old friend and fellow eop (Tina Lifford). 
who haa risen te a respectable faencn en the foree, ana 
gets her to help him out. And all this time, he speake nis 
lines without emetian, without giving the indisation af 
thought process, loging like he’s just been roused fram 
sleep and syunding like le perpetually needs te clear his 
throat. I'm aerry, the guy may be tough, or good-leeking. 
er areapeeted Hollywood elder, but CLINT EASTWOO 
IS NOT A VERY GOOD ACTOR. There, I aaid it. 

The problem is not just Kastwood's performanee; It's 
alao his directing. Hie east members, while having 
preven themaelves elaewhere, all seem to be stuck in hie 
world of sembie-acting, apouting lines witheut showing 
anything behind them With the exception of De Jesus 
and Lifferd, who itnhue their charactera with a modicum 
of personality, the entire cast appeara engaged ina bad 
delivery content, lacking any trace of the chemlatry that 
ianeeded to make ua care about them. The final sequence 
(where the villain ia revealed) ia ao ridiculous it taggers 
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the mind, with the bad acting contest going into full high 
gear. Although Connelly’s novel may have some intrigu- 
ing possiblities, Eastwood's treatment of Blood Work 
suffers from a serious lack of essential life fluids. **

As he showed us 
in last summer's The fast And The Furious, director 
Cohen knows how to photograph beautiful sportscars, 
spectacular action footage, and Vin Diesel, andne doesn't 
mind leaning toward oversaturation just because he 
loves the pictures so much. Besides, Diesel is so cool it 
doesn’t seem to matter. The guy has charisma. He’s not 
only sexy, he’s witty, and strong, and laughs in the face 
of danger. He's so cool, he knows when to act uncooi, 
Gosh, I want to be his friend.

THE ISLAND OF LOST DREAMS

Spy Kid« 2 ia Robert Rodriguez's follow-up to his 
dark-horse 2001 feature Spy Kida; reuniting virtually the 
entire cast of last year's film, it reeks of the kind of 
upgraded effects and flashy production design that can 
happen to a sequel when the first film is unexpectedly 
succeasful. Perhaps this is why his two young co-stars, 
Alexn Vegn and Daryl Sabarn, seem all the more ill- 
equipped to handle their roles: the film surrounding 
them is so flashy and well-produced, it almoat overem- 
hasizes their technical shortcomings. Nodrigues') script 
a childlike and yet very clever and witty at times, as was 
the first one; it maintains the lighthearted tone, and the 
CGI effects and cool spy gudgetry are definitely there. 
In the continuing story of diminutive Latin-Ameri- 
can “Py sibs Carmen and Juni Cortes (Vega, Sabara), 
their SKJ efforts have made them respected members of

Romero has created a population of strange new hybrid 
animals like pigs that fly and monkeys witn spidery legs, 
which have taken over his island, forcing him to uve in 
fear inhis well-protected underground lair. Although his 
queer menagerie is quite remarkable, the 0.8.8. 1s really 
interested in getting ahold of his "transmooker,’ a flat, 
round hubcap-looking device capable of gestroying the 
world in some way on which I'm not particularly clear. 

Annoyed about the Giggles kids getting the asaign- 
ment (especially after their dad [Mike Judge) was just 
promoted to chief of the O.8.8.), the Cortez kids go along 
undercover and attempt to locate the device themselves. 
There they meet Romero and his assortment of bizarre 
animal creations and get in a dangerous power battle 
with the Giggleses, forcing their spy parents (Antonio 
Banderas, Carla Gugino) and grandparents (Ricardo 
Montalban, Holland Taylor) to attempta rescue. Return- 
ing for what amounts to little more than cameo 
appearances are Alan Cumming as eccentric TV show 
host Fegan Floop, Tony Shalhoub as reformed bad guy 
Alexar.der Minion, Danny Trajo as the Corteses’ gadget- 
building uncle, and Cheacn Marin as their family friend. 
Newcomers include Bill Paxton (if you go to get popcorn

Challengers Raise Big Money, But 
Still Trail State’s Incumbents 


By Meghan Muilan

Maryland congressional 

challengers have raised $2 
million more this year than 
they had at this time in the 
2000 election, driven by 
high profile races in the 8th 
and 2nd_ districts and 
deep-pocketed politicians. 

Challengeis are competi- 
tive with incumbents in the 
fund-raising race, according 
to the most recently filed 
reports with the Federal 
Election Commission. In- 
cumbents in Maryland had 
raised $4 million as of June 
30, while challengers report- 
ed raising $3.t million. 

But experts said it re- 
mains to be seen whether 
money in the bank will 
mean votes in November. 

“Obviously, money makes 
a difference, but not in 
every case,” said Jonathan 
Allen, a reporter who cov- 
ers Maryland politics for 
Congressional Quarterly. 

Most of the challengers’ 
money this year is coming 
from the 8th District, where 
Democratic challenger 
Mark K. Shriver has already 
raised $2,298,550, compared 
to Republican Rep. Con- 
stance Morella’s $1,676,650. 

Two other Democrats in 
that race Christopher Van 
Hollen and Ira Shapiro 
have raised $1,071,596 and 
$719,317 respectively, help- 
ing make the 8th District 
the most expensive House 
race in the country. 

Other challengers in the 
state are digging deep into 
their own bank accounts to 
fund their campaigns.

In District 2, business- 

man-turned-candidate Ov 
Bengur has put about 
$300,000 of his own money 
into his $461,038 campaign 
for the Democratic nomi- 
nation to the open seat 
Bengur’s opponent in the 
Democratic primary, Balti- 
more County  I:xecutive 
Dutch Ruppersberger, has 
raised all of his $467,673 
from outside sources. 
In the Republican primary 
in District 1, challenger 
Dave Fischer has raised 
$155,590. But the Timon- 
ium lawyer vows to spend 
more than $200,000 of his 
own money in his bid to 
unseat GOP Rep. Wayne T. 
Gilchrest, who reported 
raising $208,779. 

Allen said putting a per- 
sonal fortune into one’: 
own campaign can buy a 
candidate regard. 

"Spending money on 
one’s own campaign shows 
seriousness to potential do- 
nors,” he said. 

It takes money for a 
candidate to be introduced 
to the average voter, said 
American University pro- 
fessor Allan Lichtman. 

"Candidates without 
money usually have low 
visibihty,” he said. 

But James Gimpel, pro- 
fessor of government at the 
University of Maryland, 
College Park, said money 
isn’t everything. He doubts 
that money will be the 
deciding factor in the Dis- 
trict 2 race, for example, 
where Republican Helen 
Delich Bentley has raised

"Some candidates run on 
shoc-string budgets,” Gim- 
pc! said.

crews have been involved in 
clean-up efforts.” 

Simms added that many 
governmental agencies, pub- 
lic associations, and non- 
profit charitable organiza- 
tions rely on community 
service workers to provide 
much-needed services at no 
cost to the work site. "Va- 
cant Iocts have been turned 
into community assets such 
as playgrounds and gar- 
dens,” he said. "At the same 
time, placement in the com- 
munity provides work expe- 
rience for the offender who 
is also being held account- 
able for criminal activity.” 

The number of offenders 
referred by the courts to 
complete community service 
in Maryland increased from 
25,906 in FY 1999 to 32,487 
in FY 2001 and totaled 
87,818 during those three 
fiscal years. These offenders 
completed 1.9 million ser- 
vice hours during the three- 
year period, worth nearly 
$10 million when the mini- 
mum wage is applied, ac- 
cording to the DPSCS. 

“The grant program has 
allowed for the growth and 
enhancement of locally op-

Coffee May Prevent Galistones In Men 


Coffee - the beverage made from roasted beans of 
the coffee pliant - is one of the most commonly used 
herbal products in North America. Although this herbal 
“brew” has been the subject of much health research, 
coffee drinking has not been shown conclusiviey to be 
associated with any health problems. Now a new study 
reported in Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion suggests that men who drank as few as 2 cups of 
caffeinated coffee daily has a 40% lower risk of 
gallstones as compared to men who drank no coffee 
Men who drank 4 or more cups of coffee has a 45% 
lower risk of gallstones. Research findings were based 
on a study of almost 50,000 men who participated in 
the Health Professionals Follow-up Study 

Each year about 20 million Americans are affected 
with galistones - cholesterol deposits that form in the 
galibladder. It is believed that caffeinie in coffee stimu- 
lates contractions in the gallbladder, reducing choles- 
terolin bile. Interestingly, tea was not shown to provide 


the same benefit.

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THE WISE FOOL 


August 18, 2002 


Background Scripture: 
Proverbs 15 through 17. 
Devotional Reading: 
Proverbs 16:16-30. 


The wisest people in the 
world are all sophomores. The 
termis derived from two Greek 
words. The first is sophos, wise 
as in philosophy, love of 
wisdom. Moros, on the other 
hand means “fool,” as in 
“moron,” one whose mind is not 
fully developed. Put them to- 
gether and vou have the “wise 
fool,” one who is wise enough to 
know that he or she does not 
know everything. So a sopho- 
more, a second-year student, is 
one whose mind has been opened 
to the vast world of 
knowledge but has not ‘et 
grasped all the truth. 

The wisest fool of all is the 
person who realizes he or she 
will never know it all. The late 
German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenuaer complained that “The 
good Lord set definite limits on 
man's wisdom. but set no limits 
on his stupidity.” Perhaps that is 
because getting wisdom usually 
takes time and effort and many 
of us want it in sound-bytes that 
can be repeated over and over 
again without ever gaining any 
real insight. 

These chapters in Proverb are 
not meant to be read at one sit- 
ting. Each proverb is like a jewel 
to be looked at from all angles 
and pondered. As there are so 
many in these chapters. | have 
arbitrarily picked out four that 
are especially challenging to me 

Speak Softly 

The first of these is 15:1-7, 
beginning: 4 soft answer turns 
away wrath, but a harsh word 
Stirs up anger’. Thousands of 
years old, this is just as relevant 
today. In your own experience 
you have probably seen how an- 
gry words hastily spoken had the 
same effect as pouring gasoline 
over a lighted match? What heart- 
ache would we escape if we could 
learn to give the “soft answer’ in- 
stead of the belligerent one’ 

Valere and | conduct an inten- 
sive pre-marital weekend two to 
three times a year at our church 
One of the most important ses- 





sions is on communication. We 
try to help them realize that 
words that come across as a per- 
sonal attack almost always make 
things worse. We teach them to 
express their feelings without at- 
tacking and putting the other per- 
son on the defensive. 

“Better is a little with the 
fear of the Lord than great trea- 
‘sure and trouble with it. Better 
is a dinner of where love is than 
a fatted ox and hatred with it.” 
(15:16,17). This is a challenge to 
learn what is truly important in 
life. Many couples, when asked 
what was the happiest time in 
their married life, remember 
when they had little in material 

oods, but were united in the ef- 
fort to establish their families. 
Lack of material wealth did not 
deny them happiness. Wisdom is 
learning to realize what is really 
important in life. 
Home Rule 

“He who is slow to anger is 
better than the mighty, and he 
who rules his spirit than he who 
takes a city” (16:32). People 
who consciously or uncon- 
sciously try to control others 
may do so because they have 
never mastered themselves. In- 
stead of ruling others, we need 
to focus on home rule, taking 
control of our lives. Remember 
Jesus’ command to “first take the 

log out of your own eye, and then 
you will see clearly to take the 
te out of your brother's eye” 
(Mt. 7:5). Self-control is the 
highest power of all. 

In the last several decades 
medicine has often confirmed the 
wisdom of Prov. 17:22: “A 
cheerful heart is a good medi- 
cine, but a downcast spirit dries 
up the bones " While a cheer- 
ful, positive spirit is not medical 
magic, tt can have a very thera- 
peutic effect that can be clini- 
cally measured. Jeanne 
Achterberg and G. Frank Lawlis 
found in working with burn vic- 
tims that the underlying attitude 
of the patient, revealed in 
simple patient drawings, enabled 
themto accurately predict which 
patierts would recover mare 
guickly than others. (See 
Lridges of the Body-Mind, 
1970.) Later, they researched 
other kinds of patients with simi- 
lar phenomenal results. They 
demonstrated that a cheerful 
spirit can help to heal the body, 
while the downcast spirit can be 
the ruin and even death of it. 

As Rolland Schloerb puts it: 
“The good medicine of a cheer- 
ful heart cannot be brewed in an 
apothecary shop, encased in a 
capsule, and swallowed. It is the 
product of a will that refuses to 
give way to gloom, and it grows 
from a faith tnat all things can be 
made to work to some good end 
as one co-operates with God.”

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Boom In ATV Use Could Lead To 
Bust By Misuse Of Public Lands 


by David Foster 

Few recreational pursuits 
have grown over the past 
decade like the riding of 
all-terrain vehicles (ATVs). 
It's easy to see why — Who 
could imagine a quicker, 
easier, and more fun way to 
get around in the woods? 
Given any day one can find 
riders out enjoying the for- 
est, including whole families 
traveling together in groups 
of all ages, hunters and an- 
glers getting to their favor- 
ite spot (in season), and 
outfitters and tour guides 
introducing both country 
and city folk to the wonders 
of nature. 

With an affordable ATV, 
almost anyone can get virtu- 
ally anywhere with little 
more effort than a twist of 
the throttle grip — no pain 
with all the gain — or so it 
would seem. 

The boom in ATV own- 
ership has seen an associat- 
ed explosion of damage 
caused through misuse of 
the vehicles by a minority of 
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ejther unthinking or uncar- 
ing riders. On both public 
and private property across 
the county and country, the 
landscape bears scars left by 
riders who think nothing of 
“ripping and _ tearing" 
through the woods on their 
machines, pushing them to 
the limits while thinking 
only of where they're going 
— and not looking back 
over their shoulder to see 
the damage they're leaving 
behind. 

It makes one wonder 
how, or if, somc of those 
people got around in the 
woods before the advent of 
ATVs. 

"I spend a lot of time in 
the woods, and a few bad 
apples are ruining things for 
everybody," observed Jim 
Raynor, founder of Western 
Maryland ATV Tours, a lo- 
cal outfitting service that 
provides AlV lessons and 
guided tours throughout the 
region’s forested areas. "Be- 
ing around the woods all 
the time, you see all types 
of riders, good and bad. 
You'll see folks riding off 
the trail, and once one per- 
son gets off the trail and 
breaks new ground, some- 
one is bound to follow, and 
pretty soon it’s a mess. You

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constantly see people riding 
aggressively, riding without 
a helmet, and riding with 
two, three, even four riders 
on one machine. It’s getting 
to be very destructive, and 
can be very dangerous.” 
Just how dangerous ATV 
misuse can be is easily seen 
by picking up this or any 
newspaper in the tri-state 
area. Any given week there 


will likely be an account of } 


a serious injury, or even a 
death, of an ATV rider 
somewhere on private or 
public land in the region. 
All too often, those riders 
are small children either 
riding one of the powerful 
machines on their own, or 
perched on an ATV in the 
“care” of a “responsible” 
adult. 

The naturalenvironment, 
the drawing card for virtual.- 
ly all forest visitors, suffers 
as well. What had been rel- 
atively inaccessible reaches 
of the woods have been 
opened up to anyone with 
an ATV; but just because 
the rider isn’t walking it 
doesn’t mean that he or she 
doesn’t leave a “footprint” 
where they've been. 

“We have a number of 
places where ATV riders 
get off the designated trails 
and create their own mud 
holes,” said New Germany 
State Park superintendent 
Mike Gregory. "There are 
also spots where riders will 
try to challenge their ma- 
chines and their own riding 
abilities by tackling very tall 
and steep hillsides. The 
challenge of overcoming ob- 
stacles and seeing what a 
vehicle can make it through 
often rips up vegetation and 
soils in the process. 

"We've even had instanc- 
es of people cutting down 
trees to create their own il- 
legal ATV trails on public

those basic and relatively 
simple suggestions, we'd be 
forced to look at some hard 
solutions — like closing 
some trails.” 

As Gregory said, there 
are other approaches that 
riders could take to stave 
off that dire prospect. 
Those solutions would in- 
volve ATV riders taking 
responsibility for their own 
sport. In other states, for 
example, ATV riders have 
Organized into groups that 
successfully promote proper 
riding practices where need- 
ed. "We'd love to work with 
organized groups for every- 
one, not private riding 
clubs, that would set up 
their own passive ride out- 
ings. That way people can’t 
say ‘We don’t have any 
place to ride,” Gregory said. 
"It would be nice to have an 
organized group of volun- 
teers who would ride 
through the woods and 


speak to violators in person 
about proper riding,” added 
Raynor. 

There also could be out- 
lets for those who like to 
challenge 
(within 


their machines 
reason). Several 












‘ATV parks’ have opened in 
other areas of the country, 
some of which utilize old 
mining areas that provide 
the variety of terrains, sur- 
faces, and obstacles that 
thrill riders loved. Western 
Maryland has several loca- 
tions that could serve this 
purpose, and Gregory and 
Raynor say that an orga- 
nized ATV group could 
conceivable approach a gov- 
ernment entity with a con- 
crete proposal for an ATV 
park that would operate un- 
der a private/public partner- 
ship. 

The bottom line is that a 
fair solution will have to 
come from a dialogue by all 
parties involved — public 
and private, groups and in- 
dividuals. "Some people 
think it’s a right to be on 
state land, but it's a really a 
privilege,” said Raynor, an 
independent enterpreneur 
and not a state employee. 
"That right can be takea 
away from ATV riders if 
the land is misused. A few 
bad apples could ruin every- 
thing for the rest of us.”

lentional cffccts of poor 
riding habits can be as de- 
structive as the outright 
criminal activities," Gregory 
stated. "ATV misuse is a 
complex issue, much differ- 
ent than other recreational 
activities. People can get fo- 
cused oa being outdoors 
and loving what they’re 
doing, which is great, but 
they can sometimes honest- 
ly — or not honestly — fail 
to realize the impacts of 
their actions.” 

Those impacts follow a 
very simple law of physics 
— every action has an 
equal and opposite reaction 
— a law that applies to out- 
door recreation as well. The 
damage to the environment, 
in the manner of vegetation 
destruction and soil com- 
paction, and resulting ero- 
sion over time, caused by 
the footfalls of four hikers 
is naturally less than what a 
quartet of four-wheelers 
would leave in their wake. 
Those four-wheelers would 
cause less damage than four 
mud-tire pickup trucks or 
jeeps — naturally. 

It dcesn’t necessarily 
have to be that way, howev- 
er. "We know that people 
enjoy being in the woods on 
their machines, and it can 
be done if they ride respon- 


» sibly," commented Gregory. 


"We encourage folks to 
think about riding less ag- 
gressively, to stay on the 
designated riding trails, not 
to over-challenge their vehi- 
cles or themselves, and to 
think about why they and 
others are in the woods in 
the first place. You come to 
the forest to enjoy what it 
has to provide, such as the 
nature and the scenery — 
not to destroy. While most

quiet and solitude, there is 
room for ATVs and other 
machines — provided it is 
done right. 

"That’s what we're always 
striving for on public lands, 
that balance between differ- 
ent uses. We want as many 
people as possible to get 
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such as the Poplar Lick and 
East Shale Road trails. . 
Over the next two or three 
years we'll be working to 
educate people about pas- 
sive riding and the ‘leave no 
trace’ philosophy, which ba- 
sically says ‘leave the woods 
as you found them’ by stay- 
ing on designated trails, 
using designated campsites, 
packing out trash.

Drought Yields 
Poorest Corn 
Crop Since ’93 


The severe drought 
across Maryland has signif- 
icantly reduced the project- 
ed production of corn and 
soybeans by the state’s 
farmers this season. The 
Maryland Agricultural Sta 
tistics Service’s Aug. 1 sur- 
vey of 700 Maryland farm- 
ers reported an expected 
yield for corn of 87 bushels 
per acre, down from 136 
bushels per acre last year. 
At this rate, total corn pro- 
duction on 500,000 acres 
planted would be 37 million 
bushels, compared to nearly 
56 million bushels in 2001. 
This would be the lowest 
rate of corn production 
since 1993, when Maryland 
farmers managed to harvest 
just 78 bushels per acre. 

"The data confirms the 
conditions we have watched 
steadily deteriorating all 
summer long,” said Mary- 
lanu Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Hagner R. Mister. "In 
fact, corn has continued to 
decline since this data was 
collected and the actual 
yield will most likely be sig- 
nificantly worse.” 

Maryland’s other major 
grain crop, soybeans, also is 
falling well behind last 
year’s pace, with a project- 
ed 2002 yield of 31 bushels 
per acre compared to 39 
bushels per acre last year. 
Total soybean production is 
forecast to be 15.7 million 
bushels, down from 20 mil- 
lion bushels in 2001. 

The Maryland Agricul- 
ture, State Emergency

U.S. Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ann M. Veneman. The 
governor was to formally 
receive the committee’s rec- 
ommendation on Tuesday. 

"Governor Glendening is 
very concerned that farmers 
get whatever assistance is 
available from USDA to 
help them through this 
drought,” Mister said. "By 
its very nature, agriculture 
is subject to unpredictable 
swings in production due to 
weather, pestilence, and 
other factors. That is why 
USDA has programs to 
help farmers in this situa- 
tion.” 

Nationwide, the USDA 
crop survey projects corn 
production to be down sev- 
en percent to 8.89 billion 
bushels, which would be the 
lowest harvest since 1995. 


Garrett Escapes 
Drought Disaster 


Declaration 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture State Eusergen- 
cy Board has recommended 
by unanimous vote that 21 
of Maryland’s 23 counties 
be declared federal drought 
disaster areas. The move al- 
lows Gov. Parris Glenden- 
ing to request that U.S. 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Ann Veneman ‘issue the 
federal drought declaration 
and thereby make low inter- 
est loans available to affect- 
ed farmers. 

Only Garrett and Allega- 
ny counties, which both 
have been receiving ade- 
quate rainfall so far this 
summer, were excluded 
from the board’s recom- 
mendation; however, Alle- 
gany County would be eligi- 
ble because it is contiguous 
to Washington County, one 
of the affected jurisidic- 
tions. 

The board projects that 
in the affected counties this 
year's drought could result 
in crop losses of 20-80 per- 


cent for corn, 10-60 percent 
for full season soybeans, 
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and 15-60 percent for hay. 
More than 50 percent of 
the crops statewide are 
rated in poor to very poor 
condition, with the most 
severe damage to crops on 
the Eastern Shore and in 
southern Maryland. Mois- 
ture in the first few inches 
of topsoil averages 70-80 
percent short or very short 
across the state. Soil deeper 
in the ground is 85-90 per- 
cent short or very short of 
moisture. 


Governor Seeks 
Federal Aid For 


Maryland Farmers 


Governor Parris N. Glen- 
dening this week called for 
a federal disaster declara- 
tion to help Maryland farm- 
ers whose crops have been 
devastated by drought and 
excessive heat during the 
growing season. In a letter 
to U.S. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ann Veneman, the 
governor requested that she 
declare Maryland farmers in 
21 countics eligible for dis 
aster relief for this crop 
year. 

"No group has been 
harder hit by this prolonged 
period of drought and heat 
than the farmers of Mary- 
land,” said Governor Glen- 
dening. “They’ve worked 
hard and struggled against 
unrelenting conditions to 
plant and harvest their 
crops, but in one of the hot- 
test, driest summers on rec- 
ord, it has been a losing 
battle. I urge Secretary 
Veneman to declare our 
farmers eligible for disaster 
relief and to implement all 
existing and future federal 
agricultural disaster pro- 
grams that could help miti- 
gate the losses our farmers 
have suffered this year.” 

The governor is acting 
on recommendations from 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture and the 
Maryland FSA State Emer- 
gency Committee. Across 
the state, corn crop loss 
ranges from 20 to 80 per- 
cent, and could climb high- 
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er if precipitation remains 
sparse. Soybean losses cur- 
rently average 20 to 60 per- 
cent, and beans planted as a 
second crop have suffered 
even more with up to 70 
percent losses. 

"Governor Glendening’s 
prompt response to my re- 
quest that he seek a disaster 
declaration is greatly appre- 
ciated,” said Maryland Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Hag- 
ner R. Mister. "“Fartners 
across the state are facing 
severe crop losses with po- 
tentially devastating eco- 
nomic consequences, and a 
federal disaster declaration 
can provide critical lifeline 
for them.” 

Other crops such as veg- 
etables and hay are suffer- 
ing losses ranging from 10 
to 70 percent. The excessive 
heat and lack of precipita- 
tion also has affected live- 
stock producers throughout 
Maryland as sources of wa- 
ter for their animals dry up 
and pasture grass dies.

So 
said Dwight D. E:isenhowcr 
many years ago, and that 
sentiment prevails often at 
Our lown Theater in Oak- 
land, where Jane Avery 
hosted a unique back-to- 
school staff. development 
event yesterday for the 
teachers and staff of South- 
ern High School.

5.3 drop-out percentage to 
4%. With this in mind, 
Avery created a series of 
seven monologues address- 
ing the issues surrounding 
teenagers’ decisions to leave 
school. The theme of each 
monologue was a touchy 
one, including a child who 
was unable, because of fi- 
nancial straits, to keep 
himself clean, another 
whose religious convictions 
were contradictory to what 
she was learning at school, 
and another concerning the 
living hell a child endured 
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kids In school, which will officially open on Monday. The

Standing By... 


Wow! We thought this page would be loaded with 
letters to the editcr callma for the immediate ex- 
termination of every black Dear that walks the face 
of the earth. The more prolific response, however, 
was to last week's editorial, which alleged, among 
other things, that Rev. Franklin Graham's assertion 
that Islam is a "very evil and wicked religion” and 
that the Koran "preaches violence” is grossly inac- 
curate and inflammatory. 

The critical response from several letter writers 
caused this editor to hit the books on this topic, and 
today, after reading manv pages from many resourc- 
es about Islam and the Koran (including many pages 
of the Koran itself), I absolutely stand by my original 
assessment of Rev. Graham's declaration. 

The fact of the matter is, the onlv war that is 
condoned by the Koran is a war of self-defense. The 
word Islam literally means "surrender," and is related 
to the Arabic word salam, which means "peace." 
"Warfare is an awesome evil” (Koran 2:217), but 
sometimes it is necessary to fight in order to bring 
persecution to an end. "But Muslims mav never initt- 
ae Hey Tttes; and aggression is forbidaen by God." 
(2:190). 

A shuidy of the history of society at the time of 
Muhammad, and the situation in which his Muslim 
followers found themselves, is extremely helpful. The 
time was the 7th century; the place, the Arabian 
Peninsula, where Muhammad and his small Muslim 
community were being severely persecuted. There 
property was being seized, they were being beaten, 
imprisoned, and murdered. Munammad narrowly es- 
caped several assassination attempts, but instead of 
responding with warfare, he and his followers packed 
up and moved to Medina, 250 miles to the north. 

ings only got worse, however, as thev were at- 
tacked mercilessiv by the Meccan army, the greatest 
force in Arabia. Finally, after 13 years of oppression, 
when it was either fight back or be wipe m the 
face of the earth, Munammad chose the former. He 
retaliated, but never was there any killing of non- 
fighting children, women, elders, and disabled peo- 
ple, nor the destruction of the enemy’s homes and 
clups, unlike the usual practice of watfaie in that 
dav. And the moment Muhammad sensed that the 
tide was turning in his favor, he completely changed 
his tack from continued warfare to building a peace- 
ful coalition of tribes, and he crafted an ingenious 
policy of non-violence that was a resounding success. 

Now let’s jump ahead about a dozen centuries and 
examine what happened with Adolph Hitler and the 
Jews. If Hitler had had his way, every single Jew 
would have bcen erased. No doubt the extermination 
of Christians would have been next. Would it have 
been "evil" for the Jews to have fought back, if it 
were within their power to do so? Would that have 
made Judaism a "rcligion of violence?" Further, was 
not the "Christian-based” army of the United States, 
which invaded, killed thousands of Germans, and lib- 
erated the Jews who were still alive, then also guilty 
of “evil aggression?" 

Our country was indeed founded on many Chris- 
tian principles, but we have no laws against self- 
defense. Nor do most Christians believe that acting 
in self-defense to save one’s life, even when it results 
in the loss of the attacker’s life, is an act condemned 
by God. 

Another angle: How would most Christians in 
America feel if poor in other tahds were to judge 
them and their faith based upon the horrid, murder- 
ous actions of the Ku Klux Klan, an allegedly Chris- 
tian-based organization? 

If we want to search the Koran for verses that 
seemingly condone violence, there is no doubt that 
many can be found. But if ever there were verses in 
a holy book that appear to totally condone violence, 
they can also be found in the Bible. Deuteronomy 
13:6-15 and Ezekiel 9:5-7 are excellent examples. But 
once again, interpretation, context, and an under- 
standing of the situation are crucial in both cases. 

Of: course there are evil, violent Muslims in the 
world, of whom we Americans were made painfully 
aware nearly a year ago. But there are evil, violent 
people of all religions, each mistakenly trying to 
saat his or her actions based upon that religion. 

ut a blanket judgment, a blanket condemnation of 
the religion and ali of its followers rather than of the 
individual and the act, is wrong. 

A wise person said that arguing religion, while en- 
lightening, is usually futile, so I have no intention of 
continuing this debate on these pages week after 
week. I have said my piece on the subject, and just 
so I can’t be accused of cxercising my ability of al- 
ways getting the last word, I will publish any addi- 
tional critical letters on the subject that are received 
for next week’s issue, without any further response 
(no matter how difficult that will be).

However, we can’t emphasize enough the 
mportauce of parental involvement in the educatlon pro- 
cess. It is encouraging for any educator to see a parent 
come to school and visit the classroom and attend par- 
entheacher conferences. Students count on us and they 
count on the people they love to demonstrate concern and 
give encouragement. Come to Back to School Night and 
see what your child is doing, volunteer to go on field trips, 
join the PTA, and get involved in committees.

Eaitor's note: The writer 
of the following letter to the 
Garrett County commission- 
ers requested that tt appear 
in this column. 

Dear Chairman Gregg and 
Members of the Board of 
County Commissioness: 

By now, I assume that 
you have to read the nu- 
merous articles in the na- 
tional news media concern- 
ing the death of a 5-month- 
old toddler at the hands of 
a black bear in Fallsburg, 
New York. We are fortu- 
nate, indeed, that the date- 
line for the story was not 
Oakland, Maryland. As you 
knew, there nas been an 
explosion in recent years in 
the black bear population in 
Garrett County. Sadly, our 
state government has essen- 
tially looked the other way 
at the consequences of an 
overpopulation of black 
bears, and any relief from 
the state is not in sight. 

However, there is much 
that can be done at the 
local level. Last year, the 
Property Owners’ Associa- 





tion of Deep Creek Lake 
urged tha county commis- 
sioners to require that 
vacation rental properties 
be required to install and 
use bear-proof containers so 
as to avoid creating an 
attraction for bears that 
could turn fatal as just 
occurred in New York. The 
response of the county 
commissioners was not to 
take any legislative action, 
but rather to communicate 
with the various rental 
agencies in Garrett County, 
urging them to utilize this 
form of container. The 
response of the rental agen- 
cies has been discouraging, 
at best. 

For example, this sum- 
mer I rented a home near 
my home in the Thousand 
Acres subdivision for use by 
out-of-town guests who 
were attending a famil 
reunion. The home is al- 
most new, and wes rented 
through one of the largest 


agencies in the county. 
When I took my guests 
to the property for the first 
day of rental, not only did it 
not have bear-proof con- 
tainers, but also the trash 
containers were on their 
side and trash was strewn 
on the ground around them. 
We then called the rental 
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trash container was placed 


agency to cotnplain, and 
tnelr only reeponse was to 
right the containers, and 
cram into them the excess 
trash that had been strewn 
on the ground. 

On the first night that 
my guests were renting the 
cottage, I took them home 
by boat and left them off at 
the dock in front of the 
property. They then walked 
from the dock to the front 
of the property in near 
darkness, carrying an infant 
child, and were greeted by 
four bears who behaved in 
a threatening manner. 

Upon learning of this, I 
took the trash containers 
from the property, placed 
them in a sned on my prop- 
erty, and demanded that 
the rental agency do some- 
thing. The next day, repre- 
sentatives of the rental 
agency finally came to my 
home, retrieved the tras 
containers, and emptied 


them. A week after the end 
of thia unfortunate incident 
(and after my guests has 
departed), a

al agency, x0 doubt inspired 
by my complaints. 

My purpose in telling 
this story is to let you know 
that the message of velun- 
tary —so, simply has 
not worked. and something 
needs ‘to be done now. 
Black bears are a threat to 
farmers, permanent real- 
dents, and transient resi- 
dents of Garrett County 
when thsy are allowed to 
multiply and be exposed to 
an abundant supply of 
improperly secured trash. | 
recognize that not every 
problem requires a govern- 
mental response and that 
voluntary cooperation is 
always preferred, but it is 
simply not working in this 
case. When the largest 
company engaged in reatal 
rea} estate in the county did 
not require that its land- 
lord/clients use bear-proof 
containers, and an incident 
of the type that I deacrided 
occurred, I hooe and trust 
that you will sse the need 


for action, and action now. 
It dose not take a lot of 
imagination to imagine the 
economic impact on Garrett 
County, and the Deep 
Créek Lake economy in 
particular, it an incident of 
the type that occurred in 
Fallsburg, New York,@vere 
to occur here, and the 
market for rentals were to 
a Adopting a sensi- 
le government regulation 
at this time is a matter not 
only of human safety, but 
also common sense and 
dollars and cents 
I urge that the coun 
commissioners take _ this 
matter up at the earliest 
possible time with a view 
toward the adoption of a 
mandatory regulation for all 
rental reai estate in the 
county which would man- 
date either the use of bear- 
roof containers, or prohib- 
t the outdoor deposit of 
any refuse whatsoever.

as 11 o'clock." 

The seven individuals 
who presented the mono- 
logues were Christie Hamil- 
ton, Suzanne Gilbert, Jona- 
than Armstrong, Ben Perac- 
chio, Lacie Holtschnieder, 


Derek Nutter, and Susan 
Bell. 
"These actors have 


worked so hard, and they 
are scared to death,” Avery 
told the staff. "These are 


difficult topics, and they are 


nervous, especially the 
students, to present them to 
you.” 


The nervousness, howev- 
er, was not evident in the 
seven actors. They gave the 
monologues, quite effective- 
ly, no fewer than eight 
times. The staff members 
had each taken a "personal- 
ity test," administered by 
Bob Bonser, the after- 
school activities director. 
This test divided the educa- 
tors into seven groups with 
interesting titles, such as 
“Leapin’ Lizards" or "Gold- 
en Retrievers,” and each 
group had matching scarves 
(which, by the way, ended 
up in interesting locations, 
such as wrapped around 
heads or necks, or stuffed 
deeply into back pockets). 

These groups occupied 
various locations both in- 
side and outside the the- 
atre. The actors came to 
them, trading places about 
every 20 minutes. 

The masks worn by the 
actors provided what Avery 
called the “alienation et- 
fect." They transformed the 
performers, all of whom 
were known by most of the 
faculty, into anonymous in- 
dividuals. 

"It’s a very effective tool 
in making sure the audience 
members really absorb the 
message, because they are 
not focusing on the person 
so much as the content,” 
Avery explained.

rapt. They sat silently as 
they heard stories of alien- 
ation, abuse, feelings of ex- 
treme inadequacy, and dan- 
gerous priorities. 

"Kids say that I smell. 
They say it behind my back, 
but I hear them,” said 
“Floyd,” portrayed by Derek 
Nutter. "They don’t under- 
stand.... You hear people 
say, ‘There’s an excuse for 
bein’ poor, but there ain’t 
no excuse for bein’ dirty.’ 
Well, what’s a kid supposed 
to do when he’s raised in 
dirt by people who for 
generations have lived in 
filth?" 

Ben Peracchio began his 
monologue as "Dan" stating 
that he first realized he was 
stupid when he couldn't 
grasp the concept of telling 
time. He went on to de- 
scribe how he learned cun- 
ning and effective ways to 
get through school despite 
the fact that he could not 
read. 

"You can't believe the 
number of ways there are to 
cheat on those California 
Tests of Basic Skills," Dan 
said as he expounded on his 
many methods of duping 
the teachers and fudging his 
way along. When cornered 
by a suspecting educator, he 
dropped out to avoid the 
embarrassment of revealing 
his shortcomings. "I don’t 
care if I have to clean cess- 
pools for a living .. . I 
won't sit around with a 
bunch of dummies in a 
dead-end class .. . having 
the rest of the school think 
I'm a half-wit.” 

Susan Bell, the only 
adult performer in the 
group, gave a deeply mov- 
ing performance as "Gene's 
Mom,” the mother of a gay 
son. 


that homosexuahty was a 
crime against nature, that it 
was a choice that sinful 
people would make and 
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in the afterlife for going 
against what was normal 
and right. But from the 
start, my boy had no choice 
in what he was to become. 
I firmly believe that.” 

She went on to describe 
the desperate situation in 
high school, where he was 


“fair game" to the ruthless 
teasing of his peers, as well 
as some teachers. “My son 
tried so hard not to be 
noticed that he disappeared. 
Oh, he was there, almost 
every day, but he disap- 
peared.” When her son de- 
cided to drop out, she said 
he told her he was "just too 
tired to fight it all” He 
didn’t feel he belonged, or 
ever would. 

"People can say whatever 
they want about homosexu- 
ality," Gene’s mother con- 
tinued. "My son did not 
choose to become one; he 
was born the way he is. I 
realize he has problems, but 
to those of you who didn’t 
get involved at all with him, 
or who made fun of him, 
shame on you." 

The other monologues 
were just as intense, with 
subject matter involving re- 
ligious conflicts, serious 
anger issues, debilitating 
boredom, teachers “playing 
favorites," and one child 
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who knew fiom the eighth 
grade that she wouldn't fin- 
ish school because “what's 
important is findin' true 
love, gettin’ married, and 
havin’ a family. .. . The 
man takes care of the mon- 
ey and the woman takes 
care of the kids and the in- 
side of the house.” 

Among the many guests 
of the day was Brenda Mc- 
Cartney, assistani super- 
intendent of schools, who 
said the monologues were 
“heart-wrenching, but ex- 
tremely important to hear 
and to discuss.” 

And the teachers did 
discuss, at length, what they 
witnessed through the act- 
ors’ presentations. The edu- 
cators then worked on skits 
of their own to address the 
many stresses faced by teen- 
agers in school. 

A resounding sentiment 
among those involved was 
that every educator in the 
county ought to see ihe 
program, as well as teenag- 
ers and parents. 

"The pieces were so well- 
written, and the perform- 
ances were very powerful,” 
said Beverly Sincell, a guid- 
ance counselor at Southern. 
"It was difficult to watch, 
but very effective and, in

Poetry Reading 
Held; Stemple 
Exhibit Displayed 

Yhe 4th, Sth, and 6th 
grade students from the 
Aurora School participated 
in a poctry reading Sunday, 
July 28, at the Aurora Com- 
munity Building in conjunc- 
tion with the current exhibi- 
tion, “Lewis Stemple’s 
World.” Created during a 
residency at their school in 
the spring and co-sponsored 
by the Aurora Area Histori- 
cal Society and the Aurora 
School Title I Program, the 
project was funded in part 
by the West Virginia Hu- 
manities Council. 

Stemple was a self-taught 
artist who hved and worked 
in the Aurora area for most 
of his life. His artwork re- 
flects tha landscape of the 
area and his travel experi- 
ences with the Geodetic 
Survey and in France dur- 
ing WWII. In addition to 
the paintings and drawings 
produced by the artist from 
the 1930s to the 1970s, 
Stemple left as his legacy, 
the restored Red Horse 
Tavern just east of Aurora. 
The tavern was the first 
structure in the Union Dis- 
trict of Preston County to 
be listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

Stemple earned his living 
first as a sign painter and 
then as a postman; he did 
not sell his artwork until 
later in his life. He was a 
solitary man and was self- 
educated, though he greatly 
enjoyed his daily conversa- 
tions as he made rounds 
with the mail. For 40 years, 
the artist could be seen 
chmbing the hills and wan- 
dering the ridges, sketch 
book in hand, as he cap- 
tured the "mackerel" sky, 
the snowdrift-covered mea- 
dows, and the tangle of

To open this possibility 
to the children in the com- 
munity, an  artist-in-resi- 
dence, Debra Wolfe, spent 
six weeks in the Aurora 
School engaging the stu- 
dents in an active dialogue 
about their community and 
the work of the artist.

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MY BIG FAT GREEK WEDDING 
Rated PG - Running Time: 1:36 - Released 4/19/02 

Ah, those Greeks, those quirky, ethnic, hilarious 
orthodox Greeks. They are the salt of the Earth, the 
honey in your baklava, the Jews of Catholicism. At least 
that’s the way they’re portrayed in Joel Zwick’s My Big 
Fat Greek Wedding, a hilarious and heartwarming ro- 
mantic comedy written by and starring Nia Vardalos, 
who has apparently based the story on her own life. 
Essaying the tumultuous and undoubtedly trying experi- 
ence of attempting to marry outside the faith in a 
devoutly nationalistic ethnic family, the movie started 
out as a one-woman play and was seen by Rita Wilson 
(a.k.a. Mrs. Tom Hanks), who convinced her husband to 
produce it as a film. What a wise choice. Brimming with 
good performances, none better than Vardalos’s own, the 
film captures the oppressive nature of the exclusive 
family situation and then shows the consequences of the 
main character’s attempt to break out of the traditional 
mold, while maintaining a nice cinematic eye and a 
wonderful, subtle touch with the writer’s self-effacing 
humor. Not everything is perfect about this movie, but 
every wedding has a few glitches, right? 

We first meet Toula Portokalos (Vardalos) as an 
unmarried 30-vear-old hostess in her parents’ Chicago 
restaurant, Dancing Zorba’s. With a voiceover that is 
read more like a writer reading than a person who 
experienced it first hand, she takes us through her 
childhood. Growing up in a house that looks like a 
museum exhibit displaying the architecture of ancient 
Athens. she was a black-haired, black-eyed oddity whose 
exotic lunch delicacies, like moussaka, caused teasing 
and sniggering among her blonde, whitebread class- 
mates. Still living in that same house at 30, she sums up 
in three steps her family’s idea of a Greek woman’s duty: 
“1) Marry a Greek man, 2) Make Greek babies, and 3) 
Feed everybody—until the day we die.” While she loves 
them deeply, she feels increasingly constricted by her 
fiercely proud father Gus (Michael Constantine), who 
likes to explain how every word has its origins in ancient 
Greek ‘he even does it for "kimono '), and mother Maria 
(Lainie Kazan), who flits around making pastries and 
gyros for anyone in her immediate vicinity. Finally, she 
gets up the guts to take a college computer course, which 
precipitates the traditional movie makeover (suddenly 
she learns how tc use makeup and style her hair, 
transforming herself from a homely frump into a ravish- 
ing beauty) and uses her newfound computer skills to 
take over her Aunt Voula’s(Andrea Martin)travel agency. 
It is there that she meets Ian Miller (John Corbett), a 
handsome, literate, vegetarian high school English 
teacher who is about as non-Greek as they come. Falling 
in love is easy—the trouble is, how to tell the family 

This movie is like a Greek version of Fiddler On The 
Roof, and it is about as enjoyable as romantic comedies 
come, especially if you or someone you know is of 
Mediterranean descent. It is not just Vardalos’s hilarious 
testimony, or the wide variety of memorable characters 
that make up her numerous aunts, uncles, and cousins, 
or the humorously vigorous portrayals of said characters 
by this talented cast of buxom, black-eyed. olive-skinned 
women and swarthy, oily-haired, muscular men. It’s also 
Zwick’s subtle touch behind the camera, emphasizing the

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juxtaposition of cultures with amusingly composed shots 
that start offlooking austere and serious and slowly zoom 
out to reveal some detail showing the absurdity of the 
situation. Afv Big Fat Greek Wedding captures the nature 
of true romance, with just enough slapstick (a Greek 
invention) to make you laugh out loud. **** 


BLUE CRUSH 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:43 - Released 8/16/02 

If it’s possible to make a serious movie about surfing, 
I suppose John Stockwell’s Blue Crush is as close as you 
can get. You have to forgive me; I have the same reaction 
to all sports movies—I have trouble caring about the 
trials and tribulations of some buffed out superhero or 
team who may or may not make it to the finals. But I 
guess there are some humans who actually get emotion- 
ally involved in sports, like surfing, and Blue Crush is 
definitely their movie. 

Written by Lizzy Weiss and director Stockwell (based 
on the Outside magazine article "Surf Girls of Maui” by 
Susan Orlean), the film follows the comeback pursuit of 
Maui (Hawaii) native Anne Marie (Kate Bosworth), a 
twenty-something who once held the title of Greatest 
Girl Surfer Around, but lost her momentum after an 
accident in which she hit her head on a rock and nearly 
drowned. But she’s determined to compete in the upcom- 
ing Pipemasters Tournament, a competition dominated 
by men, and win back a place near the top of everyone’s 
list of favorite girl surfers. She is supported by her two 
friends, Eden (Michelle Rodriguez) and Lena (Kauai 
native Sance Lake), and her younger sister Penny (Mika 
Boorem), who all live with her in a rundown apartment, 
eat Twinkies, and watch surfing competitions on TV. 
While Penny goes to high school, Anne Marie and the 
others work as hotel maids and surf during their off-time. 
But when an incident with a hotel guest gets her fired, 
Anne Marie is forced to find other work. She agrees to 
teach surfing lessons to a vacationing NFL quarterback 
named Matt (Matthew Davis), and that’s when her 
concentration starts slipping. Against the wishes of 
Eden, who really thinks she has the technique to win 
Pipemasters, she begins spending more and more time 
with Matt, teaching him how to work the pipe and letting 
him surf in her waves. If you catch my drift. 

The acting is generally not bad in this movie (much 
of it seems ad-libbed; that which isn’t is often strained and 
awkward), but the real star is the camerawork. The 
surfing footage, of which there is plenty, is truly astound- 
ing, with the camera going over, under, and around the 
board, sometimes continuously, intercutting under- and 
overwater views with aerial footage, and some shots 
where the camera is attached to the board or even hand- 
held by the surfer. Despite the fact that the length of 
these scenes far exceeded my interest in them, I have to 
admit that director Stockwell’s filming technique (with 
the considerable help of cinematographer David Hennings 
and editor Emma E. Hickox) makes them thrilling and 
beautiful. The final Pipemasters competition sequence 
features cameos by several famous female surfing cham- 

pions, including Keala Kennelly, Kate Skarratt, Megan 
Abubo, and Rochelle Ballard (some appearing as them- 
selves, some doubling as Bosworth’s stunt performers). 
Again, if you're into it, dude, this is your movie. ** * “4 


THE ADVENTURES OF 
PLUTO NASH 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:36 - Released 8/16/02 

Its release delayed for nearly two years, The Adven- 
tures Of Pluto Nash marks another mediocre notch in 
Eddie Murphy’s spotty career. Having participated in 
such enjoyable recent films as Life, Bowfinger, and 
Shrek, and such unfunny misfires as Dr. Dolittle 2 and 
Showtime, Murphy continues the search for a vehicle 
that will heat up the box-office cash registers and put his 
name back on top of Hollywood's most wanted list. While 
Pluto Nash, a futuristic comedy about a night club owner 
on the moon, 1s reasonably diverting and full of interest- 
ing visual effects (reportedly part of the reason for its 
delay, it’s not going to do that. Its story, penned by Neil 
Cuthbert Mystery Men), is overcomplicated, and its 
director, Ron Underwood (City Slickers), can’t seem to 
decide whether he wants it to be a crime thriller with 
humor or a knee-slapping comedy with crime. Murphy's 
performance as the title character is well-rehearsed (in 
the sense that he’s done this schtick before), but lacks 
energy, and of his co-stars, Rosario Dawson isn’t given 
much to do except look good in a space suit and Randy 
Quaid doesn't seem to get most of the jokes he’s saying. 

The yeer is 2087. The most successful and well- 
known night clubowner in “Little America” (a moon-based 
colony under glass), former-smuggler-turned-good Pluto 
Nash is perfectly happy to run his place without the 
recently legalized addition of casino gambling. But infa- 
mous organized crime lord Rex Carter has sent his goons 
to make him an offer he can’t refuse: $1 million for the 
place—or else. When Pluto declines, he winds up on the 
receiving end of an after-hours bombing (which, surpris- 
ingly, does not cause a decompression), and although he, 
his new waitress Dina (Dawson) and his faithful but 
outdated robot Bruno( Quaid) are not injured, the clubis 
a total loss. Pluto soon finds, however, that it is not his 
livelihood but his life that is in danger, as the goons 
return and attempt to rub him out. Against the wishes of 
his mother (Pam Grier), who wants him to return to 
Earth, Pluto takes Dina and Bruno and pursues his 
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pursuers, attempting to get to the bottom of their 
murderous intentions. In so doing, he uncovers a surpris- 
ing revelation about the villain’s identity and must use 
every trick available to stay alive. 

There is no doubt that the effects are the most 
interesting thing about this movie. It’s so full of colorful 
imagery and digital effects, it’s practically a cartoon. 
Murphy’s participation is that of a man who’s been 
around the Hollywood comedy mill a few times; he seems 
to be going through the motions as if he’s tired of doing 
comedy that doesn’t involve massive make-up jobs or 
multiple characterizations. Randy Quaid is surprisingly 
unfunny in his silly role, and his character has a sub-plot 
that never fully resolves itself Adding a modicum of 
humor is John Cleese as a holographic chauffeur; his 
characterization isidentical to almost all the post-Monty 
Python movie roles he’s done, but it’s still funny. Also on 
hand is a surprising number of semi-known actors in 
smaller roles, including Jay Mohr as a Tony Bennett- 
style lounge singer, James Rebhorn as the villain’s 
henchman, and Illeana Douglas as a futuristic body- 
makeover artist. 

While Pluto Nash is not going to launch Eddie 

urphy’s career back into outer space, it at least keeps 
his name in the orbit of public awareness. * **

States, Exxon 
To Fight Teen 
Tobacco Use 


Maryland Attorney Gen- 
eral J. Joseph Curran Jr. 
and the attorneys general of 
43 other states, the District 
of Columbia, and the 
Northern Mariana and 
Virgin Islands announced 
last week that the Exxon- 
Mobil Corporation has vol- 
untarily agreed to imple- 
ment new policies to reduce 
the sale of tobacco products 
to minors. 

The agreement is the re- 
sult of ongoing discussions 
between the attorneys gen- 
eral and ExxonMobil, the 
country’s largest oil compa- 
ny, on how best to address 
the problem of minors ob- 
taining tobacco products at 
gas stations and conveni- 
ence stores bearing the Ex- 
xon or Mobil brand names. 
Research indicates that al- 
most half of youth under 
the age of 18 who report 
buying cigarettes identify 
gas stations as their primary 
point of purchase. 

In addition to agreeing 
to standards in its company- 
operated stores for the hir- 
ing, training, and monitor- 
ing of its employees regard- 
ing the sale of tobacco pro- 
ducts, ExxonMobil will also 
attempt to ensure that the 
approximately 16,000 sta- 
tions displaying the Exxon 
or Mobil names, but not 
operated by the ExxonMo-

These 
franchises will commit in 
writing to preventing under- 
age tobacco sales on their 
premises and will te subject 
to termination if they fail to 
do so. 

The attorneys general 
have lorg recognized that 
underage access to tobacco 
products is an ongoing 
problem. Studies show that 
more than 80 percent of 
adult smokers began smok- 
ing before the age of 18, 
and that each year 12,800 
Maryland youth start a 
smoking habit. Maryland 
youth buy or smoke more 
than 12 million packs of 
Cigarettes each year and, if 
trends continue, 85,000 
Maryland youth alive today 
will ultimately die from 
smoking. 

This announcement re- 
flects the continuation of 
the Attorney General's Pro- 
gram to Reduce Youth Ac- 
cess to Tobacco, as his of- 
fice works with other gov- 
ernment agencies to devel- 
op a comprehensive en- 
forcement effort to stop the 
sale of tobacco products to 
underage buyers, and with 
tobacco retailers who want 
to adopt policies and prac- 
tices designed to reduce 
youth sales. Curran’s office 
recently distributed _ his 
"Tobacco Retailers Guide; 
Reducing Youth Access to 
Tobacco Products” to Mary- 
land’s 7,000 tobacco retail- 
ers. The guide sets forth the 
law prohibiting the sale of 
cigarettes to those under 18 
years of age and details the 
criminal penalties — from 
$600 to $3,000 per violation 
— for selling cigarettes to 
minors. Any retailer selling 
tobacco products to minors 
could be subject to civil and 
criminal sanctions depend- 
ing upon where the viola- 
tion occurs. 

"Since our settlement 
with big tobacco in 1998, 
youth smoking has been on 
the decline, but not nearly 
enough,” Curran said. "We 
will not be satisfied as long 
as children can walk into a 
store and obtain cigarettes.

We will continue our en- 
forcement efforts and to 
work with retailers across 
Maryland to make sure that 
persons under 18 are un- 
able to obtain tobacco pro- 
ducts of any kind.” 

A 2001 compliance cneck 
by Curran’s office, involving 
42 purchase attempts by 
minors in three Maryland 
jurisdictions, revealed that 
the children were able to 
buy cigarettes in 62 percent 
of the attempts. 


Earlier this year Curren 
announced a similar agree- 
ment between national 
drugstore chain Walgreen's 
and 40 state attorneys gen- 
eral, as Walgreen’s volun- 
tarily agreed to follow spe- 
cific practices regarding the 
hiring, training, and supervi- 
sion of employees who may 
be responsible for selling 
tobacco products. Wael- 
green’s has instructed its 
employees to request identi- 
fication from customers 
who appear to be under 40 
years of age, though the 
agreement only requires 
such checks of customers 
appearing to be under 27 
years of age. Walgreen’s 
also agreed to continue us- 
ing cash registers that 
prompt staff to verify the 
age of a customer before 
completing a tobacco sale, 
and will also prohibit stores

A: As is often the case in situ- 
ations like this one, the show's 
producers are trying to put a 
happy face on Anderson’s de- 
parture, but the comic has been 
candid about a series of person- 
al woes he has been battling in 
recent years, including addic- 
tions to alcohol and gambling, 
as well as a blackmail attempt 
from a man who says Anderson 
propositioned him for sex. (The 
FBI busted the blackmailer.)

| hurt everybody involved and 
hurt the show. maybe, on some 
level.”

Purple Grape Julce May Protect Heart 
Some physicians recommend wine for their pa- 
tients because of the many studies that have shown 
this ancient beverage to be good for the heart and 
blood vessels. Much wine is made from purple grape 
Juice. And there is preliminary research showing that 
purple grape juice also may be “heart-healthy.” 
Areport in the medical journal Circulationdescribes 
15 heart disease patients who consumed 2 large 
glasses of purple grape juice daily for 2 weeks The 
average age of the volunteers was 63; 10 were being 
treated for high blood pressure; and 11 were being 
treated for high cholesterol. These patients experi- 
enced increased vasodilation, which could be ex- 
pected to provide more blood to the heart They also 
showed less harmful oxidation of LDL cholesterol in

Grape juice is very high in sugars and calories 
Theretore, drinking large quantities may be undesir- 
able in individuals with diabetes or in persons with 
weight concerns.

THE POVERTY 
OF WEALTH 


August 25, 2002 


Background Scripture: 
Proverbs 19;17; 22:1-4, 8, 9, 16, 
22,23; 23:10,11 

Devotional Resding: 
Proverbs 19;1-8 


By the time you go to bed 
this evening, 35,000 poor chil- 
dren throughout the world will 
have died in this twenty-four 
hour period. Thirty-five thousand 
died yesterday and another 
35,000 will die tomorrow. In our 
own country more than 15 mil- 
lion children live in poverty and 
nine million lack basic health 


care. 

In the 1990's we celebrated 
“the victory of capitalism over 
communism.” Yet, as Professor 
Joerg Kieger reminds us, since 
this “victory”, poverty levels in 
both faraway places and at home 
have mushroomed alarmingly 
The victory celebration was pre- 
mature. Not only are the poor 
“still with us,” but there are so 
many more of them 

Concurrent with the growth of 
worldwide poverty has been a dra- 
matic change in the way we think 
and speak about the poor. Many 
today blame the poor for their 

verty. The helpless and indo- 
lent are all poured together into 
one category and judged to de- 
serve their poverty 

A Question of ‘Worth’ 

Even many of those who 
believe in ministering to the poor 
assume that we ought to limit this 
Ministry to those who are “wor 
thy.” That is a self-serving atti- 
tude because it provides us with 
comfortable limits of benevo- 
lence. Whatever you and | have 
been given is gift of grace, what- 
ever we give to others is also a 
matter of grace. It is all grace’ 

In all the Bible 1 do not think 
you will find any suggestion that 
we are called to minister only to 
those who are worthy. In Proverbs 
17:5, when the sage says. “He 
who mocks the poor insults his 
Moker.“ he does not add: *. un- 
less they deserve it”! In Prov. 
19:7, when he says “He who is 
kind to the poor lends to the

In all, there are thirty-five 
references to the “poor” in the 
Book of Proverbs, more than in 
any other book of the Bible, 
although copious references are 
also found in the Psalms, the 
prophetic books and the New 
Testament. This theme runs 
through the Bible from begin- 
ning to end. Although, many of us 
today close our eyes and ears to 
the plight of the poor, the Bible 
presents the ministry to the poor, 
not as an elective for Christians, 
but an imperative at the very heart 
of the Good News of Jesus 
Christ. There can be no room in 
Christiandiscipleship for what 
Stephen Vincent Benet called 
“the arrogance of the rich—an 
arrogance so vast and uncon- 
scious that it seems like a 
natural force.” 
The World of Things 
| am concerned today for both 
the poor and all the rest of us. 
whether we are middle class, af- 
fluent of wealth. Our problem is 
not only that we ignore the plight 
of the poor—and even blame 
them for it—but that we are so 
enamored of the world of things 
that our own souls are in jeop- 
ardy. As Henry van Dyke once 
warned us, “Remember, what you 
possess in the world will be 
found at the day of your death to 
belong to someone else. but what 
you are will be yours forever * 
Actually, if we are affluent 
(and who among us would admit 
that we are”), we are impover- 
ished in a way we might not sus- 
pect. The sage tells us: “He whe 
loves pleasure will be a poor 
man, ne who loves wine and oil 
will not be rich” (21:17) 
Furthermore, Erich Hoffer ob 
serves that “Our frusteation is 
greater when we have much anc 
want more when we have nothins 
and want some. We are less dis- 
satisfied when we lack many 
things than when we seem to lac 
but one thine.” While the poor 
person is in danger of starvation 
we are in danger of damnation’ 
The uriter of Proverbs prom 
ises us. “He who is kind to th 
poor lends to the Lord. andh 
will repay him for his deed 
(19:17) And he who is not kin 
to the poor will learn what i 
means to be afflicted with the 
poverty of wealth.

Bartlett said he thinks 
the advantage is still his. 

"They said they’d put 
every conservative in the 
state into my district if they 
could,” Bartlett said. "Don 
DeArmon needs to check 
with the Democrats who did 
the redistricting.” 

Larry Harris, of Mason- 
Dixon Polling and Research 
Inc., agreed with Bartlett 
and said the 6th District 
was meant to be safe for 
the incumbent. 

"It’s a safe scat,” he said, 
"They designed it such, so 
they could go after (8th 
District Republican Rep.) 
Connie Morella. There was 
a long-term strategy in- 
volved.” 

But DeAmnnon is confi- 
dent his third bid for Con- 
gress will be the charm, and 
said he is aggressively rais- 
ing money toward that end. 

According to the latest 
Federal Election Commis- 
sion filings, DeArmon had 
raised $28,357.50 as of June 
30 and had $20,058.17 avail- 
able at that time. 

Bartlett reported raising 
$115,412.39, and had 
$213,127.73 on hand as of 
June 30. Bartlett’s lead is 
largely because ot his hav- 
ing about $170,000 left in 
his account from previous 
campaigns, according to the 
FEC. 

This is DeArmon’s third 
bid for Congress. He lost 
the 1994 Democratic prima- 
ry and won the party’s nom- 
ination two years ago, only 
to lose to Bartlett in the 
general election by a 61-39 
percent margin. In that 
race, DeArinon raised near- 
ly $300,000 to Bartlett's 
$231,000, according to FEC 
reports. 

DeArmon said he’s be- 
hind right now because of 
the late primary and be- 
cause the July numbers do 
not show his campaign 
ramping up.

It all started with a 
phone call from Tennessee. 
A former neighbor whose 
father is also a retired 
Rigidply manager called to 
see if Rigidply Rafters 
could engineer a truss using 
plywood gussets to connect 
chord members and webs. 
This truss was to be de- 
Signed so it could be hand 
built in the field rather than 
in Rigidply’s plant. The 
field, it turned out, was Ire- 
land. 

The project was a church 
building being built by sev- 
eral missionary families who 
are currently stationed in 
Ireland. One of those fami- 
lies is from Tennessee with 
roots in Garrett County. 
The pastor of the church, 
Dan Yoder, grew up in the 
Oakland area. So when they 
thought trusses from the 
U:S., it was natural to think 
Oakland and Rigidply Raf- 
ters.

MARKET ANALYSIS - August 15, 2002 
Micheel Haigh-Assistant Professor 
University of MD Cooperative Extension 

Everybody in the business of producing commodities 
understands that revenue is basically made up of two 
things - prices and yields. While prices have been heading 
northward all week, yields have been falling. Nearby corn 

futures rose nearly 25 cents over the week, soybeans 42 
cents, and wheat about 10 cents. Meanwhile the yield 
picture both nationwide and locally is dismal. Projected 
grain yield for Maryland is at 89 bushels per acre, down 
49 bushels from last year, while soybeans are forecast to 
be 31 bushels per acre, down from 39 bushels. Does the 
rise in one offset the fall of the other in terms of revenue? 
It depends. Most producers would rather take higher yield 
with lower prices than the other way around. High prices 
can convince buyers to look for substitute products 
(especially in the livestock and poultry industry). However 
at least prices and yields are not both heading south! 

So why did we see the huge price increase over the last 
week? It all stems from the USDA report released last 
Monday. The USDA cut this year’s crop size by much 
more than analysts had expected. Corn stocks were put at 
767 million bushels, well below the 990 million-bushel 
estimate, and soybeans came in at 155 million, below the 


210 million-bushel estimate. Wheat traders also got giddy 
due to the spillover pressure from the neighboring pits 
and global production declines in that sector also exacer- 
bated the upward trajectory. In the corn market, traders 
are starting to recall the 1995 bull year and are beginning 
to make comparisons. A September report that shows 
further declines surely would put them pretty close to one 
another in terms of pricing. Of course moisture is the key 
factor now. However, at this stage of the game it may be 
a little late to even think about yield improvements. By 
the end of the week, more supportive news arrived from 
the export market with export sales totals for corn, 
soybeans and wheat blowing the lid off estimates. 

The USDA reported sales of wheat of almost 635,000 
metric tons (going mainly to Japan and Mexico), corn 
sales of 808,000 metric tons (old) and 488,000 metric tons 
(new) (going mainly to Japan and Egypt) and soybean 
sales of 58,000 metric tons for old crop and 447,000 new 
crop, (going mainly to Mexico, China, and yes, you 
guessed it, Japan). So, with huge price increases and low 
yields what should one do from a marketing perspective? 
Can’t do much about yields and it is hard to imagine a 
turnaround in yield forecasts, so prices might stay put or 
even move higher. If you have the crop, keep hedging 
(with ontions). and miven that we had a drought in 1998, 
another in 2002 - start thinking about crop insurance!

Management Advisor. Richard does have experience in 
organizing and writing nutnent management plans; 
therefore, he has “hit the ground running”. 

To he in compliance with the Marviand Water Quality 
Act of 1996 most farmers need to submit an approved 
nutrient management plan by Decetnber 31, 2002. We can 
organize and write a nutrient management plan fairly 
quickh providing we have the information on your 
farming operation. If you bring the following to the 
Extension Office in the very near future we probably 
could have your plan completed prior to the deadline: 

1. Soil samples (1 pint) per management area or soil 
analysis sheets withir the last 3 years. An example of a 
management area would be 3 contour strips in the same 
general area that have been treated the same and are 
comparable in yields. 

2. Manure sample (1 qt). 

3. Crop rotation plan with farm map (rotations tur 
2001, 2002 & 2003). 

4. Manure and fertilizer applications for each field 
(management area) for past 3 years if available. 

5. Number and average weights of animals on the farm. 

6. Names of the people that you may be renting land 
from so we can obtain their ID number. 

Please remember that all of the above information is 
needed to complete your plan. We have several farmers 
who have been notified by letter that one or more of the 
items have not been provided. Failure to do so will move 
that plan to the back of the file. 

Western Corn Rootworm 
It’s that time of year again! The first adult corn root- 


worm beetles should have emerged from the soil. So now 
is the time you should begin making corn rootworm 
decisions. These decisions include the following consider- 
ations: If | used a rootworm insecticide, am I satisfied 
with its performance, and will | need to manage root- 
worms rext year? The emergence of the rootworm beetles 
indicates that the majority of the larval feeding has been 
completed. This would be a good time to check insecticide 
performance if you treated for larvae. To check, dig two 
to three plants at several sites in the field(s), wash off the 
soil, and look for larval injury. You should not have more 
than a few roots pruned back to within two inches of the 
plant stem. To decide whether you will need to apply 
rootworm controls next year, you should check for beetles 
beginning this week. If beetles are obvious in a field, 
count the number of bectles on the plants. You will need 
to continue monitoring the beetles until their numbers 
begin to decline. If you count beetles on two randomly 
selected plants at 27 sites in a field and find more than an 
average of 0.7 beetles per plant, there is a very good 
possibility there will be economic levels of larvae in the 
field next year. The next decision will be "Can I rotate to 
another crop next year to avoid injury, or will I have to 
apply an insecticide?”

The Farm Security and Rural Investment Act of 2002 
(the 2002 l‘arm Bill) authorizes the National Dairy Pro- 
gram, also known as the Milk Income Loss Contract 
(MILC) Program. ‘This program provides economic assist- 
ance on a monthly basis to dairy farmers for milk sold on 
the commerciai market 

The MILC Program is available to dairy farmers na- 
tionwide if the dairy operation produces and commercially 
markets milk during the period of Dec. 1, 2001, through 
Sept. 30, 2005. Sign-up for MII.C began on Aug. 13, 2002, 
and continues through Sept. 30, 2005. Dairy producers 
may enroll at anytime during the sign-up period. Produc- 
ers shall file Form CCC-580 in the county where the dairy 
operation is located. 

Fligible MIL-C production is milk that was produced in 
the United States and marketed anytime from Dec. 1, 
2002, through Sept. 30, 2005. The maximum amount is 
2,400,000 pounds per dairy operation per fiscal year. The 
fiscal year is the period from Oct. 1 through the following 
Sept. 30. 

Payments will be issued to eligible dairy operations on 
a monthly basis when the Boston Class 1 milk price is be- 
low $16.94 per hundredweight (cwt.). The payment rate 
for the applicable month is determined by subtracting the 
milk price per cwt. from $16.94 and multiplying the differ- 
ence by 45 percent. 

When the milk price exceeds $16.94, no payments will 
be made to the dairy operation and the production for 
that month will not count toward the operation’s maxi- 
mum eligible production. MILC payments are subject to 
assignment and offset. Advance payments will not be is- 
sued under this program. 

Dairy operations enrolled in MILC must provide verifi- 
able production evidence of the operation’s eligible mar- 
ketings during the months of each fiscal year designated 
in the contract during the specified contract period. Veri- 
fiable production evidence includes milk marketing pay- 
ment stubs, tank records, milk handler records, dairy milk 
marketings, or copies of any payments received as com- 
pensation from other sources. 

To apply for MILC, Form CCC-580 may be obtained 
from the Preston County Farm Service Agency in any of 
the following ways: in person at the FSA office located in 
the Corner Mall of the Kingwood Plaza; by mail through 
the Preston County ISA Office at 425 E. Main St., Suite 
420, Kingwood, WV 26537-1793; by telephone at 304-329- 
1923; or by fax at 304-329-3056. (To file CCC-580 by fax, 
the producer must have previously filed form FSA-237 
with the FSA office.) 

Applications may also be downloaded by the producer 
from the Internet from the following web sites: www.fsa.u- 
sda or www.sc.egov.usda.gov. 

If CCC-580s are requested by mail, telephone, fax, or 
downloaded from the Internet, the application forms must 
be completed correctly, signed, and returned to the Pres- 
ton County FSA Office by the close of business on the 
deadline date to be considered for MILC benefits.

SIGN-UP BEGINS OCTOBER 1 FOR DIRECT 
AND COUNTER-CYCLICAL PAYMENT PROGRAMS 

"Direct and counter-cyclical payment program sign-up 
begins Octoter 1,” announced Eric M. McCartney, county 
executive director for the Preston County Farm Service 
Agency. Farm operators will be required to sign up at the 
county FSA office where their farm records are kept. The 
2002 Farm Bill provides for payments to be made to eli- 
gible producers of covered commodities for the 2002 and 
2003 crops. "USDA will begin making payments as soon 
as possible after the farm is enrolled and eligible payees 
meet eligibility requirements,” McCartney continued. Sign- 
up for the 2002 and 2003 direct and counter-cyclical pro- 
gram ends June 2, 2003. 

"Getting program benefits to our farmers and ranchers 
is a high priority for USDA Farm Service Agency, and we 
will process the payments as soon as the farm’s application 
is approved so we can get the money in their hands as 
quick as possible,” said McCartney. 

Direct payments are made to producers of covered 
commodities with established crop bases and yields; pro- 
ducers may also receive counter-cyclical payments when 
the effective prices are less than the target prices set in 
the 2002 Farm Bill. The effective price is equal to the 
higher of average loan rate or national average market 
price plus the direct payment rate. 

However, landowners will be required to select a base 
and yield option before the farm operator can enroll the 
farm. Landowners are being notified and have been asked 
to verify and update records on planted and prevented 
planted acres filed with USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA). Acreage History Reports on file with FSA are also 
being mailed to producers. If the information is incorrect, 
landowners must provide verifiable documentation such as 
seed receipts, production records, or crop insurance rec- 
ords as evidence for the years 1998 through 2001 by Au- 
gust 31, 2002. 

FSA is also giving landowners the option to update 
yield data. FSA is mailing the Updated Yields Report, 
which provides the farm’s minimum crops yields based on 
75 percent of USDA’s National Agricultural Statistics 
Service county average yield. In most cases, this figure will 
be the lowest possible crop payment yield attributed to the 
farm. Farm landowners and operators will also receive a 
second mailing that will contain a Base Options Report 
that computes the farm’s base options established by the 
acreage reported to FSA. The 2002-07 base options in- 
clude: (1) using the farm’s 2002 production flexibility con- 
tract acres as the base acres; (2) adding oilseeds to the 
2002 contract acres; and (3) using the farm’s 1998-01 
planted acres. 

Covered commodities eligible for both direct and coun- 
ter-cyclical payments include, but are not limited to, 
wheat, corn, barley, oats, and oilseeds. 

USDA will soon make available to producers a web- 
based tool to help them decide on base and yield options. 
A news release with more information on this tool will be 


issued soon.

Row Crops Mature 
Ahead Of Schedule 


The persistent hot, dry 
weather is causing corn and 
soybeans to mature well 
ahead of the five-year aver- 
age in most of Maryland. 
Corn is 51 percent at or 
past the denting stage, 19 
percent ahead of last year, 
and 24 percent ahead of 
schedule; 16 percent is ma- 
ture, 3 percent ahead of last 
year, and 4 percent ahead 
of the five-year average. 
Some fields in very poor 
condition are being bush- 
hogged and fed to livestock. 

Soybean yields will suffer 
great losses if significant 
rain does not arrive soon; 
62 percent of the crop is 
setting pods, 20 percent 
ahead of last year, and 5 
percent ahead of the aver- 
age. Ten percent has started 
to change color. 

Soil moisture continues 
to dry up with topsoil mois- 
ture rated 5 percent ade- 
quate, 33 percent short, anc 
62 percent very short. Sut- 
soil is rated 6 percent in ad- 
equate supply, 26 percent 
very short, and 68 percent 
very short.

A RESOLUTION OF THE MAYOR AND TOWN COUNCIL 
OF LOCH LYNN HEIGHTS adopted pursuant to the authority of 

Article Xi-E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of

Section 1: Pursuant to the authority of Article Xi-E of the

Ings open tothe public and ahall provide reaaonable oppor- 
tunitiea for the public to be heard. Provided however, that 
the Council may hold executive eeealona aa permitted by 
Subtitle 5 of Article 10 of the State Government Article, 
Subtitle “Meetinga” of the Annotated Code of Maryland. 

Section 2: To the extent that any Section of the Charter of 
the Town is in confiict with the provisions of Section 1 of the 
Resolution, such Section or Sections be and are hereby re- 
pealed to the extent of such conflict.

Largest Wind Turbine Facility In 
Eastern U.S. Proposed For Garrett 


One of the largest pro- 
ducers of wind generated 
electinity in the vuild 
submitted a formal applica- 
tion Monday to the Mary- 
land Public Service Com- 
mission secking expedited 
permission to construct up 
to 67 giant wind turbines on 
private lands akong the 
ridgetop of Backbone 
Mountain in Garrett Coun- 
ty. The Bethesda office of 
Clipper Windpower Inc., 
owned by General L:lectric, 
provided the 400-plus page 
application packet to a 
number of local and state 
Officials late this week. 

The proposed Allegheny 
Heights Windpower Facility 
was selected from four sites 
surveyed and evaluated by 
Clipper Windpower. Ihe 
facility would be composed 
of two sections, situated 
along the Backbone ridge- 
line according in the follow- 
ing general locations: 1) a 
northern section 3.3 miles 
long extending from Wild 
Turkey Rock (just south of 
Route 135) for 3.3 miles in 
a southwesterly direction to 
end just north of, the inter- 
section of I‘agle Rock and

Boiling Springs roads, and 
2) a southern section 5.3 
nutes in fength beginning 
just south of Bethlehem 
Road, extending southwest 
across Gorman Road and 
continuing on to terminate 
just northeast of Table 
Rock. 

Clipper Windpower 
claims its Garrett County 
windpower plant would 
generate up to 101 mega- 
watts of electricity if it 
constructs 67 turbines. Each 
turbine be composed of a 


262-foot tower, topped by a 
three-bladed rotor (similar 
to an airplane propeller), 
each blade approximately 
120 feet long. The total 
height from the ground to 
the tip of a blade pointing 
straight up would be ap- 
proximately 381 feet. 

The free-standing tur- 
bines, which would be.visi- 
ble for many miles in all 
directions, would resemble 
the 16 turbines currently in 
operation in Somerset 
County, Pa., just north of 
the Garrett County line.

Consequences Of Repealing Charter 


In response to a petition 
to repeal the Charter of 
Loch Lyan Helghrs spear- 
headed ty former Loch 
Lynn councilman Arthur 
Beckman, the town council 
of Loch Lynn has issued a 
list of consequences for res- 
idents to consider.

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Virus-Positive 
Bird Found In 
Garrett County 


The Marylaad Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) Labora- 
tories Administration has 
confirmed that two blue 
jays,.one from Garrett 
County and one from Tal- 
bot County, have tested 
positive for West Nile virus 
(WNV). 

The Garrett County bid 
was found in the 200 block 
of Orchid Street in Oak- 
land; the Talbot County 
bird was found in Easton. 
These birds are the first for 
each county to test positive. 

This brings the total of 
test-positive West Nile virus 
birds to 281 for Maryland in 
2002. 

Of those, 89 have been 
from Montgomery County, 
49 from Prince George’s 
County, 25 each from Anne 
Arundel and _ Baltimore 
counties, 23 from Charles 
County, 15 from Harford 
County, 11 each from Fred- 
erick County and Wéshing- 
ton counties, 10 from How- 
ard County, six from Carroll 
County, five from Baltimore 
City, three from Calvert 
County, two each from Ce- 
cil, Kent. and Oueen 
Anne’s counties and one 
each from Allegany, Gar- 
rett, and Talbot counties. 

The state has also re- 
corded one human case of 
WNYV in 2002. 

In addition, 29 mosquito 
pools, or samples of mos- 
quitoes, have tested posi- 
tive. 

Since May 8, the Mary- 
land Fublic Health Hot 
Topics Line has recorded 
over 16,000 reports of dead 
birds either via the Internet 
or from telephone calls.

Million Loan For White Face Farm 


Congressman Roscoe 
Bartlett presented a check 
yesterday for $10,982,100 to 
Garrett County commis- 
sioner Wendell Beitzel and 
Ron Petrella, Sanitary Dis- 
trict administrator, for 
construction of the White 
Face Farm Wastewater 
Treatment Facility in Mc- 
Henry. 

The funding is in the 
form of a 40-year term loan 
with 4.75 percent interest 
rate. The White Face facili- 
ty, located at the county 
airport, is expected to serve 
more than 4,800 households 
and is slated to be complet- 
ed in 2004. , 

Garrett, Allegany, and 
Washington County officials 
received checks totaling 
more than $13.5 million in 
loans and grants at a pre- 
sentation and briefing held 
at Rocky Gap Lodge in 
Cumberland. The three 
counties are among 377 
projects nationwide that 
were selected to receive 
One-time additional funds 
that are available as a result 
of the Farm Security and 
Rural Investment Act of 
2002, also known as the 
2002 Farin Bill. The monies 
will be used te improve 
water and wastewater infra- 
structure projects. 

"As a member of the 
conference cominittee that 
actually wrote the 2002 
Farm Bill, ensuring that 
rural Americans have safe 
drinking water was one of 
my top priorities,” said 
Bartlett.

Three Juveniles 
Found Safe After 
Saturday Search 


A search and rescie mis- 
sion resulted in the safe re- 
turn of three juvenile loys 
who got lost when they 
went for a walk in a heavily 
wooded section of north- 
eastern Garrett County Sat- 
urday night, according to 
the Maryland State Police 
at the McHenry barrack. 

The search, which was 
coordinated by the MSP, 
was carried out with the as- 
sistance of several police 
agencies, a local fire depart- 
ment, and numerous citizen 
volunteers. They located the 
boys nearly two hours after 
they were reported missing 
by a family member. 

Tke youths, two brothers 
ages 10 and 4, of the 15000 
block of National Pike, 
along with a visiting 14- 
year-old family friead from 
Confluence, Pa., went for a 
walk into the woods behind 
their house at approximate- 
ly 4:30 p.m. The area, 
roughly bordered by Old 
Meyersdale Road, National 
Pike, Church Run Road, 
and the Pennsylvania state 
line was described as a 
large heavily wooded site 
criss-crossed with numerous 
logging roads and all-terrain 
vehicle trails. 

When the trio did not 
return after several hours, 
the family of the two broth- 
ers began using an AlV to 
look for the group. When it 
grew dark and they still 
were not atte to tmd- the 
boys, family members con- 
tacted the MSP at approxi- 
mately 8:30 p.m. 

Tfc. J.B. Schlossnagle 
and McHenry barrack com- 
mander Lt. R. Resh began 
coordinating a search and 
rescue mission with assis- 
tance including Grantsville 
Volunteer Fire Department 
personnel, Maryland Park 
Service rangers, and many 
concerned friends and fami- 
ly. MSP helicopter Trooper 
5 was requested, but low- 
lying fog prevented its re- 
sponse. 

The boys were found at 
10:05 p.m. by a Cumberland 
City Police K-9 unit that 
had used its fourwheel 
drive vehicle to enter the 
woods via an access road. 
The three youths had ap- 
parently stayed together on 
the road waiting for rescu- 
ers to find them. They were 
checked by the Northern 
Garrett County Rescue 
Squad and determined to 
be in good health, and 
subsequently returned to 
their parents.

With Robinsons" 


"An Evening with Felix 
and Lucille Robinson” is the 
theme of a special fund- 
raising dinner/program be- 
ing sponsored by the Gar- 
rett County Historical Soci- 
ety and scheduled for Fri- 
day, Sept. 20, at Will Othe 
Wisp Restaurant, Decp 
Creek Lake. 

Felix Robinson was a lo- 
cal historian, writer, musi- 
cian, composer, and or- 
dained minister who was 
the founder of the Choir 
Festival in Mtn. Lake Park. 
The festival, which ran for 
11 seasons in the 1930s and 
*40s, was an ecumenical, 
choral worship program 
which featured choirs from 
nearly every Protestant de- 
nomination, Catholic, and 
Greek Orthodox churches 
from as far away as Pitts- 
burgh. Each choir would 
perform several numbers, 
and the finale would be a 
300-voice combined perfor- 
mance. 

Robinson also wrote the 
words and music for Oak- 
land’s centennial celebta- 
tion in 1949. "Nearly every- 
one in town was in that 
production,” stated Robin- 
son’s daughter Muriel 
Franc, who will be the guest 
speaker/performer at the 
Sept. 20 dinner. 

Lucille Robinson was 
likewise talented musically, 
as she was a sought-after 
pianist who accompanied a 
number of opera stars in 
New York City. "There was 
one occasion that an ac- 
companist became ill at a 
performance, and my moth- 
er stepped in on the spot 
and served as the accompa- 
nist, sight-reading the music 
as she went,” Franc said. 


Mrs. Robinson was the 
supeivisor of public music 
in Gettysburg, which is 
where she met Mr. Robin- 
son when he was a seminary 
student. After they were 
married the couple moved 
to Oakland, where she 
taught piano and voice for a 
number of years. 

Franc, an accomplished 
pianist herself, said her

Westernport Water 
Project Receives 
$650,000 Grant 


Congressman Roscoe 
Bartlett announced yester- 
day that Westernport will 
receive a $650,000 grant 
from the Appalachian Re- 
gional Commission (ARC). 
The grant money will work 
in conjunction with other 
local, state, and federal 
funds to install six miles of 
raw waterline. 

The grant will provide 
reliable, potable water to 
1,183 current water custom- 
ers and new water service 
to 34 households in the up- 
per Potomac region of Al- 
legany and Garrett counties.

The existing 10-inch raw 
waterline running from the 
Savage River Reservoir is 
more than 75 years oid, has 
extensive mineral deposits 
that reduce flow capacity, 
and is too small for the 
growing area. The new 16- 
inch waterline will triple 
possible flow production to 
meet regional growth needs 
for the next 25 years, ac- 
cording to Bartlett. 

The project also incorpo- 
rates regional cooperation 
as several Maryland com- 
munities and Mineral Coun- 
ty, W.Va., will be partnering 
for future access to the 
water.

If all goes as planned, by the end of next year 
Garrett County will be home to the largest wind 
wer electric generating operation in the eastern 
nited States. Clipper Windpower Inc., which has 
been responsible for the development of $1 billion of 
wind energy projects mostly in the western and mid- 
western United States, has apparently jumped 
through most of the hoops with various regulatory 
agencies and hopes to have its facility in operation 
by mid-December 2003. A letter was sent tnis week 
by the company’s attorneys to the Maryland Public 
Service Commission for its blessing, one of the final 
requirements. 
he equipment that will be used to generate an 
estimated 101 megawatts of electricity will be up to 
67 294-foot wind turbine towers with blades of up to 
262 feet in length. The towers will be stretcned 
across nearly 11 miles of the top cf the Backbone 
Mountain ridge. 

Something that is a bit unnerving about the pro- 

ject is that our office learned of it just last evening. 

here have been a few rumors from time to time, 
but we had no idea that an actual project was in the 
works and that things had progressed so far. The 
company now has a several-hundred-page application 
report, complete with the results of environmental 
impact studies (there are 43 pages that cover just the 
possible impact on birds!), scores of maps, photo- 
graphs, permits, etc. It is obvious that this company 
Is no stranger to the complicated application process. 

In general, the idea or poliution-free production of 
electricity is exceedingly appealing, given the envi- 
ronmental hazards of purning coai and disposing of 
nuclear waste. “Capturing” the ‘vind to produce 
electric power, and having no potentially harmful 
waste, is as good as it gets. The impact studies in- 
dicate that the effects on animal habitats and vegeta- 
tion will be nominal. As far as capacity, just one of 
these 1.5-megewatt towers can provide enough elec- 
tricity to serve 512 households, or an estimated 1,250 
people. A 67-tower operation then would provide 
power to over 34,000 homes, or over 83,000 pecple. 

But there are still some questions and at least a 
few conccrns that come to mind, especially when the 
planning process of a project of tnis magnitude is 
seemingly kept so hush-hush. 

What about the “visual pollution” that will be cre- 
ated by a 11-mile line of enormous towers across a 
previously all-natural mountain range, one that will 
be in sight for many miles? Will this somehow 
threaten the jobs of those local nersons in the mining 
incustry and coal-powered electric producing plants? 
Since wind-generated power is so much less expen- 
sive to produce, will consumers see a decrease in 
their electric bills? 

Copies of the application have been sent to a 
number of loca! agencies, including one for public 
perusal at the Ruth Enlow Library. Undoubtedly the 
general public will also have a number of questions 
about this project. But at this point, it appears that 
it is generally a "done deal.”

What a worthwhile pro- 
gram Jane Avery presented 
to the teachers of Southern 
High School, giving voice to 
the students who "fall 
through the cracks" and 
drop out of school. I ap- 
plaud her and her commit- 
tee’s efiorts. 

I'd like to suggesi anoth- 
er scenario as to why some 
students drop out, which is 
mental illness. If teachers 
knew the sympioms of some 
common iimesses, they 
might be able to help par- 
ents ard doctors make a 
diagnosis for a condition 
treatable with medication 
and therapy. 

For example, the August 
19 issue of Tune magazine 
features bipolar disorder in 
children and teens, which is 
on the increase, is under- 
diagnosed, and is often 
confused with other prob- 
lems, such as ADHD. It 
affects children differently 
than adults. In children and 
teens, they often have ex- 
treme low and high »noods 
that switch during each day. 

Teachers, if you have a 
student who is “not really 
there" and falling asleep 
during first or second peri- 
od, who is overly animaied 
or belligerent later in the 
day and into the night, ask 
the parents if any of the 
student's relatives have 
bipolar disorder, which used 
to be called manic depres- 
sion. If so, recommend that 
they consult a psychiatrist. 
Early intervention could 
lessen the severity of the 
course Of the illness, turn a 
student around academical- 
ly, or even prevent a sui- 
cide.

Have you wondered why 
we are having a real estate 
tax increase this year? I 
have. The county commis- 
sioners are using "double- 
speak" as they take credit 
for "keeping the tax rate the 
same as last year" while the 
county’s tax base rose 5.5%.

On the surface, 
they are buying an animal. 
But everyone knows that 
the reai investment is in the 
youth selling the animals 
and in the charitable orga- 
nizations that are often tne 
recipients of a donated 
purchase, 

I would encourage every 
adult, parent, and leader 
wao is involved with the 
youth raising these market 
animals to send a clear 
Message to those individuals 
that fall under the sound of 
their voice.

To the residents of Loch 
Lynn Heights, 

As mavor of Loch Lynn 
Heights, : feel that it is m 
duty to address and clarify 
some issues that may affect 
all of our citizens. A pro- 
posed attempt to dissolve 
our town charter has come 
to my attention. A former 
councilman and _ life-long 
resident of och Lynn, Art 
Beckman, stated to tie 
county commissioners that 
he is initiating an effort to 
eliminate the town govern- 
ment because he is opposed 
to the town’s recently au- 
thorized performance audit. 

"Public Notices" have 
been posted around town 
and printed in a local news- 

aper encouraging Loch 

ynn residents to sign a 
petition to do away with the 
town’s charter. By whose 
authority was this notice 
published? Other notices 
name a person or organiza- 
tion as being responsible for 
their content. This "Public 
Notice” contains misleading 
information regarding the 
repeal of another town’s 
charter. J wish to make it 
clear that the mayor and 
council are not responsible 
for the notices. 

Since the election of 
myself and council members 
Friend and Corley, a few 
people have done their best 
to undermine our efforts to 
improve town government. 
The outgoing and incum- 
bent officials did not help 
us to have a smooth transi- 
tion, and have ignored my 
requests for their participa- 
tion in the organization and 
planning necessary for 
running the town. We have 
CUUUIES Puulicauy Molival- 
ed harassment, vandalism, 
and lack of cooperation 
since we have been in of- 
fice. Valuable time that 
should be used on town 
business has been spent on 


countering anonymous and 
inaccurate letters, dealing 
with disorganized, outdated, 
and missing documents, and 
collecting thousands of 
doilars in past-due reve- 
nues. Our :naintenance 
supervisor has had to deal 
with ridicule, harassment, 
and being followed and 
videotaped in town, as well 
as at his home. 

This same small group of 
people circulated a petition 
after our election, claiming 
that the election was illegal- 
ly run. The town’s attorney 
wrote a letter asserting that 
there were no irregularities 
iu the election process, but 
it still cost the town several 
hundred dollars for legai 
fees.

An audit of town records 
was done by the state pros- 
ecutor before I was elected.

This 
was not paid for by the 


lown ~-- it was a state inves- 
tigation. Because this audit 
was scen only by the former 
town officials, then sealed 
and never made public, and 
because I have become 
aware of several irregulari- 
ties, 1 feel the citizens of 
the town deserve to have a 
serformance audit that will 
ye made public. This per- 
formance audit will com- 
pare past and cresent ad- 
ministrations. ft is being 
done by a non-partial firm 
selected by the towu's attor- 
ney, and will be done at a 
nominal cost. Councilper- 
sons O'Neill and Shaffer 
voted against this audit. 
They, aloug with Mr. Beck- 
man, were on the council 
during the years that were 
audited. And, they were 
among the few who were 
permitted to see the state 
prosecutor’s report. 

I will continue to work 
for the good of the majority 
of our citizens, and contin- 
ue to welcome questions or 
comments on matters per- 
taining to the town. Please 
consider carefully the con- 
sequences of losing our 
tcwn government.

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SERVING SARA 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:38 - Released 8/23/02 

Gee, I don’t know which movie to dislike more— 
Serving Sara or this week’s other local release, Andrew 
Niccol’s Simone. While Simone takes ahigh-minded idea 
and flube it, Sara doesn’t even try that hard. This is just 
another entry on the list of excruciatingly stupid com- 
edies designed to waste our time and take our money. 
Directed by Reginald Hudlin (House Party), it pairs two 
likeable, beautiful actors who apparently can only play 
one type of role, and presents them with a script (written 
by Spin City team Jay Scherick and David Ronn) that lets 
them do it, a script designed to appeal to moviegoers 
whose goal is to sit in an air-conditioned theater for 14 
hours with their brains on "pause" 

The story involves a New York City process server 
named Joe Tyler (Friends’s Matthew Perry, playing 
another intellectual fish-out-of-water), who states in an 
opening voiceover, "My job sucks." Aithough Joe would 
really like to be a Napa Valley winemaker, he is forced to 
settle for growing grapes in his Manhattan apartment 
and subpoena-serving for his boss, Ray (Cedric the Enter- 
tainer, playing another self-consciously conceited black 
man who dresses like a pimp). Joe has been in a slump 
lately, and the reason for this is that his jealous co- 
worker Tony (Vincent Pastore, playing another fat Italian 
thug) has been secretly informing Joe’s "marks" that 
they are about to be served in order to derail Joe’s efforts 
and get the commissions himself 

The latest such mark is Sara Moore (Elizabeth 
Hurley, playing another shallow, flawless beauty). Be- 
fore Joe arrives to serve her with divorce papers from her 
husband Gordon, a wealthy Texas cattle rancher (Bruce 
Campbell, playing a stereotyped, cowboy-hatted good- 
ole-boy), Tony warns her witha phone call, hoping he can 
make it to her first. Although she tries to escare, Joe 
finally tracks her down, mentioning that she stands to 
get a much smaller settlement than ifishe had initiated 
the divorce. Then the two strike a deal: if Joe will agree 
to destroy her papers and help her serve Gordon first, she 
will give him 10% of her expected $10 million settlement, 
(or $1 million), allowing him to retire and play with his 
grapes. The rest of the film follows the pair as they travel 
to Texas to serve Gordon (pursued by Tony, who wants 
to serve Sara), and getting involved in such wackily 
uncharacteristic activities as bovine masturbation and 
monster truck rallies. And, of course, falling in love. 

What can I say about a movie like this? It will appeal 
to its target audience in the way cotton candy appeals to 
a kid at the county fair. It’s insubstantial, quickly gone, 
and leaves no lasting effect except perhaps a mild case of 
sugar shock. If you've got too much money and too little 
to do, and you're a fan of Friends and/or Estee Lauder 
commercials, Serving Sara is perfect for you. Otherwise, 
serve yourself—and wait for the rental. **

pass. In Andrew Niccol’s Sirnone, Pacino plays a washed- 
up movie director who, when he can no longer get 
high-profile actcrs to work with him, resorts to using a 
computerized woman to star in his films. Like Gattaca, 
which was also written and directed by Niccol, this film 
takes a moderately interesting idea and dumbs it down to 
the point that it becomes offensively simplistic, a good 
concept wasted on the Hollywood idea of what sells. Still, 
the presence of talent like Pacino and Catherine Keener 
(whose turn in Being John Malkovich got her an Oscar 
nomination) makes a big difference, taking what could be 
a total waste of time and making it at least watchable. 

Although Viktor Taransky (Pacino) was once a suc- 
cessful, sought-after director, the failure of his last 
several films and his recent well-publicized statements 
about the difficulty of working with "prima donna actors” 
has made him a pariah in the industry. While his 
production company exec and ex-wife Elaine (Catherine 
Keener) wants to help him salvage his career, the 
departure of his latest leading lady (played temperamen- 
tally by Wynona Ryder) casts the future of his current 
film project in doubt. However, when a dying computer 
whiz (Elias Koteas) bequeathes him acomputer program 
called Simulation One ("Sim One" for short—get it?), his 
troubles are over. “Simone” is a perfect, beautiful, com- 
puter-generated actress (played two-dimensionally by 
supermodel Rachel Roberts) whose performance and 
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appearance can be digitally niunipulated on a nuge 
computer screen. Want the eyes of Natalie Wood and the 
singing voice of Madonna? Just type it in. Fuller lips, 
smaller eyebrows? Type it in. With the aid of a micro- 
hone and ascanning camera, Viktor can even epeak her 
ines and make the necessary body movements, and 
Simone will mimic him perfectly, ever accommodating, 
never talking back, always respectfully addressing him 
as "Mr. Taransky.” Hey, I think I want one of those. 
When he edits her into his movie in place ofiRyder’s 
character, the film is a global success. But as soon as the 


“ public sees Simone’s performance, everybody (including 


Elaine) wants an interview, not to mention a 5-picture 
deal, with the hot new starlet. Suddenly, Viktor’s dream 
actress turns into a pixellated monster, forcing him to 
live amonumental lie for fear of being exposed as a fraud. 

The premise behind Simone is interesting; the idea 
of a virtual actor being so lifelike she’s taken for a real 
person is a circumstance which could become a reality in 
the not-too-distant future (see Final Fantasy if you want 
proof of that). But Niccol’s story line and screenplay 
depend on every other character in the movie having the 
mental capacity of a toaster. It is grating to watch such 
an intelligent actress as Keener (not to mention Evan 
Rachel Wood, who is wasted in the role of Viktor’s 
teenage daughter) being forced to feign doe-eyed igno- 
rance to a deception any 4-year-old cculd figure out 

.Ultimately, Simone is a missed opportunity: what 
could be a biting commentary on the dehumanization of 
entertainment devolves into an utterly tedious one-joke 
farce, with a tired-looking Pacino enduring ever more 
preposterous situations as his beleagured character at- 
tempts to cover his tracks. Furthermore, the comic 
premise (temperamental director tries to revive his 
career while hiding dreadful secret from everyone in- 
cluding his ex-wife/producer) is strikingly similar to 
Woody Allen's recent outing, Hollywood Ending. Nice 
try, Mr. Niccol-—but Woody did it better. **

Local Reservoirs 
Being Tapped For 
DC Water Supply 


Garrett County’s Savage 
River and Jennings Ran- 
dolph reservoirs are both 
being tapped to augment 
the dwindling water supply 
of the Washington, D.C., 
metropolitan area. For 
nearly two weeks the Inter- 
state Commission on the 
Potomac River Basin has 
been releasing water from 
both reservoirs into the Po- 
tomac River, and the first 
suige of extra water 
reached the nation’s capital 
on Monday. Officials said it 
usually takes 8 to 10 days 
for water from Garrett 
County to reach D.C. water 
intake systems.

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Garrett College, DNR Help Extend 
"Good Neighbor Policy" To Brazil 


by David Foster 

Tourist time never seems 
to go out of season in Gar- 
rett County, but a group of 
visiting university students 
stood out from the crowd 
recently. Garrett College, 
already known for its out- 
reach to the Eastern Euro- 
pean nation of Estonia, and 
some local state parks and 
forests managed by the De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources hosted eight Brazil- 
ian students and two of 
their professors for three 
days as they got first-hand 
exposure to the "American 
way” of managing natural 
resources. 

With nearly the same 
amount of land as the Unit- 
ed States, Brazil has little 
more than half of our popu- 
latiou. Most of its people 
are concentrated in crowd- 
ed coastal cities, while the 
Mation’s vast interior re- 
Mains a remote frontier di- 
vided almost evenly be- 
tween the thick jungles of 
the Amazon basin in the 
norti: and the rugged 


mountainous higtlends of 
the south. Such a huge 
amount of space so sparecly 
settled by humans may 
seem an unlikely setting for 
environmental and resource 
Management worries, but 
the vast interior, as well as 
thousands of miles of coast- 
line, are showing the ill ef- 
fects of decades of human 
impact. 

Brazil's immense Ama- 
zon rainforest is slowly 
being chewed away in com- 
paratively tiny sections by 
poor (and  not-so-poor) 
farmers and developers who 
have been burning their 
land-ciearing fires — visible 
from outer space — day 
and night for years. Unique 
species of animals and 
plants are facing extinction. 
The coastline and offshore 
waters, home to some of 
the best fishing grounds in 
the world, are suffering 
.from the twin perils of pol- 
lution and overharvesting. 

Tackling these and other 
problems is a big job, one 
obviously better done soon-

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across the state. During al- 
ternating summers the U. of 
Md. sends a delegation of 
iis own natural resources 
Management students to 
Brazil to learn how their 
disciplines can help solve 
problems in other countries, 
and improve the entire 
planet’s ecosystem in doing 
so. 

"We have a varied group 
of students with us, each of 
whom went through a very 
competitive process to get 
into this program,” UFRRJ 
professor Laerte Grisi com- 
mented as he and his grcup 
took a guided boat tour of 
Deep Creek Lake skippered 
by Steve Stallings of Nature 
Lake Tours, with commen- 
tary provided by DNR nat- 
uralist Todd Metz. "We not 
only represent the environ- 
mental sciences, but we 
have agriculture, veterinary 
medicine, and engineering 
students. We feel it’s very 
important ihat our students 
realize the environment is a 
common thread that runs 
through each of these fields, 
as well as others.” 

While Metz’s presenta- 
tion touched on a wide 
cross-section of the history 
and geology. of Deep Creek 
Lake, it focused on how pri- 
vate and public entities 
have come together to 
make the lake a resource 
for a number of different 
uses by a variety of people 
both in and away from the 
county. He pointed out that 
DCL is an electricity-pro- 
viding resource for consum- 
ers many miles from the 
county, while at the same 
time it provides a myriad of 
recreational activities for 
residents and visitors both 
on and alongside its waters, 
and downstream from its 
dam along the Youghioghe- 
ny River. 

Although America’s 
management of its natural 
resources is sotaetimes crit- 


icized by some of its own 5 


citizens, the Brazilian dele- 
gation was nothmg if not 
impressed by what they 
found at the lake, and dur- 
ing tours of the Savage Riv- 
er State Forest, Cranesville 
Swamp, Swallow Falls State 
Park, and the Center for 
Adventuresports and Out- 
door Studies at Garrett 
College. At each stop they 
discussed how the facility or 
program plays a vital role in 
current and future natural 
resource preservation and 
management. 


“You have a huge struc- f 


ture supporting environ- 
mental programs here; 
that’s something we don’t 
have that back home in 
Brazil,” commented Renata 
Fonseca, a graduate student 
Studying environmental sci- 
ence. "Our people don’t yet 
see environmental preserva- 
tion as a priority. They 
think because we have so 
much land, if an ecosystem 
is damaged in one area they 
can just move on to another 
location without = worry. 
Right now there’s not a suf- 
ficient effort to provide 
education to change these 
attitudes, but it is beginning 
to change,” the 24-year old 
stated. 

“We need local and state 





park systems like you have 
here in America,” Professor 
Grisi stated as he echoed 
Fonesca’s concern. “We 
have national parks, but if 
we had smaller parks that 
were more accessible to 


more citizens, we could take 
elementary and secondary 
school students out into na- 
ture and show them the im- 
portance of, and strategies 
for, protecting the environ- 
ment.” Nearly 3,000 school 
students visit DCL State 
Park and its Discovery Cen- 
ter each year, for example, 
and most of them take a 
Nature Lake Tour boat ride 
that includes an educational 
presentation about the lake. 


Our strategies for habitat 
preservation particularly im- 
pressed undergraduate vet- 
erinary medicine student 
Mariana Moreira Bezerra, 
21. “We're seeing how your 
country manages and makes 
homes for different species, 
such as your deer and 
bears. We have a huge 
number of different species 
in Brazil, but we don’t know 


them or their habitats. I 
want to work with wild ani- 
mals in my country, where, 
for example, we have many 
turtles. Our turtle popula- 
tion is feeling pressure from 
people who kill them to eat 
their meat and make crafts 
from their shells to sell to 
tourists, and from pollution. 
We need to educate people, 
and also provide managed 
alternatives to such random 
killing.” 

Preservation was just one 
of the many natural re- 
source-oriented topics the 
Brazilians studied during 
ther three-day stay in the

county. Among the other 
local experts the students 
heard from were Kevin 
Dodge, Natural Resources 
and Wildlife program direc- 
tor at Garrett College, who 
discussed how a college 
program can help contrib- 
ute to the effectiveness of 
natural resource profes- 
sionals; NRWT professor 
Peter Skysltad, who shared 
the successful restoration 
story of the Kempton Mine 
doser project, which uses 
limestone as an “antacid” to 
treat acid mine drainage; 
and Savage River State For- 
est manager Larry Maxim, 
who led a tour detailing for- 
est management practices. 
The Garrett County visit 
was arranged in large part 
through the efforts of local 
resident Offutt Johnson, a 
retired DNR naturalist and 
a Park and Resources Con- 
servation Foundation repre- 
sentative. Johnson said that 
the exchange program also 
has much to offer for 
Americans in these troubled 
times.

The Brazilian students 
concurred with those senti- 
ments, saying they benifited 
greatly from their visit. 
"We've seen many new and 
different approaches to a 
lot of the same problems 
we face in Brazil," Bezerra 
explained. "It would be dif- 
ficult to apply everything 
we've learned, but we've 
been able to see what 
works; now we can go home 
and get started.”

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USPS To Release 
Pet Spay/Neuter 
Promotion Stamps 


The United States Postal 
Service has announced the 
Sept. 20 issuance of two 37- 
cent first class stamps to 
help raise public awareness 
of tke health, behavioral, 
and societal benefits of 
having pets spayed or neu- 
tered. 

Locally, Partners for 
Animal Welfare and Safety 
(PAWS) and Taco Bell will 
join the Oakland Post Of- 
fice for the stamp unveiling 
ceremony, which will take 
place in front of the post 
office on Friday, Sept. 20, 
at 11 a.m. 

The public is invited to 
join postal employees, 
PAWS volunteers, the man- 
agement of Taco Bell, local 
officials and civic leaders, 
members of the veterinary 
community, and others in- 
terested in animal welfare 
for this free event. PAWS 
will be offering a spay/ 
neuter "information station" 
with free literature at the 
Oakland facility as well as 
the Swanton and Friends- 
ville post offices. 

The stamps feature two 
animals that were adopted 
from a Connecticut animal 
shelter: Kirby the puppy 
and Samantha the kitten. 
The release of the stamp is 
the culmination of a nation- 
al grassroots campaign by 
thousands of citizens, polliti- 
cians, community leaders, 
animal welfare groups, vet- 
erinarians, and celebrities to 
draw attention to the issue 
of pet overpopulation, ac- 
cording to a spokesperson. 

To carry the spay/neuter 
and responsible pet owner- 
ship messages to local 
schools, PAWS and Taco 
Bell will sponsor a poster 
contest for children in 
gradeskindergarten through 
8. The contest is being pro- 
moted via the art programs 
of grade and middle schools 
in the county. Kindergarten 
through second graders are 
being asked to create post- 
ers showing "How To Be A 
Good Pet Owner,” while 
students in grades 3 
through 8 are creating pos- 
ters to stamp out pet over- 
population by telling people 
‘Why It’s Important To 
Spay or Neuter Pets." 

Home-schooled children 
in the county are invited to 
Participate in ths program 
as well, a spokesperson 
noted. Contest fact shcets, 
rules, and entry forms can 
be obtained bv calling a 
PAWS volunteer at 301- 
334-2699, The deadline for 
submitting posters is Sept. 
30. ‘The winning posters will 
be displayed at the Oakland 
Post Office through the Au- 
tumn Glory Festival week- 
end and will then be posted 
at various locations 
throughout the county until 
Thanksgiving. 

In order to maximize the 
stamp’s spay/neuter mes- 
sage, Taco Bell and PAWS 
are sponsoring several radio 
and newspaper ads designed 
to increase local awareness 
of the fact that "spaying or 
neutering is the simplest, 
most humane, and most 
sensible way pet owners can 
stem the tide of unwanted 
animals entering shelters 
daily," the spokesperson. 
These ads will run for sev- 
eral days before and after 
the stamp is issued. 

"It is our hope that this 
collaborative effort with 
Taco Bell will be the first in 
a series of partnerships with 
local businesses and civic 
groups to help PAWS raise 
awareness and improve ani- 
mal welfare in Garrett 
County through the media. 
We are taking the stamp re- 
lease as an opportunity to 
launch a spay/neuter educa- 
lion initiative, and invite 
broader community partici- 
pation and support,” the 
PAWS spokesperson said. 

"Nationally 5 to 6 million 
adoptable yet unwanted an- 
imals are destroyed annu- 
ally simply because there 
are not enough homes for 
them,” she continued. "In 
Garrett County, 1,316 ani- 
mals entered the shelter in 
2001: 568 dogs and 748 
cats. Two hundred forty- 
four dogs and 571 cats were 
euthanized. Only 41 ot the 
animals, about 3 percent, 
that came to the shelter 
were spayed or neutered 
prior to entering.”

but never exhibited any 
symptoms, said Glotfelty. 

Those most affected are 
the very young, the elderly, 
and persons with sup- 
pressed immune systems. 
Only about two percent of 
those who do contract the 
virus show any symptoms, 
and of those few, only 
about one in 100 persons 
will become ill, said Glotfel- 
ly. 

"The point is not to pan- 
ic,” he said. Additionally, 


three things have to be in 
place for the virus to thrive: 
a dense mosquito popula- 
_ tion, a large population of 
infected birds, and a dense 
population of susceptible 
humans. 


"We're fortunate in Gar- 
rett County not to have a 
lot of dense pockets of mos- 
quitoes,” said the director. 
He said only certain types 
of mosquitoes carry the vi- 
rus from one infected bird 
to another, before, maybe, 
eventually intecting a hu- 
man. Humans cannot get 
the virus from infected ani- 
mals or infected humans, 
stressed Glotfelty. 

The key to containing 
the virus is controlling mos- 
quitoes, he added. The 
Health Department has 
been monitoring mosquitoes 
in the county for sorae time 
and will continue to do so. 

As an added precaution, 
he suggested that residents 
decrease their risk of being 
bitten by mosquitoes by 
periodically draining shal- 
low water places where they 
thrive and using insect re- 
pellent containing DEET. 

The health officer added 
that advancements in treat- 
ments for the virus were 
beiag made.

Once the 
trailers are full, no more 
lires will be collected, even 
if it is not 1 p.m. yet. There 
is also a 10-tire limit per 
household and no munici- 
palites will be allowed to 
drop off tires. 

"I encourage the public 
to participate,” said Love. 
More information about the 
event will be published later 
in The Republican. 

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday noted that four tons of 
cardboard had been collect- 
ed so far in the cardboard 
recycling project. He and 
Love are planning to ex- 
pand the project to other 
collection sites as soon as 
more containers become 
available. 

Holliday added that the 
Solid Waste Recycling 
Committee would be rein- 
stated and invited all those 
interested in recycling to 
join. 

General Services 

Gary Mullich, director of 
General Services, reported 
that the consultants working 
on the new detention center 
project had .submitted a 
needs assessment report. 
The consultants estimated 
that during the next 25 
years the county would 
need a 100-bed facility to 
house inmates. 

The cousullants also cs- 
limated that a 40,000 
square-foot campus-like fa- 
cility housing the detention 
center, Sheriff's Office, and 
Emergency Management 
would cost $9 million to 
construct and require five 
to six acres of land. 

"The consultants are 
looking at funding options,” 
said Mullich. Tentatively, it 
appears that the state might 
fund 60 percent or more of 
the detention center portion 
of the project. Monies may 
also be available for an 
Emergency Management 
unit as well, said Mullich. 

Commissioner Wendell 
Beitzel said the consultants 
need to Icok at a type of 
center that could be located 
within a municipality and 
questioned why they were 
focusing on a large carapus- 


like setung. 

Mullich said the consul- 
tants were first focusing on 
the square footage of a 
center and were not ruling 
out a type of facility that 
could be located in an ur- 
ban setting. 

A request for property 
has to be issued, an actual 
site and design chosen, and 
a public hearing he!d before 
any construction work can 
be done on a detention cen- 
ter. 

Community Action 

Bettzel asked Duane Yo- 
der, Community Action 
Committee president, about 
the guidelines for residents 
who will live in McHenry 
Mountain Village. The 
commissioner said some 
residents had expressed 
concerns about potential 
crime problems at the com- 
plex when it is eventually 
finished. Some _ residents 
fear a "Bradley-Manor" style 
of management, he noted, 
and asked Yoder to allevi- 


ate those fears. 

"This project is no differ- 
ent than any other of the 
projects that we've done,” 
said Yoder, noting that the 
village will be similar to the 
recently completed Cassel 
Ridge East development in 
Grantsville and the Over- 
look Center in Oakland 

The president said he 
asked the Sheriff's Office to 
alert him of any crime 












trends at Community Ac- 
tion housing complexes. “I 
haven't experienced any un- 
usual patterns of crimes or 
received any calls from the 
Sheriffs Office,” said Yo- 
der. 

The complex at McHenry 
will have 40 units with one, 
two, and three bedrooms, as 
well as town houses, he 
said. Additionally, potential 
renters will be job holders, 
earning 50 percent of the 
median income. Rent rates 
have not been set yet, but 
Yoder estimated that rent- 
ers would pay about $310 to 
$415 per month. 

Yoder noted that 96 per- 
cent of the persons on the 
waiting list to live at the 
Mountain Village have Gar- 
rett County addresses. 

Lisa Thayer Welch, 
state’s attorney, added that 
her office works directly 
with the management of 
housing units that receive 
grant funding and is alerted 
of any tenants breaking the 
law. She added that tenants 
know that ary violation, es- 
pecially those involving 
drugs, will result in their 
removal from the units.

special taxing district, possi- 
bly governed by an elected 
or county-eppointed board 
of directors, to pay for the 
costs of taking over services 
to citizens and to pay any 
outstanding debts. 

® Residents would lose 
the right to pass ordinances 
to regulate town policies. 
There would be no zoning 
to protect property rights. 
There would be no control 
over utility companies dig- 
ging up and repairing 
Streets and no town input to 
regulate low-income hous- 
ing. Residents would lose 
the ability to add new mu- 
nicipal services in the future 
if the county is unwilling or 
unable to provide them. 

@ Each vote counts as 1 
in approximately 300 in 
Loch Lytun. Each vote is 1 
in 30,000 in the county. 
Garrett County towns have 
more say in their govern- 
ments due to Home Rule 
than does the county which 
is ruled by state legislature. 
Residents would lcse their 
community's clout as a po- 
litical subdivision of the 
state, and also lose the 
ability to utilize elected 
town officials to appeal di- 
rectly to county and state 
officials on the community's 
behalf. 

® There would be no 
elected officials such as 
mayor and council, or town 
employees such as mainte- 
nance supervisor or clerk to 
personally contact when in- 
dividuals have problems or 
questions. 

@ The Garrett County 
Sanitary District would 
handle sewer emergencies, 
rather than residents having 
immediate help from town 
maintenance.

Continued from Page A-1 
The Laboratories Adminis- 
tration has tested over 1,000 
birds from Maryland. 

"State, local, and federal 
agencies are continuing 
their collaborative efforts to 
carefully monitor for West 
Nile virus to ensure the 
public's health and safety,” 
said DHMH secretary Dr. 
Georges C. Benjamin. "The 
public can help by educat- 
ing themselves on preven- 
tion and by reporting any 
recently dead or dying crow, 
blue jay, grackie, or raptor 
on the Hot Topics Line at 
1-866-866-CROW (2769)." 
Reports may also be made 
via the Internet at http://ed- 
cp.org/wn/htmlwndeadbird.- 
cfm. 

Citizens are urged to 
monitor their yards and gar- 
dens for standing water that 
serves as breeding grounds 
for mosquitoes. 

Residents are encour- 
aged to iake the following 
steps to help minimize the 
mosquito population: 

Clean rain gutters to al- 
low water to flow freely. 

@Remove old tires or 
drill holes in the tires used 
as playground equipment.

locations, that project of 
Community Energy Inc. 
produces a total of 24 meg- 
awatts of energy, and is 
currently the largest wind 
farm in the eastern U.S. 
Clippers application 
expressly requests that the 
Public Service Commission 
expedite its approval pro- 
cess by waiving a two-year 
advance notice requirement 
of the state. The company 
Projects a six- to eight- 
month construction period, 
and said that “in order for 
the facility to be economi- 
cally wable, Clipper must be 
eligible for Federal Produc-

tion Tax Credit.” That cred- 
it is scheduled to expire on 
Jan 1, 2004; therefore, the 
facility must be operational 
no later than Dec. 31 of 
next year. 

The company stated that 
it would like to begin con- 
Struction this coming 
March, employing up to 174 
people during the building 
phase. Once operational, 
the Allegheny Heights 
Windpower Facility would 
require approximately six 
on-site employees to man- 
age and maintain the opere- 
tion. 

The company estimates 
as much as 101 megawatts 
could be produced by the 
facility, enough electricity to 
provide power for over 


34,000 homes, or nearly 
84,000 people. The electrici- 
ty would be delivered into 
the grid vie company lines 
connecting to the large 
Allegheny Power Company 
transmission lines that 
traverse the southern end of 
the proposed northern site, 
and the power would be 
sold into the wholesale or 
retail market. The company 
said potential customers 
could include large whole- 
sale purchasers such as 
power marketing firms and 
load-serving entities that 
direct power to areas of 
greatest demand when 
needed. 

Because the project does 
not have a signed power 
purchase agreement, project 
revenues have not been 
determined. Income to the 
private landowners hosting 
the wind turbines also re- 
mains undetermined be- 
cause they will be paid a 
percentage of project reve- 
nues. Clipper did provide 
the state with these approxi- 
mate projections in the 
following areas: $9,000 in 
annual state income tax 
revenue; $4,900 in annual 
Garrett County income tax 
revenue; and $500,000 in 
property taxes. 

Garrett County commis- 
sioner Ernie Gregg wel- 
comed the project, saying 
he and his fellow commis-

TRIALS AND TRIUMPH 
by Dan Mués 


On Saturday morning 
there was an unusual east- 
west front hanging over us 
that extended from the 
Mid-west all the way to 


_ New Jersey, and this front 


had been around for several 
days. It led to fairly unsta- 
ble and unpredictable 
weather for us. By Saturday 
evening we had a rather 
sharp thunderstorm, as the 
front finally passed through, 
but that afternoon the wind 
was heavy with dark, omi- 
tous clouds scudding by. 
Out at the starting line the 
wind seemed to be about 10 
knots W, but there were 
gusts way over 15. 

We were first for a while 
after the start, but we just 
could not hold it. We had 
trouble getting the jib back 
in after a puff, and we were 
sailing with the mainsail 
mostly luffing. After the 
second windward mark we 
were in last place. On the 
downwind leg with the spin- 
naker up we had to harden 
up to get around Turkey 
Neck Point. Ted Rissell in 
Nemesis was just to the lee 
of us, and he wisely took 
down his spinnaker. 

A blast of air hit us with 
the spinnaker around to the 
side, and we started to go 
over. I could not bear off to 
get the spinnaker in front of 
us because Ted, and then 
dry land, were too close. So 
I let go of the spinnaker 
sheet, and the sail went fly- 
ing. We got the boat back 
under control, and we con- 
sidered taking the spinnaker 
down. But the wind had 
swung back behind us, and 
I decided to try to get the 
spinnaker filled again. But 
as we pulled the spinnaker 
sheets back in, we saw that 
the starboard sheet had be- 
come wrapped around the 
end of the boom. We tried 
jibing twice to see if we 
could free it as it went by, 
but to no avail. In the end 
we let go of the inboard 
end of that spinnaker sheet 
so it would not impede the 
boom, and we took the 
spinnaker down. We fin- 
ished the race in last place, 
and we were two tired sai- 
lors. 

But instead of a leisurely 
reach home, we fought the 
freshening wind up through 
the slot and then all the 
way back to our mooring. 
The wind was now up to I5 
knots with puffs up to 25. I 
missed the mooring buoy 
the first time, and on the 
second try, as I missed it 
again, our mainsheet got 
snagged on the buoy and 
the wind swung us around. 
Fearless crew Marilyn File- 
myr climbed out on the 
transom and freed us. I was 
able to get control of our 
boat with only a_ slight 
bump of another moored 
"Scot, and we went into the 
dock to unrig and recover. 

With the storm passed, 
Sunday was just about per- 
fect. There were scattered 
clouds and, though there 
were a few dead spots, the 
wind was mostly 4 to 7 
knots NW. At our start it 
looked like the committee 
boat end of the line was go- 
ing to be favored on a star- 
board tack. That meant that 
all the boats would be try- 
ing to start at the commit- 
tee boat. I decided to opt 
for cleaner air and start in 
the middle. But as we came 
up to one minute it looked 
like the wind was swinging 
to the SW, which would 
favor a port tack start at 
the pin end. With 30 sec- 
onds to go I headed for the 
pin on starboard tack and 
tacked onto port as the gun 
went off. We had the fleet 
by a couple of boat-lengths 
and managed to hold on to 
the lead for our second win 
of the series. 

Alan and Lynn Silver- 
man, who have run hot and 
cold this summer, got first 
in the Flying Scot B Fleet 
on Sunday. And Charles 
and Sareh Buffington sailed 
very well in the Flying Scot 
A Pitt, Wan = Second on 
wicked Saturday and a first 
on Sunday. 

This weekend is Labor 
Day weekend and our Com- 
modore’s Regatta. Races 


will start at noon. If you 
have access to a motorboat, 
come out to watch the 
Starts; they are quite inter- 
esting. Bring a pair of bin- 
oculars and stand off to one 
side or the other at least 
200 feet away so the sailors 
have maneuvering room. 
Motor only at a no-wake 
speed. At first it looks like 
random, almost "Brownian," 
movement of sails. Then, a 
few seconds before the 
Start, it coalesces into a co- 
herent drive for the starting 
line.

The "Garrett County Effect" was partly responsible for 
the excellence of the Deep Creek Syniphony. The 37- 
member ensemble consisted of top free-lance musicians 
from New York, New Jersey, Pitteburgh, and Philadelphia. 
Used to lives of constant stress — rehearse, teach, prac- 
tice, perform, often all on the same day — their week in 
McHenry, Oakland, and Mountain Lake Park, where they 
were housed with gracious volunteers, relaxed them. The 
stresses of rehearsal and performance were still there, but 
everything else fell away like dead skin from a snake. 

We could hear it in the playing. There was a high de- 
gree of easy self-assuredness and security which resulted 
in smiles from the players as they tossed off difficult pas- 
sages with aplomb. 

On Friday night the audience leaped to its feet as cell- 
ist Borislav Strulev concluded Tchaikovsky's Rococo Vari- 
ations. It was the proper response to a performance which 
provided an insight into the way a Russian native can 

"speak" the language with a depth of expression that con- 
nects with the listener. The slow sections in particular had 
the quality of ethnic song, though Strulev never tried to 
use overtly folk-style playing. His ability to span the range 
from light elegance to fiery virtuosity transcended nation- 
ality. 

Yet there was an unusual aggressiveness in his vision of 
the piece. The emphaisis on big attacks resulted in a ca- 
denza which was a series of fragments rather than a co- 
herently building whole. 

Conductor David Wroe ensured tight ensemble through 
precise beats and eye contact with both the soloist and the 
members of the orchestra. Thus when orchestral players 
had to be synchronous with the soloist the match was im- 
peccabie. 

With the approach of the first anniversary of the at- 
tacks of September 11, conductor Wroe chose to include 
Arvo Pirt’s evocative In Memoriam Benjamin Britten for 
strings and single chime. He told the audience that the 
work's descending scale patterns could be symbolic of fall- 
ing tears, falling buildings, or the depths of mourmng. He 
requested that there be no applause at the end. The per- 
formance was riveting, as Wroe kept the gradual growth 
of intensity well paced, each new layer of sound emerging 
with subtlety. 

The evening concluded with the anodyne to In Memori- 
am, Beethoven’s joyous Symphony No. 8. The precision of 
the orchestra gave the work’s dialogues between instru- 
ments the feel of a crisp and witty cocktail party. All the 
soloists were excellext, but one must give particular nods 
to bassoonist James Jeter and hornists Daniel Grabois and 
Theresa MacDonnell. 

Again the audience rose as one to app!aud. 

Given his request for silence after the Part Memoriam, 
it would have been more effective had Wroe asked the 
full orchestra to be on stage during that work, then begun 
the joyous Beethoven with barely a pause. As it was, the 
sense of artistic juxtaposition which Wroe wanted was sub- 
verted when he left the stage, the winds came on, the or- 
chestra tuned up, and then he made a second entrance. 

On Saturday evening, juxtaposition of Americanism, 
mourning, and, on this occasion, exotic excitement was the 
theme. 

Baritone Richard Hobson (Metropolitan Opera and 
New York City Opera) was in fine voice, relaxed and in 
control as he sang the eight widely varied Old American 
Folksongs in settings by Aaron Copland. The audience 
favorites were the funny songs: "I Bought Me a Cat" and 
"Ching-A-Ring Chaw,” which he delivered at patter-song 
speed with great good humor. But in "Long, Long Ago,” 
"Praises of Zion” (later used with different words in his 
opera The Tender Land), and "At the River," Hobson’s lyr- 
ical line was warm and touching. 

To give variety to the concert, conductor David Wroe

for 23 independent string players. It was composed by 
Strauss during the waning days of World War I] as he 
mourned the destruction as a result of the Nazis of all he 
valued in German culture. He himself had spent the pow- 
er of his fame to save his Jewish daughter-in-law and 
grandchild from being sent to the camps. 

The music includes sad, distorted quotes from some of 
his own music. But he most notably uses the "Marche 
funebré" of Beethoven's Eroica Symphony and the four 
fate-filled "di-di-di-dah” notes of the Fifth Symphony as 
the main thematic material of the work. Conducting with- 
out a score, Wroe drew every bit of pathos, sadness, and 
resignation from the music. The silence at the conclusion

nance tends to eat up most 
of our funds, so it can be 
really tough to purchase 
new equipment. This money 
will allow us to buy some 
much-needed equipment 
that will help us protect our 
citizens and their property." 

The Oakland department 
already has the following 
three areas earmarked for 
much-needed purchases, 
Shaffer said: 

@New fire hoses and 
nozzles — For the last 20 
years, the Oakland VFD 
has only been able to pur- 
chase surplus fire hoses pre- 
viously used by other com- 
panies. "We've also been 
forced to clean the hoses 
that have been used on a 
call and put the wet hoses 
right back on the truck" 
stated Shaffer, "and in the 
wintertime hoses can freeze 
on the way back to the sta- 
tion from a call. With new 
hoses, we'll be able to put 
fresh dry hoses onto the 
truck after a call, and let 
the ones used on a call dry 
out.” 

@High pressure air cas- 
cade system — The Oak- 
land VFD possesses the 
only high-pressure air cas- 
cade equipment in Garrett 
County, while all other 
county VFDs use low-pres- 
sure systems. By installing a 
high-pressure refill system 
at the Oakland station, the 
Oakland department will 
not have to call in assis- 
tance from other high-pres- 
sure system users, such as 
the Tri-Towns or McCoole 
VFDs, in order to refill its 
system. Oakland will pur- 
chase 20 large air tanks and 
a new compressor to fill 
those cylinders, which will 
provide first responders 
with 60 minutes of air. Cur- 
rently, the Oakland VFD 
has only four small air tanks 
for the entire fire depart- 
ment. 

e@Rapid Intervention Air 
Packs — The department 
will purchase three rapid in- 
tervention air packs, self- 
contained units utilized to 
quickly deliver an air supply 
to trapped persons in a 
burning building, a col- 
lapsed ditch, or other emer- 
gency situation. Each unit 
will be equipped with one 
of the devices. 

The LaVale VFD will 
use its $47,056 to purchase 
a new thermal imaging de- 
vice. This new technology 
will enable firefighters to 
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find people in smoke-filled 
buildings or other kow visi- 
bility situations who may be 
hurt or otherwise unable to 
get out of the buildings 
themselves. This technology 
is particularly useful in nur- 
sing homes, assisted living 
facilities, and schools. The 
LaVale department will also 
use a portion of this money 
for a new large-diameter 
fire hose, increasing the 
amount of water and water 
pressure in the hose. 

The Funkstown VFD will 
use its $198,000 grantto re- 
place two aging firefighting 
vehicles, a 1982 four-wheel 
drive equipped with a near- 
ly 50-year-old pump rated 
at 500 gallons per minute, 
and a 1967 pumper fire ap- 
paratus. The department 
will replace the aging equip- 
ment with a single vehicle 
that has the ability to tra- 
verse off-road, while at the 
same time provide water- 
flow at 750 gallons per min- 
ute.

THE SUN — During September, daily sunlight hours 
slowly drop from 13.1 at the start to 11.8 at the end of the 
month. Scptember opens with 6:46 a.m. sunrises and ends 
with 7:13 a.m. sunrises. Early September sunsets are at 
7:50 p.m. while late September sunsets are at 7:02 p.m. 
During September the sun’s midday height slowly drops 
from 58 to 47 degrees (45 degrees is 1/2 way up while 90 
degrees is directly overhead). Fall officially starts about 1 
a.m. on September 23 when the sun’s most direct rays 
cross the equator moving southward. On this day, the sum 
rises due Fiast and sets duc West over much of the world 
(including Garrett County). September 26 is break even 
day, when day and night are each 12 hours in length. 
(This condition also occurs on March 17, St. Patrick's 
Day, just before the beginning of spring.)

THE MOON — September opens with a shrinking cre- 
scent moon in the morning sky. The moon is last seen at 
dawn on September 5 as a slender crescent bow in the 
eastern dawn. The moon returns to the western dusk on 
September 9, then appearing above and to the right of the 
brilliant planet Venus. The best time of the month to ob- 
serve the moon’s craters and mountains will be within a 
few days of September 14 when the moon will be about 
half full (like a letter “D") with the maximum amount of 
shadows. The moon will be fullest on the night of Septem- 
ber 21. This full moon is called the Harvest Moon, the 
moon that lingers longest in the early evening sky. Instead 
of the moon rising about an hour later each night, the 
Harvest Moon rises only a half hour later each night. This 
gives us extra evening moonlight through September 25. 
As September ends, the moon will have fled into the 
morning sky. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more steadi- 
ly than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it’s windy, even the planet's 
light may flicker. Venus will be the only evening planet in 
September, blazing low in the western dusk. As Venus is 
going to nearly pass between the Earth and the sun in late 
October, she is slowly dropping lower each week at dusk. 
The giant planets Jupiter and Saturn can be seen at dawn 
in September. Saturn will be in the South while Jupiter 
will be lower in the Southeast. During September, both 
the planets Mercury and Mars are too close to the sun to 
be seen. - 


SEPTEMBER'S BEST SIGHTS — In the early evening, 
The Big Dipper is low in the North Northwest as if filling 
up with soup. The Dipper’s handle can be extended out- 
ward to a bright golden star named Arcturus.

Following the tragic crime of 
Septerrber 1! last vear, there 
were (wo diametrically opposed 
reactions from religious quar- 
ters. One, representing many 
Moslems and a few Christians, 
saw these events as the judgment 
of God upon the United States 
and our way of life. The other 
teaction, primarily from Ameri- 
can Christians was that God is on 
our side because we are a Chris- 
tian nation. (1 would ioin with 
those who chailenge whether we 
can any lounger identify ourselves 
as ‘a Curistian nation.’) 

One prominent TV preacher 
said that September 11 repre- 
sented God’s judgment upon our 
society. He said that it was a 
wake- “up call for our nation to 
repent. “What do you mean ‘re- 
pent’?” was the thunderous reply 
of the great majority of Ameri- 
cans. One letter to the editor of 
a daily newspaper wanted to 
know if we were to “repent of 
being the nation with the most 
personal freedom, or of the high- 
est standard of living in the 
world, or of its well-established 
reputation for generosity and 
compassion?” 

1 do not believe that Septem- 
ber 11 was God's judgment upon 
our nation, nor do | believe that 
the terrorists were in any way 
justified in their crime. At the 
same time, however, | do believe 
that we are in error it we believe 
that God is not calling us as a 
nation to repent. | believe we are 
the most free and materially well- 
off nation in the world, but that 
does not mean that our national 
life does not call for God's judg- 
ment. 

The Chosen Few 

Consider, for example, the 
Jews of Old Testament times. 
They were God's chosen people 
and. for the sake of argument, 

let’s assume their society was the 
best at that time. Nevertheless, 
God judged them and found thern 


wanting Actually, perhaps it was 
because they were his chosen 
people that God expected more 
of Israel and Judah 

When Hezekiah ascended the 
throne in Jerusalem at the age of 
twenty-five, he became king of 
the people whom God had elected 
as his own. Almost immediately, 
however, he set about to reform 
and revive the faith of his people 
and called them to repent Appar- 
ently, the temple had fallen on 
hard times of disrepair and ne- 
glect. His first effort, thus, was 
to cleanse the ee for the 
temple represented the people. 

hat began with the cleans- 
ing of the temple, therefore, cul- 
minated in a call for the cleans- 
ing of the whole society. His 
command to the Levites to“carry 
out the filth from the holy place 
would become a call to get tn of 
the filth in their society. “For our 
fathers have been unfaithful and 
have done what was evil in the 
sight of the Lord our God; tney 

have forsaken him, and have 

turned away their faces...” (2 
Chron. 29:5,6) 

“Laughed To Scorn” 

The response was not unani- 
mous. Some did answer his call, 
but in certain places—Ephiaim, 
Manasseh, as far as Zebulon—— 

“they laughed them to scorn” 
(30:10). Of what did God's cho- 
sen people have to repent? This 
was the response, not only to 
Hezekiah’s call for repentance 
and reformation, but to all of the 
prophets in Old Testament times. 
Amos, Hosea, Isaiah and 
Jeremiah all called for the re- 
elie of God's chosen people 

ecause their society was rife 
with corruption, bribery, indiffer- 
ence to and oppression of the 
poor, dishonesty, sexual immo- 
rality and idolatry... 

And what of us and our soci- 
ety today? Is there no corruption 

OWE we need to repent? No 
bribery? Indifference to the poor? 
Dishonesty? Sexual immorality? 
And what about idolatry? Do you 
think God is not displeased with 
the materialism that has become 
the idolatry of our society? Do 
you think he does not judge 
America for the steady erosion 
ot churches and denominations? 
Do you think that the billions of 
dollars spent on political cam- 
paiens to buy politicians escapes 
nis judgment? 

he call to repentance was 
tempered by the promise of 
God's grace: “For if you return 
to the Lord, your brethren and 
your children will find 
compassion...For the Lord your 

God is gracious and merciful, and 
will not turn away his face from 
you, if you return to him™ 
(30:9). *

_ sion of Teaching and Amer- 
ica’s Future (NCTAF) pre- 
sented new evidence yester- 
day suggesting that the na- 
tion’s widely publicized and 
often-lamented teacher 
shortages are, in fact, symp- 
toms resulting from a teach- 
er retention crisis in the 
United States. 

Compelling statistics on 
America’s teacher retention 
problem were presented at 
a gathering of NCTAF 
commissioners and partners 
in Washington, D.C., 
Wednesday. The new find- 
ings are based on recent da- 
ta analysis conducted by the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
Dr. Richard Ingersoll..dng- 
ersoll’s findings include the 
following: 

elt is estimated that al- 
most a third of America’s 
teachers leave the field 
sometime during their first 
three years of teaching, and 
almost half leave after five 
years. This is even higher in 
low-income communities. 

@While teacher retention 
problems are most severe in 
low-income communities, 
the teacher retention prob- 
lem crosses all communities 
and all sectors of education. 

@ Attrition rates are high- 
est in the areas of special 
education, mathematics, 
and science — each of 
these fields is losing nearly 
20 percent of their teachers 
on an annual basis. 

But in Maryland, work is 
already under way to ad- 
dress the issue of teacher 
retention. 

"In our state we have 
recognized the importance 
of not only attracting but of 
keeping excellent teachers,” 
said Nancy S. Grasmick, 
state’ superintendent of 
schools, a member of the 
NCTAF Partnership Net- 
work. "That is why we've 


developed programs to 
mentor and suppori the 
teachers in our schools. We 
simply cannot make the 
progress we need in Mary- 
land’s schools if the teach- 
ing profession becomes a 
revolving door.” 

Maryland’s teacher reten- 
tion efforts include the fol- 
lowing: 

@Increasing teacher sal- 
aries through the Gover- 
nor’s Teacher Salary Chal- 
lenge Program; 

@Enhancing teacher 
preparation using year-long 
internships and professional 
development schools; 

Distributing statewide 
mentoring grants to support 
newly hired teachers; 

®Developing Maryland’s 
Initiative for New Teachers 
(MINT) to support begin- 
ning educators through 
seminars, a newsletter, and 
other activities; 

Providing stipends to 
experienced teachers who 
work in low performing 
schools; 

Creating a state income 
tax credit for professional 
classroom teachers, 

®Establishing a statewide 
support structure for teach- 
ers seeking certification 
from the National Board 
for Professional Teaching 
Standards; and 

@Reemploying __ retired 
teachers without penalty to 
their retirement income. 

In addition to teacher re- 
tention, Maryland must 
bring new teachers into the 
profession. "Maryland bene- 
fits from a collaborative 
K-16 initiative and an in- 
volved business community," 
Dr. Grasmick said. 
"Through these partner- 
ships, we are making great 
strides in addressing career 
changers as potential candi- 
dates for our quality teach- 
er pool. In fact, on Septem- 
ber 28, Leadership Mary- 
land, UMBC and MSDE 
are convening an all-day 
Career Changers Fair at 
UMBC to address the

e who is offering a new litter of 
puppies for sale. She says we should 
visit a few times to find the right 
puppy for our family. How do we 
choose the best of the litter? — Kay. 
S., Bowden, Ala. 


el don't think there's always a 

“best” puppy in a litter. Howev- 
er, there is the right “fit” for your fam- 
ily. For example, outgoing pups may 
do best with a family, while shy dogs 
work better with individuals. 

The breeder is offering to let you vis- 
it several times to find the best fit, 
which is a great selection method (and 
one mark of a good breeder). Often, 
such visits are spaced over several 
weeks, from a couple weeks after the 
puppies’ birth to the time they are 
ready to leave (eight or more weeks). 

Because you will be spending quite a 
bit of money on a new dog, be obser- 
vant during visits and ask questions. 
Make sure the puppies’ living area is 
clean and that they all look healthy, 
happy and relaxed. Hold and play with 
puppies that interest you and watch 
their behavior around your children 
As the weeks pass, observe their 
growth and the maturation of motor 
skills and awareness. 

The breeder will be observing you 
during this time as well. After all, she 
doesn't want to send well-bred pup- 
Pies to owners who won't care for 
them. It’s not unusual for professional 
breeders to refuse to sell a puppy to 
someone they have doubts about. 
Remember, the deal isn’t done until 
both sides agree that the dog you pick 
is the best fit for you, and the papers 
are signed

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Black Bear 
Task Force To 
Meet Sept. 4 


Ihe Marylanu Black 
Bear Task Force will meet 
from 1 to 4 p.m. on Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 4, at the 
Rocky Gap State Park 
lodge in Allegany County. 
The group is expected to 
preview its recommenda- 
tions for the management 
of the state’s black bear 
population at the meeting, 
its ninth since its January 
inception. 

Once the recommenda- 
tions are put into a draft re- 
port form, the task force is 
expected to hold a public 
meeting in Garrett County 
to solicit local residents’ 
opinions on the matter, 
while comments from other 
portions of the state will be 


received via phone calls, let- 
ters, or e-mail. 


Following the gathering 
of public input, the task 
force will create a final re- 
port that will be submitted 
to Department of Natural 
Resources Secretary Char- 
les J. Fox and Governor 
Parris Glendening. The fi- 
nal authority on the matter 
rests with the governor and 
his advisors. 


The task force is under 
pressure to recommend a 
bear -hunting season in 
western Maryland. Hunting 
proponents have been citing 
last week’s killing of a New 
York infant by a black bear 
as necessitating a Maryland 
hunt. Opponents, however, 
note that the New York lo- 
cation where the killing 
took place does have a two- 
month bear hunting season 
each fall.

Teacher Shortages In Key Areas 
Continue Throughout The State 


The Maryland State 
Board of Education this 
week reiterated a call it has 
been making for several 
years: that the teacher 
shortage in the state is far 
from over. 

The board declared criti 
cal shortages of certified 
teachers in eight subject ar- 
eas, [:nghsh for Speakers of 
Other Languages, and spe- 
cial education. They identi- 
fied all 24 local school sys- 
tems as geographic areas 
facing shortages, and de- 
clared a shortage of teach- 
ers who are males and 
teachers who are members 
of minority groups. Finally, 
the board announced plans 
to launch a special work 
group to study the teacher 
shortage problem and offer 
solutions. 

Critical shortages of cer- 
tified teachers continue to 
crop up in computer sci- 
ence, mathematics, science 
(chemistry, earth/space sci- 
ence, physical science, and 
physics), and technology ed- 
ucation. 

"Some of our school sys- 
tems were still busy hiring 
teachers this week,” noted 


Nancy S. Grasmick, state 
superintendent of schools. 
“This means that we have a 
long way to go before we 
have our teacher supply 
problems solved in Mary- 
land." 

According to the annual 
teacher staffing report pre- 
sented to the state board, 
7,385 new teachers were 
hired for the 2001-2002 
school year. Of that num- 
ber, 4,030 were beginning 
educators, having recently 
completed a teacher train- 
ing program. The remaining 
were experienced teachers. 

Emblematic of the teach- 
er shortage has been the 
growing number of provi- 
sionally qualified teachers 
being hired in the state, 
particularly in Baltimore 
City and Prince George’s 
County. The provisional 
certificate is issued at the 
request of the local school 
system for individuals hired 
who do not meet the full 
requirements for a profes- 
sional certificate. 

A major contributor to 
Maryland’s teacher shortage 
is the dearth of teacher can- 
didates coming out of

teacher training programs 
in the state. Teacher educa- 
tion programs in the state 
graduate fewer than 3,000 
candidates each spring, and 
only about half of them 
take jobs in Maryland pub- 
lic schools. 

The state board annually 
identifies areas where short- 
ages of certified teachers 
exist, using information 
frou locai schvol sysieuis 
and Maryland higher educa- 
tion institutions with teach- 
er training programs. The 
information is based on 
teacher staffing data from 
the fali of 2001, the most 
current data available, and 
the projected needs of local 
schoo] systems for 2002- 
2004. 

Some content areas ap- 
pear annually, while others 
change. This year, for exam- 
ple, Spanish reappeared on 
the list after having been 
removed last year. 

The state board’s action 
serves as the basis for the 
Sharon Christa McAuliffe 
Awards given by the Mary- 
land State Scholarship Ad- 
ministration and for the 


federal government to iden- 
tify students eligible for de- 
ferment’ of college loans or 
reductions in teaching obli- 


gations.

Such cramps may last a few 
seconds or up to 10 minutes. Muscle soreness may linger for hours. 
Nighttime leg cramps occur most often in persons over age 50. 
Dehydration, overexertion, and other factors may be involved Leg 
cramps that occur in women in the second or third trimester or 
pregnancy are thought to occur frorn imbalances in blood levels of 
calcium, magnesium, and phosphorus 

Dehydration can be prevented by drinking several glasses of 
water every day. Stretching the calf and foot muscles before going 
to bed aiso may help. Cielary suppierieniation with Magnesium or 
calcium may be preventative as well, especially in pregnant women. 
Quinine sulfate is the most commonly prescribed drug for relief of 
leg cramps. Recent studies indicate, however, that quinine may not 
be very effective.

Some Harvesting, 
But Hurts Others 


Dry conditions continue 
in Maryland allowing farm- 
ers 6.3 days suitable for 
field work such as harvest- 
ing tobacco. Most of the 
crop, 89 percent, is :opped, 
6 percent ahead of both last 
year and the five-year aver- 
age. Tobacco is 41 perceut 
harvested, 4 percent less 
than last year, and one per- 
cent ahead of the average. 
Due to the extremely hot, 
dry weather, tobacco is rat- 
ed in mostly fair to poor 
condition. Tobacco is rated 
16 percent good, 39 percent 
fair, 35 percent poor, and 
10 percent very poor. 

Vegetable harvest con- 
tinues at peak levels, with a 
good supply available. Can- 
taloupe and watermelon 
harvest. is two-thirds 
complete. Eighty-one per- 
cent of the cantaloupes are 
harvested, 6 percent ahead 
of last year, and 3 percent 
behind the five-year aver- 
age. Watermelons are 68 
percent harvested, 14 per- 
cent ahead of last year, and 
3 percent behind the aver- 
age. 

Row crops are suffering 
due to the lack of moisture. 
Corn harvested for silage 
has progressed rapidly, 17 
percent from the previous 
week. Significant rain will 
be too late to benefit corn,

Agriculture Secretary Ann Veneman announced recent- 
ly that $98.2 million has been transferred from the USDA 
Farm Service Agency’s Guaranteed Operating Loan Pro- 
gram to its Direct Operating Loan Program to help meet 
the needs of farmers and ranchers. The funding transfer 
will particularly help minority and small farmers who re- 
ceive FSA Direct Operating Loans. 

"We are committed to utilizing all resources available 
to help farm and ranch families, particularly minority and 
small producers, who need assistance," said Veneman. 
"This transfer of funds will make low-interest loans availa- 
ble for an estimated 2,000 additional farmers and ranchers 
across America.” 

Each year, approximately 14,000 minority, beginning, 
and other farmers and ranchers receive direct operating 
loans from FSA. By law, the secretary has the authority to 
move appropriated funds between these loan programs to 
meet the need of family farmers and ranchers. Direct 
loans are provided directly from the Farm Service Agency 
to the borrower. Farmers and ranchers must meet certain 
eligibility and other regulatory requirements. 

Farmers and ranchers can use the low-interest direct 
operating loans to purchase livestock, equipment, and 
feed; apply conseivation measures; and refinance existing 
debts. Under the Guaranteed Loan Program, FSA guaran- 
tees loans made by conventional agricultural lenders for 
up to 95 percent of the principal loan amount. The lender 
is responsible for servicing the borrower's account for the 
life of the loan. The transfer of funds will not impact the 
availability of funds for the Guaranteed Operating loan 
Program. There are sufficient funds to meet that pro- 
gram’s needs

Campaign Under 
Way To Deter 
Aggressive Drivers 


This week marks the last 
wave of the Smooth Opera- 
tor effort to stop aggressive 
driving on Maryland roads. 
This effort coincides with 
Maryland State Highway 
Administration’s 100 Days 
of Safety initiative. 

The statewide Smooth 
Operator law enforcement 
and public awareness cam- 


*paign targets motorists who 


speed, tailgate, fail to yield 
the right-of-way, run red 
lights and stop signs, weave 
in and out of traffic, change 
lanes unsafely, and drive 
with a conscious and willful 
disregard for their safety 
and that of others on the 
road. 

There were 617 fatalities 
in 2000, and 662 in 2001. 
Transportation officials said 
they hope this law enforce- 
ment effort will help save 
every life. 

"Drivers can help save 
lives on Maryland’s roads 
by slowing down, driving 
defensively — not offensive- 
ly — and using courtesy,” 
said Parker F. Williams, the 
Governor's Highway Safety 
representative. 

This is the third year that 
the Smooth Operator pro- 
gram has included both law 
enforcement and a public 
awareness campaign. Since 
the iaw enforcemeui oi0- 
eram began in 1997, officers 
have issued nearly 400,000 
citations and mora then 
7,100 warnings to drivers 
for aggrossive driving be- 
havior, When the program 
began, 18 new law enforce- 
ment agencies were in- 
volved; today, more than 80 
law enforcement agencies 
and branches are participat- 
ing throughout Maryland.

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1, makes aggressive driving 
a misdemeanor punishable 
by five points on a motor- 
ist’s driving record. The law 
allows police to cite motor- 
ist for aggressive driving if 
they commit three or more 
traffic offenses during a 
single period of driving. 

The State Highway Ad- 
ministration has issued the 
following tips on how to 
keep cool and avoid aggres- 
sive driving: 

@ Correct any unsafe 
driving habits that are likely 
to endanger, antagonize, or 
provoke other drivers. 

@ Keep cool m traffic. 
Be patient and courteous to 
other drivers. 

e@ If feeling stressed, 
consult help and look for 
anger or stress management 
classes or self-help books. 

@ Allow plenty of time 
to reach a destination. Plan 
the route in advance. 

@ If arriving late, accept 
that fact and avoid speeding 
up. 
@ If a hostile driver tries 
to pick a fight, do not make 
eye contact and do not re- 
spond. Ignore gestures and 
refuse to return them. 

© Report aggressive driv- 
ing to the police. Be pre- 
pared to provide a vehicle 
description, license number, 
location, and direction of 
travel. 

To further enhance safe- 
ty on Maryland roadways, 
the Maryland Transporta- 
tion Authority has devel- 
oped a comprehensive and 

gorous approach to coun- 
ter aggressive driving. ‘The 
Maryland ‘Trensportation 
Authority Polloa have da- 
ployad a spacial-onforca- 
ment team to curb dangor- 
ous driving behavior on 


authority roadways. 

Team members patrol 
authority roadways in un- 
marked Ford Mustangs and 
marked police vehicles to 
enforce anti-aggressive 
driving laws. 

In addition, police have 
trained authority mainte- 
nance staff in how to identi- 
fy and report aggressive 
drivers to assist in enforce- 
ment efforts. Last year, 
special-enforcement team 
members issued 6,165 cita- 
tions, 488 warnings, and 33 
combined criminal and ju- 
venile citations. 

In February, Transporta- 
tion Authority Police ex- 
panded the special-enforce- 
ment team to help deter ag- 
gressive driving by com- 
mercial-vehicle operators. 
To assist in this effort, of- 
ficers from the force’s Com- 
mercial Vehicle Safety Di- 
vision patrol authority road- 
ways in unmarked Ford Ex- 
peditions, outfitted with 
standard police equipment, 
as well as radar units and 
mobile truck-inspection ma- 
terials. 

Since the Expeditions hit 
the road, officers manning 
these vehicles have issued 
1,160 citations, 247 warn- 
ings, and 39 service repair 
orders. The authority plans 
to announce further expan- 
sions to its anti-aggressive 
driving efforts this fall.

Section 1: Pursuant to the authority of Article XI-E of the

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County Officials 
Working On New 
Industrial. Park 


Garrett County officials 
have been busy planning a 
new industrial park in the 
Keysers Ridge area. Last 
week the Garrett County 
commissioners held a hear- 
ing on amending the land 
classification of 11 parcels 
slated for the park. The 
Garrett County Department 
of Economic Development 
requested that the parcels, 
currently classified as rural, 
be reclassified as commer- 
cial. 

Because of Maryland's 
Smart Growth policies, the 
change is necessary in order 
for the county to purchase 
land for the park and to 
develop it with state fund- 
ing. Federal funding will be 
used as well. 

The county has options 
on four pieces of property 
totaling about 378 acres in 
the Keysers Ridge area. 
"We are attempting to 
acquire a large section of 
property that will meet 
development needs for sev- 
eral years,” said Jim Hine- 
baugh, director of economic 
development. 

However, only munici- 
palities and commercial 
sites designated as Priority 
Funding Areas (PFA) are 
eligible for state (One 
Maryland) monies. 

Approximately 50 people 
attended the public hearing 
held at Garrett College. 
Commissioner Wendell 
Beitzel said the number one 
concern of many of those 
who attended the hearing 
was how the park would 
change the character of the 
land. Commissioner Ernic 
Gregg added that environ- 
mental issues were also 
raised. 

The commissioners will 
hold the issue open for 45 
days to compile more infor- 
mation and review the pub- 
lic’s concerns. At the re- 
quest of Delegate George 
Edwards, the commissioners 
are planning to meet with 
Dr. David Morton, biology 
department chair at Frost- 
burg State University, in an 
attempt to answer some of 
the environmental questions 
raised at the hearing, Gregg 
said. 

The county is planning to 
develop the park in the 
Keysers Ridge area of the

for physical therapy, two 
full-size gymnasiums with 
one convertible for indoor 
soccer and ice hockey, rac- 
quet ball courts, a weight 
training and exercise facili- 
ty, an aerobics and dance 
studio, classrooms, and oth- 
er amenities. 

Such a community athlet- 
ic center is included in 
Phase II of the Adventure 
Sports Center master plan 
and has been part of Gar- 
rett College’s state-ap- 
proved capital projects mas- 
ter plan for a number of 
years, said Herman. Sixty 
percent of the funding for 
the $10 million project 
would come from the state. 
The college will ask the 
community to help meet its 
obligation for the remaining 
local matching funds.

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Second Virus- 
Positive Bird 
Found In Area 


The Garrett County 
Health Department an- 
nounced yesterday the sec- 
ond laboratory confirmed 
case of a bird with West 
Nile virus for Garrett Coun- 
ty. The case involved a 
crow, which was submitted 
to the Marland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene Laboratories in 
Baltimore on Aug. 26. The 
results were reported to the 
Garrett County ITealth De- 
partment on Sept. 4. 

The virus is transmitted 
by mosquitoes. Birds are 
susceptible to the virus. A 
total of 359 birds in 18 jur- 
isdictions in Maryland have 
tested for West Nile virus 
since surveillance began on 
May 8&. Nearly 1,100 birds 
have been tested to date. 
Humans and many other 
animals can contract the 
disease. However, there is a 
relatively low risk of hu- 
mans becoming sick. Thus

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Study Indicates 
Garrett Co. Has 
"Good Workforce" 


The Western Maryland 
Partnership announced this 
week the completion of a 
comprehensive _tri-county 
regional workforce study. 
The report includes detailed 
regional information on Al- 
legany, Garrett, and Wash- 
ington counties’ available 
labor pool. Additionally, it 
gives specific data for each 
county’s workforce. 

The Pathfinders, a na- 
tional site selection and 
assessment company based 
in Dallas, Texas, conducted 
the study. 

“The final report shows 
that new and existing em- 
ployers have a large base of 
experienced and skilled em- 
ployees from which to 
choose when looking to ex- 
pand an existing facility or 
staff a new operation,” said 
Leanne Mazer of the Tri- 
County Council for Western 
Maryland Inc. 

The study focuses on 
documenting "underem- 
ployed" employees. These 
are residents who have the 
skills, experience, education, 
and desire to qualify them 
for different and possibly 
higher-paying jobs Collec- 
tively, 34,900 area residents 
meet that definition, said 
Mazer. 

"The recently completed 
study of the local workforce 
shows current and potential 
employers that Garreti 
County has a good work- 
force from which to select 
employees who possess a 
variety of skills and experi- 
ence,” said a spokesperson 
for the Garrett County Eco- 
nomic Development De- 
partment 

Additionally, it indicates 
that many employees have 
skills that are not being 
tapped in their present jobs, 
and that employers in the 
tri-county area generally ate 
very pleased with their 
workforce’s productivity, at-— 
titude, and reliability, said 
the spokesperson. 

In Garrett County, in 
addition to the unemployed 
in the county, a new em- 
plover could attract employ- 
ees from a pool of about 
6,800 “underemployed.” 
These workers indicated in 
the study that they would 
take a better job if offered 
one, and that they possess 
the skills, education, and 
experience to qualify them 
for a better job. 

Also, according to Path- 
finders, approximately 1,300 
additional people would 
consider re-entering the 
workforce if an appropriate 
job would be available. The 
estimated total civilian la- 
bor force is 33,300, which 
contains approximately 
2,200 unemployed person

Political candidates from 
across Garrett County and 
the state of Maryland are in 
the final leg of the cam- 
paign race for the primary 
elections, which will take 
place on Tuesday, Sept. 10.

Also included in that 
section are the candidates’ 
responses to business ques- 
tions pcesed by the Garrett 
County Chambei of Com- 
merce. 

Garrett County races 
that will be decided in the 
primary include that of 
state’s attorney, with incum- 
bent Lisa Thayer Welch 
facing off against challenger 
Tom Dabney. Both are Re- 
publicans. 

Several local officials are 
running unopposed, includ- 
ing incumbents Commis- 
sioner Ernest Gregg, Sena- 
tor John Hafer, Delegate 
George Edwards, Circuit 
Court Clerk David Martin, 
and Register of Wills Jo- 
seph DiSimone, and will 
therelore remain in office 
for another term. 

The central committees 
for both the Republican 
and Democratic parties will 
be decided in the primary 
election. There are 13 indi- 
viduals vying for the seven 
available positions on the 
GOP committee, while only 
three Democrats have 
joined the race for the six 
available spots on their 
party’s committee. The 
judges of orphans’ court 
will also be decided, with 
five individuals competing 
for the three positions. 

The more heated races 
are those for commissioner 
in districts 2 and 3, with 
four candidates competing 
in the second district, and 
five in the third.

W.Va. Approves 
Windmill Project 


For Grant, Tucker 


This week the West Vir- 
ginia Public Service Com- 
mission approved a Pennsyl- 
vania wind energy compa- 
ny’s application to construct 
a huge wind turbine opera- 
tion in Grant and Tucker 
counties. The W.Va. ap- 
proval comes as Maryland’s 
Public Service Commission 
continues its consideration 
of a request by a California- 
based company to construct 
a wind turbine operation of 
its own atop Backbone 
Mountain in southern Gar- 
rett County. 

U.S. Wind Force of Wex- 
ford, Pa., and its subsidiary, 
Mt. Storm Wind Force, 
propose putting up to 166 
wind turbines on 10,000 
acres in the two West Vir- 
ginia counties at a cost of 
up to $325 million. That 
project would dwarf Clipper 
Wind Energy’s proposed 67- 
turbine Garrett County op- 
eration, which was first rep- 
orted in these pages last 
week. The Grant/Tucker 
project would be the largest 
wind farm by far located 
east of the Mississippi Riv- 
er. 

Site preparation work is 
expected to begin for the 
U.S. Wind Force project 
next spring, with completion 
slated by the end of 2003. 
Company president and 
chief executive officer said 
that his company is seeking 
private financing and that 
no public funds would be 
used for the project. 

Wind energy is the fast- 
est growing segment of the 
power generation industry, 
according to industry sourc- 
es, and wind profiles show 
that ridgetops of the Alle- 
gheny Plateau have some of

country. Improved technol- 
ogy, along with expanded

After Laber Day, Con- 
gress will return from its 
summer break. At that 
point, it will have two pri- 
mary things on its agenda:

The U.S. Senate, con- 
trolled by Congresa’s biggest 
spenders — and by the nar- 
rowest majority possible — 
will be pushing hard to 
spend as much as possible 
in an attempt to buy public 
support. Doubtless, Senate 
Democrat leaders such as 
Majority Leader Tom 
Daschle will peint a dire 

icture of what will happen 
if Congresa fails to pasa 
huge siptinne increases 
over and above what Presi- 
dent Bush and his allies in 
the House have passed.

Four years ago when we 
elected our present commis- 
sicners I hoped that this 
board would bring about a 
welcome change in the 
direction I felt Garrett 
County was going with 
spending and growth of 
government bureaucracy.

What’s more, the victims all perished exactly 48 
hours after logging on. The trouble is, Mike and Terry 
can’t resist checking the site out, too, so their hours may 
be numbered. Especially when they start bleeding from 
their noses and seeing the little white girl with the ball. 

I suppose this is a serviceable horror thriller if you 
like long montages of creepy, dreamlike imagery and 
loud music. Over and over we see the girl, the ball, a 
doorway, various freaky faces, and young women getting 
wasted in their underwear (and I don’t mean in the good 
way). But although these images supposedly all add up 
toward the end of the film, I couldn’t help feeling that it 
was a case of a director being in love with his own arty 
style. Every scene is critically underlit, even when people 
are just hanging out at their homes—no one seems to 
have heard of a light switch. Of course, we have plenty of 
the horror story staples, like people going into dark 
rooms (not finding alight switch), doing things they know 
have resulted in others’ deaths, and lots of not-very- 
convincing dead bodies lying around in grimy, decaying, 
industrial-looking sets. I always feel that when it comes 
to horror movies, less is more—the subtler the imagery, 
the better. But I guess in this modern age of slick 
computer graphics, the temptation to overindulge is just 
too great. The only trouble is, I’ve seen porn sites with 
more of a story. ***

far, more than 303 Mary- 
land residents have been 
tested for the West Nile vi- 
rus antibody, and only two 
individuals have been con- 
firmed with the virus. One 
of the cases was a fatality. 
In general, precautions 
are being recommended to 
the public regarding reduc- 
ing the potential for mos- 
quito harborage by elimi- 
nating standing pools of wa- 
ter in yards, changing bird 
bath water on a daily basis, 
and cleaning gutters to al- 
low free flow of water. Peo- 
ple should also avoid un- 
necessary outdoor activities 
at dawn or dusk when mos- 
quitoes are the most active. 
In addition, the use of mos- 
quito repellants with DEET 
is recommended along with 
wearing proper clothing. As 
always, the public is advised 
to follow the manufacturer’s 
recommendations for use of 
mosquito repellants. 
Individuals in Garrett 
County who find dead birds 
on their property are urged 
to call the West Nile Virus 


Hotline number (866-866- 
CROW) to report these 
birds. Personnel from the 
West Nile Virus Coordina- 
tors Office will fax a pick 
up request to Environmen- 
tal Health Services of the 
Garrett County Heaith De- 
partment.

Interstate 68 corridor. 
“With the purchase of the 
ClosetMaid site, the county 
will have exhausted its 
supply of industrial sites in 
the northern part of the 
county,” said Hinebaugh. 
"Good interstate access is 
critical to maintaining and 
growing the industrial base. 
It is especially important to 
manufacturing and distribu- 
tion based industries.” Ac- 
cess to 1-68 was a critical 
factor in ClosetMaid’s 
choice of Grantsville for its 
new facility, he added. 

' Economic Development 
officials have already had 
discussions with two busi- 
nesses that have expressed 
interest in locating at the 
Keysers Ridge Park. "We've 
learned through experience 
‘that it is important to have 
teady-to-build sites to offer 
new and expanding busi- 
nesses,” said Hinebaugh. 
“Most of the prospects we 
deal with are in a hurry and 
do not want to wait for a 
building site to be identi- 
fied, purchased, prepared

The county is planning to 
develop the Keysers Ridge 
property in increments. 
"Most likely," said Hine- 
baugh, "we will develop one 
large 20 to 35 acre building 
site and one smaller 2 to 5 
acre site. As these sites are 
sold, we will develop a 
replacement site.” 

A public water system is 
currently under construc- 
tion, and water is expected 
to be available in the near 
future in the Keysers Ridge 
area. Work on a public sew- 
er system should begin next 
summer, said Hinebaugh. 
The county is working on 
extending phase 3 power 
and natural gas to the area 
as well. 

"Through experience, 
we've learned that it is ex- 
pensive and sometimes con- 
troversial to develop prop- 
erty for industrial sites,” 
said Hinebaugh. "Our goal 
is to reduce overall cost by 
developing the infrastruc- 
ture — water, sewer, elec- 
tric, etc. — to support a 
large area, rather than de- 
veloping several separate 
sites. This approach is both 
more cost effective and less 
painful/controversial.” 

Meanwhile, work at the 
county’s other industrial 
parkscontinues. Preliminary 
site work for Phenix Tech- 
nology’s new facility at the 
Central Industrial Park, 
Accident, is 9U percent 
complete. Additionally, the 
shell building’s concrete 
slab at the Southern Indus- 
trial Park, near Mtn. Lake 
Park, has been poured and 
the steel frame is being 
erected, said Economic 
Development's Frank Shap.

Continued on Page A-1 
ty will support this project. 
We will try to secure some 

grant money that will help 
too." 

Duane Yoder, Communi- 
ty Action Committee presi- 
dent, said federal grants 
may be available for the 
project, depending on its 
final plans. He added that a 
collaborative effort between 
the coilege, Adventure 
Sports Center, and county 
was probably the most af- 
fordable way for the county 
to get a recreation center. 

"The collaboration be- 
tween the college, the Ad- 
venture Sports Center, and 
the county offers us our 
best opportunity to meet 
the long-standing need for 
public recreational facilities 
and services,” concurred 
Commissioner Ernie Gregg. 
"Every other county in the 
state has them. We can 
make a big difference in the 
lives of average Garrett 
County citizens through this 
initiative.” 

The recreation center 
users would pay member- 
ship fees. There would be 
two fee schedules, said 
Herman, one for county 
residents, who would pay a 
low, “affordable” rate, and 
another for visitors, who 
would have a higher fee 
schedule. Reduced and af- 
fordable rates to Garrett 
County residents will be 
possible because the build- 
ing will be free of debt serv- 
ice from the beginning, the 
president said. Additionally, 
GC staff members and stu- 
dents would maintain and 
provide services at the fa- 
cihty, further reducing costs. 

"Affordability for Garrett 
County citizens was a criti- 
cal issue in the month-long 
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discussions on how to fi- 
nance the facility,” said 
Monty Pagenhardt, county 
administrator. "The commis- 
sioners wanted assurances 
that every family in Garrett 
County would be able to af- 
ford membership.” 

The commissioners are 
also planning to develop a 
Garrett County Department 
of Recreation. The new de- 
partment, in conjunction 
with the recreation center, 
would plan year-round ath- 
letic and recreational activi- 
ties for children, teens, 
seniors, and the general 
population. The department 
would also schedule services 
to interested towns in the 
county. 

"This type of facility will 
go a long way in improving 
the quality of life for those 
who live in Garrett County 
and make the county an 
even more attractive place 
to live," said Delegate 
George Edwards. "It will al- 
so make Garrett College 
more attractive to new stu- 
dents and allow the college 
to expand its physical edu- 
cation and adventure sports 
programs.” 

Herman said the recre- 
ation center on Marsh 
Mountain would be consid- 
ered the college’s "upper 
campus.” It plans to move 
its physical education and 
adventure sports programs 
to the facility. More stu- 
dents wiii aiso be recruiied 
into those programs. 

"Our students will be 
able to have extraordinary 
internships and work expe- 
riences as part of their ed- 
ucation,” the president said. 
"This is an exceptional op- 
portunity for the college 
and the community.” 

"I want to see a really 
attractive, well appointed 
recreational and athletic 
complex,” said Commission- 
er Wendell Beitzel, who at- 
tended Fairmont State Col- 
lege on an athletic scho- 
larship. "As long as I can 
remember, the people of 
Garrett County havé want- 
ed a public swimming pool." 
The commissioners noted 
that area youth attending a 
recent forum at GC indicat- 
ed in a poll they wanted a 
public swimming pool. 

The officials will meet 
again soon to work out the 
details, secure state funding, 
and plan fund-raising ef- 
forts. A fund-raising team 
will also be assembled.

Continued on Page A-1 
form of grants, tax credits, 
building facade improve- 
ments, decorative banners, 
free concerts, and other 
amenities. 

"You just have to stroll 
through town and you can 
see what positive things 
have been happening in 
Oakland,” said Ken Perrin, 
president of the combined 
Greater Oakland Business 
Association and the Oak- 
land Main Street board of 
directors. "But the program 
is in trouble now because of 
a shortage of volunteers. 
Without strong committees 
we could actually lose our 
standing as a Main Street 
Community.” 

Perrin went on to explain 
that the main requirement 
of the program is a commit- 
tee structure to help plan, 
organize, and execute pro- 
motions, design enhance- 
ments, economic incentives, 
and general programs for 
the revitalization of the 
downtown community. 

"These committees are 
an integral part of the Main 
Street initiative,” Perrin 
said. "Without them, it is 
difficult, if not impossible, 
to retain the designation. 
And perhaps more impor- 
tantly, it may become im- 
possible to obtain funding 
for many of our current 
projects or for future en- 
deavors.” 

Perrin is putting out a 
call for volunteers to staff 
these committees. He said 
that some members have 
moved on to other things 
while still others have sim- 
ply lost interest. "Without 
people helping by serving 
on the design, promotions, 
and economic restructuring 
committees, we will no 
longer be able to maintain 
our Main Street status. And 
with much more work to be 
done, we will not be able to 
move forward.” 

The three committees 
each have specific duties. 
The design committee 
works to develop a variety 
of aesthetic items, ranging 
from town logos to a strate- 
gic plan of what the overall 
look of the community 
should be. The promotions 
committee hosts and publi- 
cizes events, and the eco- 
nomic restructuring com- 
mittee takes an active role 
as a Catalyst for the econo- 
my of the community.

Five weeks into last 
year's football season the 
Southern High School varsi- 
ty had a miserable 1-4 re- 
cord. Making the playoffs 
was little more than a pipe 
dream. 

But Coach Fred Gregg 
and his never-say-die troops 
turned things around in 
week number six with a 
stunning, last-second, 14-13 
victory over previously un- 
defeated Martinsburg, and 
proceeded to win their final 
four regular-season games 
after that to capture a play- 
off berth. Their quest for a 
state title was ended by 
eventual state champion Al- 
legany, 36-18, in the first 
round of the playoffs.

COMMODORES’ REGATTA

The Commodores’ Re- 
gatta is the last event of the 
acgula: season. The racc 
commanders for this event 
are the commodores of the 
two Deep Creek yacht 
clubs, Marie Deakin from 
Deer Haven and Larry Pe- 
rez from Turkey Neck.

The 
race committee used a GPS 
locator to set the marks, 
but by race time the fog 
had lifted and the wind was 
about § to 10 knots E. Not 
great for water skiing, but 
very good for sailing. But by 
the time we reached the 
starting line the wind was 
10 knots with puffs above 
15. 

We got a really good 
Start, but it was clea: right 
from the beginning that the 
wind was too heavy for us. 
Two boats quickly passed 
us, and we decided to keep 
sailing, but not to push it 
and not to fly our spinna- 
ker. So after rounding the 
first windward mark we ran 
downwind wing-on-wing fol- 
lowing the lead boats. A 
Laser to windward of us 
started falling down on us 
and, in response to my hail, 
the Laser sailor, Keith Spin- 
nenweber, informed us that 
we were headed for the 
wrong mark. We fell off, 
headed for the right mark, 
and realized that the lead 


boats in our fleet had 
rounded the wrong mark! 
On our way to the leeward 
mark we got close enough 
to hail them and let them 
know. So we came in first, 
but it was a hollow, unde- 
served victory. 

In the second race on 
Saturday, Anne Graham 
was crewing for Al Thagard. 
The way Al described it, 
both his main and spinna- 
ker got fouled, and the next 
thing he knew he was in the 
air and he landed on the 
mainsail in the water. 
Anne’s husband, Charles 
Graham, was on patrol and 
he was there quickly. The 
mast was on the bottom in 
about eight feet of water so, 
I believe, Charles used the 
patrol boat to pull the mast 
up and then he dove in to 
secure it with flotation. 

Sunday was still cool and 
cloudy, but the wind was a 
nice, tame 5 knots E (more 
or legs). It turned out to be 
a perfect sailing day since 
the weather kept the motor- 
boats away. In our fleet we 
led at the start, Ted and 
Barbara Kemp passed us, 
and Elster was way back. It 
turned out that Elster’s 
crew, Jim Munford, won- 
dering why their boat speed 


might have picked up some 
lake grass on their center- 
board. He pulled up the 


boa.d and then quickly low- 
ered it; and, voila, they 
spurted ahcad. Elster then 
came from about a quarter 
of a mile behind to win the 
race, a magnificent perfor- 
mance. 

By mid-morning on Mon- 
day the skies cleared. It 
warmed up, but there was 
no wind.

A training initiative 
geared specifically to school 
administrators will encour- 
age administrators to help 
shape a “healthy school en- 
vironment" and will high- 










light the role schools can 
play in helping students to 
learn healthy eating and ex- 
ercise habits. Another train- 
ing session will offer school 
health educators and school 
nurses an opportunity to 
learn how to provide up-to- 
date nutrition and physical 
activity information to stu- 
dents and to encourage stu- 
dents to adopt healthy be- 
haviors.

Background Scripture: 

2 Chronicles 33:1-20; 2 Kings 21. 
Devotional Reading: 

2 Chronicles 6:36-42 


Currently, our state is en- 
grossed in an election contest for 
the office of Governor. It is the 
Most expensive campaign in Texas 
history and it is also one of the 
most demoraiizing. [o me, it ap- 
pears that both candidates seem 
devoted to the demonization of 
their opponent. One might truly 
wonder whether voting for either 
of them is justified. 

Unfortunately, our political 
life is hobbled by a “sheep” and 
“goats” mentality. We are the 
“sheep”, the “good guys”; our 
opponents are the “goats”, the 
“bad guy”. We assume that the 
“bad guy” can never do anything 
“good” and the “good guy” can 
never do anything “bad.” We see 
nothing wrong with our candidate 
and nothing good about his op- 
ponent. The “sheep” are real 
Americans and patriotic; the 
“goats” are not. dt is tragic that, 
after more than two centuries of 
democracy, we are no further 
evolved than that. 

We also see a “sheep” and 
“goats” problem when we con- 
sider the reign of Manasseh, King 
of Judah from 687 to 642 BC 
Manasseh was the son of King 
Hezekiah, the moderate reformer 
of Judah, and Queen Hepzibah 
and the biblical account of his 
reign, 55 years, the longest in 
Judah, is recorded in 2 Chron. 3:1- 
20 and 2 Ki. 21:1-18. (That rerrunds 
us of the teacher who said that, 
not only was little Johnny the 
worst kid in her class, “but he has 
such perfect attendance!”) 

Remembered as “Evil” 

Marasseh, however, was not 
“a chip off the old block” and he 
is remembered as one of the most 
evil kings of Judah. Both sources 
stamp him as a “bad guy”: “He 
did what was evil in the sight of 
the Lord, according to the 
abominable practices of the na- 
tions whom the Lord drove out 
before the people of Israel (2 
Chron. 33:2; 2 Ki. 21:2). 














itis ironic that one of the best 
kings of Judah is followed by one 
of the worst.. Simply put, he un- 
did all of the reforms which 
Hezekiah, his father, had insti- 
tuted. More specifically, “...he 
rebuilt the high places which his 
father Hezekiah bad broken 
down and made altars to Baals, 
and made Asherahs, and wor- 
shipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them" (2 Chron. 33:4; 
2 Ki. 21:3-5). The “high places” 
were Canaanite shrines on hilltops 
and the Baals and Asherah were 
pagan gods. 2 Kings 21:6, 16 list 
three additional charges: “And he 
burned his son as an offering, and 
practiced soothsaying and au- 
gury”. “Moreover Manasseh 
Shed very much innocent 
blood .” 

Why did he choose such an 
evil course? Perhaps, as with so 
many sons, he was driven to dem- 
onstrate that he was his own man 
and no longer under his father's 
thumb. Perhaps he did these 
things because they were popu- 
lar with his subjects. The priests 
of the high places were probably 
supportive of the re-establishment 
of their shrines. Furthermore, we 
know that Assyria dominated the 
known world then and Manasseh 
probably held on to his throne at 
the sufferance of the Assyrians. 
The Assyrianization of Judah’s re- 
ligious life may have been an at- 
tempt to maintain Assyria’s favor. 

Good Intentions 

Manasseh may have been im- 
pelled by what he regarded as 
good reasons to overthrow his 
father’s reforms. Even “bad guys” 
often think they are justified by 
good intentions. But, his reign 
would be judged by the results 
and these were so devastating 
that even “good” King Josiah, 
who succeeded Manasseh’s son, 
would be only partially success- 
ful in reforming the nation. 

For all their agreeinent, 2 
Chronicles and 2 Kings give two 
differing accounts of Manasseh, 
the former telling us that he was 
carried away into captivity by the 
Assyrians, and then repented, re- 
turning to Jerusalem and attempt- 
ing to remove the pagan cults. 2 
Kings 21 says nothing of any of 
this, depicting him as a thoroughly 
evil. But 2 Chronicles sees him as 
a “bad guy” who wasn’t totally 
“bad.” 

Who was the real Manasseh? 
We will never know, but | would 
like to believe that 2 Chronicles is 
the more accurate one, for it re- 
minds us that God will grant mercy 
to us if we are repentant. None of 
us are intended to be “goats”.

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Final Preparations Under Way To 
Implement. Md. AMBER Alert Plan 


Reflecting a statewide ef- 
fort to further ensure the 
safety of Maryland's chil- 
dren, Governor Parris N. 
Giendening ennounced last 
week thet the “Maryland 
State Police met with 
broadcasters to finalize 
steps to implement the 
AMBER Alert Plan in 
Maryland. At the direction 
of the governor, Maryland 
State Police began working 
with the Maryland/D.C./ 
Delaware Broacasters’ As- 
sociation several months 
ago to establish a statewide 
AMBER Alert Plan. The 
easociation includes more 
than [50 area radio and tel- 
evision stations that are vi- 
tal to the prompt dissemi- 
nation of information. 

"When implemented cor- 
rectly and activated eppro- 


priately, the AMBER Alert 
Plan can have lifesaving re- 
sults, as we have recently 
seen in California,” said 
Governor Glendening. “The 
AMBER Alert program is a 
critical tool in our efforts to 
ensure the safety of our 
children. Thanks to the sup- 
port of the Broadcasters’ 
Association, the partnership 
with local law enforcement, 
and the involvement of our 
citizens, we will be able to 
significantly increase the 
potential of saving a pre- 
cious life and bringing a 
criminal to justice.” 

The purpose of the AM- 
BER (America’s Missing: 
Broadcast Emergency Re- 
spouse) Alert Plan is to 
form a network partnership 
capable of immediately 
communicating vital infor- 
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mation about a serious 
child abduction to as wide 
an audience as possible. In 
Maryland, the partnership 
will include local police and 
sheriffs departments, the 
Maryland State Police, the 
Maryland Department of 
Transportation, the Mary- 
land/D.C./Delaware Broad- 
casters’ Association, the 
Cable Telecommunications 
Association of Maryland, 
Delaware, and the District 
of Columbia, the Maryland 
Emergency Management 
Agency, and the Maryland 
Center for Missing Chil- 
dren. 

Developed in Texas, af- 
ter the kidnepping and bru- 
tal murder of 9-year-old 
Amber Hagerman, the AM- 
BER Alert Plan has been 
adopted by the National 
Center for Missing & Ex- 
ploited Children. There are 
certain criteria that must be 
met before an AMBER 
Alert is activated, including: 

@law enforcement con- 
firms a child has been ab- 
ducted; 

@law enforcement has 
reason to believe the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
abduction indicate the child 
is in danger of serious bodi- 
ly harm or death; and 

@there must be enough 
descriptive information 
about the child, abductor, 
and/or the suspect’s vehicle 
to believe an immediate 
broadcast alert will help the 
case. 

According to Maryland’s 
AMBER Alert Plan, when 
the abduction of a child 14 
or under, or 15-17 with ex-

tenuating circumstances, oc- 
curs, police officers re- 
sponding to the call will 
contact a specially trained 
Maryland State Police duty 
officer. After verifying the 
abduction meets the AM- 
BER Alert criteria, state 
police will activate the 
Emergency Alert System, 
notifying the radio, televi- 
sion and cable outlets, the 
Maryland Department of 
Transportation, and sur- 
rounding states. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation will 
broadcast the information 
over its network of highway 
variable message signs, 
promptly alerting thousands 
of motorists. “Maryland’s 
electronic highway message 
signs provide a unique abil- 
ity to get real-time informa- 
tion into the hands of those 
who may be able to help 
the most,” said Maryland 
Tranaportation Secretary 
John D. Porcari. "By pro- 
viding information to mo-

torists, law enforcement of- 
ficers will literally have 
hundreds of thousands of 
people assisting them in 
their search for « suspicious 
vehicle. All it takes is one 
motorist spotting the car or 
truck in question to result 
in a child being returned to 
his or her family.” 
Members of the Mary- 
land/D.C./Delaware Broad- 
casters’ Association will 
broadcast the information 
once every 15 minutes for 
the first two hours and eve- 
ry 20 minutes for the next 
three hours. "In a child ab- 
duction case, every minute 
counts,” said MDCD presi- 
dent Chip Weinman. "Ac- 
cording to statistics from 
the U.S. Department of 
Justice, rescuing a child has 
a greater probability of suc- 
cess in the first few hours 
after the abduction. Broad- 
casters can do somathing 
that no other media can do 
to help recover these kids 


safely. Because we are on 
all the time and people are 
always listening to our me- 
dia, broadcasters can get 
the word out before it is 
too late.” 

The alert broadcast to 
the public will also include 
the emergency phone num- 
ber of the local police de- 
partment investigating the 
abduction. Any information 
received from an AMBER 
Alert will be immediately 
forwarded to the investigat- 
ing police department, as 
will requests for media in- 
terviews about the abduc- 
tion. 

Following the final re- 
view of AMBER Alert im- 
plementation plans, Mary- 
land State Police will be 
working with the Maryland 
Chiefs of Police Association 
and the Maryland Sheriffs 
Association to provide in- 
formation and criteria to 
the more than 170 police 
departments in the state. 
"Maryland’s AMBER Alert 
Plan involves an unprece- 
dented partnership of law 
enforcement, state agencies, 
the media and the citizens 
we serve,” said State Police 
superintendent Colonel Da- 
vid B. Mitchell. "We are 
committed to combining 
technology, police persever- 
ance, and community con- 
cern to bring home our 
most innocent victims.”

Daniel E. Callis has an- 
nounced his election bid for 
judge of the Orphans’ 
Court as a Republican can- 
didate.

students entering FSU has 
grown. About 19 percent of 
the total new students are 
members of a minority 
group, up 8 percent from 
2000.

conversations with YMCA officials, | believe 
costs would be prohibitive. | prefer a system 
of town youth centers that more closely 
involve communities in nurturing young 
people. | am concerned about adventure 
sports initiatives. | don't believe we want a 
Rocky Gap fiasco in Garrett County; it is not 
in the best interests of taxpayers. We need 
to examine where the funding would come 
from and how it would be used. | do not 
oppose the concept, but think this project 
should stand on its own.

BEITZEL: | do not see an immediate need 
for the County to fund a recreational budget.

residents. | support the concept of a YMCA 
and believe it is important to look into 
requirements and guidelines necessary to 
establish such a facility in Garrett County. 
Adventure sports initiatives are important to 
the future of the tourism industry. | am a 
member of the ASCI Board of Directors and 


support initiatives currently in planning 
stages. 
HOLLIDAY: | believe recreational op- 


portunities should be designed and imple- 
mented by individual communities to meet 
their particular needs. Garrett Country pre- 
sently has a Recreation Trails Task Force 
that is assisted by County govemmernt. | fully 
support its continuation. Presently, | do not 
support county funds being spent for a 
YMCA due to the planned facilities at the 
Adventure Sports Center, which will pro-vide 
many of the same programs. | support the 


planned initiatives because of the mix of 
recreational opportunities they will provide 


as well as the positive economic impact on 
Garrett County. 


OPEL: Yes, | support the idea of a county- 
level recreational budget. The hike and bike 
trail that they are working on is a good idea. 
| am in favor of that type thing as long as it is 
approved by county taxpayers, and the cost 
is con-trolled. A YMCA could be good for 
Garrett County, but not quite yet. However, 
I'll Keep an open mind cn that. I'm also 
keeping an open mind about the adventure 
sports initiatives. | am in favor of some of 
these things, but | think, once again, the 
taxpayers need to be watchful and know 
what is going on. 


RALEY: As the county is positively impacted 
financially from tourism, | support funding 
dedicated to the development of countywide 
recreational opportunities. A system of trails, 
a community center similar to a YMCA and 
other recreational activities are all worthy 


projects. The currently planned Adventure 
Sports complex must be self-sustaining and 
not place a burden on county resources. 


VIRTS: Yes, | feel that it would’ be in the 
best interest of Garrett County to allocate a 
recreational budget, for the residents of the 
county. | do support bike and hike trail 
systems within the county, depending on 
where the trails are located. A YMCA would 
be a good addition to Garrett County, as 
long as it would be self-sufficient once 
initially funded or somewhat self-sufficient.

BEARD: To identify labor sources and re- 
cruit workers, | would expand school cur- 
riculum to address business needs. A co- 
operative effort between business and edu- 
cation, the Industrial Foods Program at 
Southem High School was a very successful 
program. Expanding this concept serves the 
needs of both worker sources and re- 
cruitment. Business should consider offering 
a more “livable” wage than the minimum that 
many workers must accept. The business 
incubator to be located in Oakland may pro- 
vide some answers for labor sources and 
recruitment. Garrett College creates pro- 
grams to adjust to changing business needs. 
Larger businesses have in-house training 
programs. 


BEITZEL: The govemment already has suf- 
ficient programs to assist the unemployed 
and to avail employers with information on 
training initiatives and job programs. | 
actively support and encourage the edu- 
cational institutions in the County to improve 
upon and to seek alternative training 
techniques to better prepare our youth to 
meet the job needs of the business com- 
munity. 


FALTER, George: Five P's; Proper 
Planning Prevents Poor Performance. Meet 
with businesses; identify the problems; 
develop possible solutions; create a vision; 
plan. Include businesses AND people who 
live here in meetings. | would use my con- 
siderable business management experience 
to help solve the problems. Employment 
training would include technology AND 
trades like construction, electrical, machine, 
welding, and automotive. Cooperative effort 
is the key to success. 


FALTER, Jean: | would have the De- 
partment of Economic Development con- 
duct regular monthly meetings with business 
leaders to match available labor with 
openings. State Department of Employment 
Security would be asked to assist with this 
and help job-seekers find training programs. 
State and federal hiring incentive programs 
for businesses would be sought out and 
incorporated into this concept. 


GREGG: This all falls under workforce 
development, in which we must invest if we 
are to continually improve Garrett County. 
The most important combination we have is 
our people and workforce development. 
Identifying labor sources, recruiting workers, 
and employment training are keys to our 
future. We must blend established in- 
dustries, such as mining and manufacturing, 
with new, technology-based _ industries. 
Workforce development efforts will help 
identify and train workers, and help attract 
and retain county businesses. 


HOLLIDAY: The task of labor source 
identification and recruitment is presently 
administered by state and other agencies; 
as long as this effort meets the needs of our 
local businesses, | see no need to involve 
county funds. Our Economic Development 
Office presently works with local businesses 
to meet their training needs. If a specialty 
training need arises, | would look favorably 
at identifying other resources to meet that 
need. 


OPEL: We should try to develop training 
resources for our workers, but | think there 
should be a limit to the amount of govem- 
ment interference in small business. 


RALEY: | support the initiative underway 
between Garrett College and the Garett 
County Board of Education to implement an 
evening division of Adult Vocational Edu- 
cation. This program would retrain the 
workforce for county positions. In addition, 
the high schools need to i:nplement pro- 
grams to fill employment needs, such as the 
machine tool program at Northern High 
Suivi. 


VIRTS: | believe that the main labor source 
for local businesses is already here within 
the county. We have to start giving the 








residents of the county initiatives to stay 
here and work instead of going elsewhere to 
make a living. | would do my best to help 
educate and train the people of Garrett 
County to find employment within the 
county. 


WALTERS: What about employment and 
economic development offices? What about 
Garrett, Allegany, FSU, WVU, or Fairmont 
State colleges and schools?

BEARD. Businesses need Government to 
help promote existing businesses and attract 
new ones. Working together, they can im- 
prove infrastructure, attract, and support 
employers. The Chamber does an excellent 
job marketing the area and additional 
resources to continue promotion could be 
provided by allocating more of the accom- 
modations taxes to the Chamber. It is im- 
portant that business become involved in the 
review and proposal of local and State regu- 
lations that will ultimately affect them. 
Voluntary leadership promoted by the 
Chamber will help accomplish that. 


BEITZEL: The Chamber is doing a fine job 
disseminating information on businesses in 
the County and provides a vital service of 
informing visitors and tourists of the re- 
sources 4vailable to them here in Garrett 
County. The vacation guide and other'Ye- 
lated promotional items are the centerpiece 
for promoting our County. The leadership of 
the Board of Directors of lobbying the 
Chamber is needed to actively engage in for 
or against regulations and governmental 
practices that impact their members. 


FALTER, George: | would have an annual 
G.C. Business Fair, similar to the Agri- 
cultural Fair, to showcase local products 
including those of non-members (which 
would increase size of event and the draw) 
including self-guided tours of county and 


major points of interest. As a commissioner, 
| would give equal treatment to businesses 
throughout _ the county and enlist organ- 
izations such as SCORE to assist busi- 
nesses with govemment regulations. 


FALTER, Jean: George and | agree that a 
G.C. Business Fair to showcase local 
products would be a positive step towards 
dissemination of information. Fair and equal 
treatment of all businesses throughout the 
county would help bring the business 
community together. | would have county- 
wide meetings to seek input from busi- 
nesses on how all of us-can work together to 
accomplish that. 


GREGG: The Chamber's three areas of 
concentration are its mission statement. 
Using this guidepost enables the Chamber 
to maintain focus and achieve the goals of 
promoting Garrett County and providing 
business leadership expected of the 
Chamber. 


HOLLIDAY: The success of the Chamber's 
contribution to our economy is well evi- 
denced by the increased number of tourists 
and out-of-county tax dollars that are gener- 
ated in Garrett County.

The history of the earli- 
est Amish Mennonite set-

Service Agency. “We're 
looking for the broadest 
possible participation from 
anyone within the farming 
community," McCartney 
said. 

The County FSA Com- 
mittee is the “most direct 
link between USDA-Farm 
Service Agency programs 
and the local producers,” 
stated McCartney. The 
County Committee system 
helps shape nationwide pro- 
grams into programs that 
work at the iocal level by 
making decisions concern- 
ing items such as commodi- 
ty loans, loan deficiency 
payments, farm storage fa- 
cility loans, and disaster-re- 
lated programs, as well as 
conservation. 

"To make the system 
work, it must represent all 
of the different parts of the 
local agricultural communi- 
ty,” McCartney observed. 
"This includes all of the 
livestock farmers, grain pro- 
ducers, specialiy crops, and 
truck farmers. We need the 
expertise and insights from 
all of these groups.” 

Eligible producers may 
nominate themselves or 
other eligible producers in 
LAA 1 as a candidate. Pro- 
ducers who are nominated 
must be active farmers and 
be well qualified to serve on 
the Committee. 


An eligible producer is 
defined as a producer resid- 
ing in or having farming in- 
terests in the J.AA in which 
the election is being held 
and he or she is eligible to 
vote. 

Duties of the County 
FSA Committee include (1) 
administering USDA-FSA 
programs, (2) informing 
producers of the purpases 
and provisions of the pro- 
grams; (3) keeping the state 
FSA Committee informed 
of local conditions; (4) rec- 
ommending necessary chan- 
ges in programs; (5) partici- 
pating in committee meet- 
ings; and (6) performing 
other duties as assigned by 
the state FSA Committee.

Value of Corn Silage 

lhis time of the year 1 receive several requests on what 
is the value of corn silage. If the quality of the silage is at 
least average there is a simple formula that will give you 
a good idea of the value of a ton of corn silage. To 
calculate the value of standing corn multiply the market 
price of a bushel of corn by 6. For example $2.75 per Bu. 
X 6 = $16.50 per ton for corn standing in the field. Be 
careful in determining the market price because several of 
the market reports are based on what dealers are paying, 
such as the above report. The market price is the price 
you would pay for corn at the feed mill, another farmer or 
your cost in growing. If you are providing harvesting and

storage loading add another $10-$12 per ton. 

To determine the value of fermented corn silage 
multiply the market price of a bushel of corn by 9. If the 
corn is of excellent quality use 10 as the multiplying 
factor. For example $2.75 per bux 9 = $24.75 per ton for 
fermented silage. 

Cutting Alfalfa 

Should you harvest your alfalfa now? That is a very 
common decision that you make each year at this time. 
The following information is from the Penn State Agrono- 
my Guide. 

In the past, it has been recommended that producers 
avoid cutting alfalfa during the critical 6-week period prior 
to the average hard frost date (generally between early 
September and mid-October). This still should be consid- 
ered if the stand is weak from factors such as low fertility, 
disease, leaf hopper damage, or extreme climate condi- 
tions. More recently, however, it has been recognized that 
alfalfa can be cut even during this critical period as long 
as: (1) better adapted varieties with multiple pest resis- 
tance have been used; (2) adequate levels of lime, phos- 
phorus, and potassium have been maintained; (3) there 
are at least 45 days of regrowth before cutting. If harvests 
are delayed until mid-October, leave 4 to 6 inch stubble to 
protect the crown and to catch snow for additional 
insulation over winter. It’s your decision!
